WASHINGTON, March-8.—Seeretary 
Kellogg is opposed to an American 
protectorate over Nicaragua--or ‘a 
treaty for supervision of that country, 
similar to the compact-of.1915 with 
Haiti, according: to . testimony. by 
Stokely W. Morgan, chief of the Latin- 
American Division of the State De- 
partment, before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee on Feb. 24 and 25, 
it became known today. 

The hearings were held to anita: 
Senator Borah’s proposal for the com- 
mittee to make an investigation trip 
through Mexico and Nicaragua. Mr. 
Morgan was pressed closely by mem- 
bers of the committee regarding the 
treaty alleged to be in process of nego- 
tiation with Nicaragua and said he 
had talked the matter over with Sec- 
retary Kellogg, who had declared he 
had “‘no intention of going ahead with 
the treaty at all.” 

Mr. Morgan said the feasibility otf 
such a treaty had been discusset in 
the State Department and that Presi- 
dent Diaz had recently handed a note 
to Minister Eberhardt suggesting 9a 
treaty by which ‘the United States 
would guarantee the independence,.ob 
Nicaragua.

“I think we will answer by saying 
that we have no intention of negotiat- 
ing any treaty,’ Mr. Morgan toid the 
Senate committee, ‘‘but,the final de- 
cision depends upon the Secretary, of 
course.

Mr. Morgan also disclosed that Rear 
Admiral Latimer had lost a supply of 
arms belonging to the Nicaraguan Lib- 
erals. Although this has been repeat- 
edly alleged in statements made by 
Dr. T. 8S. Vaca, representative of the 
Nicaraguan Liberals in Washington, 
Secretary Kellogg has steadfastly de- 
nied it, stating that the Liberals lost 
the arms themselves while transport- 
ing them across the Rio Grande River. 
Mr. Morgan stated that the arms had 
been lost by Admiral Latimer’s forces 
while they were being transported 
across the river in December. The re- 
mainder of the arms were later re- 
turned to Dr. Sacasa. 

Most of the arms used by the Lib- 
erals, Mr. Morgan saia, were Russian 
rifles made in the United States in 
1915 and 1916 for the Russian army 
and later sold to Mexico. They finally, 
he said, found . eir way down to Nic- 
aragua. 

Mr. Morgan said the sending of the 
British cruiser Colombo to Nicaragua 
came as a complete surprise to the 
State Department. He could see ‘no 
occasion whatever’ for the dispatch of 
the vessel. 

“I cannot understand why it would 
be necessary for them to send a ship 
there,” he said, ‘‘and we were much 
surprised.” 


Senators to Visit Central America. 


A few individual members of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
will take a first-hand look at condi- 
tions in Central America, it was 
learned today. 

Senator Edge of New Jersey is already 
en route to Panama and will go into 
Nicaragua, it was said, if he finds it 
feasible. His reported plans are to 
enter that country at Corinto and 
travel to Managua, the capital, pro- 
vided the railroad is still neutralized. 

Senator Shipstead, Farmer-Labor 
member; Senator Swanson, ranking 
Democratic member, and* others are 
planning Central American trips, trav 
eling simply as individuals.

No Definite Date Fixed. 


No definite suggestion us to the date 
for the proposed conference has been 
advanced. It is too early for that. In 
the Japanese note accepting the Amer- 
ican invitetion to the proposed five- 
power conferenze, a project that ap- 
parently became abortiv> through the 
declinations of- France and Italy, it 
was pointed out that on account ot 
the distance of Japan trom Geneva 
and for other reasons it would.not be 


possible to have Japanese delegates 
arrive at Geneva before June 1. That 
date is quite acceptable to the United 
States, or any other date that may 
be agreeable t > Great Britain and 
Japan.

Palmer, Mass., Is Like the 
Missing Lad. 








IDENTIFICATION IS DIFFICULT 





Mutilation Apparently Made ‘in 
Effort.to Obliterate Tell- 
_ Tale Marks. 


PARENTS GOING TO SCENE 


Autopsy to Be Held Today—Boy 
Disappeared From His Brooklyn 
Home on. Feb. 11.

PALMER, Mass.,:March 8.—The dead 
body of a+ boy answering in‘ almost 
every. detail the: description of the 
missing “Billy” Gaffney, 4 years old, 
who ‘disappeared from his home at 99 
Fifteenth Street, Brooklyn, early on 
the evening of Feb. 11 last, was found 
this afternoon wrapped in burlap and 
wedged in a wine cask on top of a 
pile of refuse at the town dump. 

The body was that of a- 4-year-old 
boy with brown hair and blue eyes, 
like the Gaffney boy. The latter had 
a scar.on his lower lip and a mole on 
his stomach. The lower part of the 
face of the victim found here was 
badly mutilated, the jaws being broken, 
and the stomach was lacerated as 
though an attempt had been made to 
eliminate all possible marks of identi- 
fication. 

The body was taken to a'local under- 
taking establishment and an autopsy 
will be made tomorrow. . In the.mean-~ 
time State Detective David: Manning; 
at Springfield was notified “and,, 
together with the Chief of Police of 
Palmer, commenced an investigation. 

Body Hound by Student. 

News of the discovery here was tele- 
gaged in the search for ‘thé missisg’ 
Gaffney. boy. 

The body was found by Chester Kol- 
busz, a sophomore at the Palmer High 
School, who was searching the dump 
for articles of value. All the clothing 
had been removed from the body and 
the Medical Examiner, after a super- 
ficial examination, said that he be- 
lieved the child had been dead about 
three weeks. The child apparently had 
been killed by a blow in the face, and 
besides the fractured jaw, four teeth in 
the lower jaw and two in the upper 
had been knocked out. 

The lower part of the right leg was 
covered with a bandage as if to cover 
a small cut or scratch, but no indi- 
cation of a wound was found on the 
leg. 





Gaffneys Going to Palmer. 


When information of the discovery of 
a boy’s body at Palmer, Mass., reached 
the Gaffney home and detectives of 
the Fifth Avenue station who are en- 
gaged in the search for the missing 
child, arrangements were at once made 
to have Mr. and Mrs. Edmund Gaff 
ney, parents of “‘Billy,’”’ and also De- 
tective James Powers leave for Palmer 
at the earliest moment this morning. 

Mr. Gaffney said that when William 
was a year or two old he fell and his 
teeth penetrated his lower lip, leaving 
a scar that was noticeable if a person 
looked closely. He said the child also 


had a mole on nis stomach. While no 
recent pictures had been made of 
young William, a very good descrip- 
tion was given to the police by Mr. 
and Mrs. Gaffney. They said that the 
blue eyes and brown hair of the body 
found at Palmer tallied with those of 
their son,

BERLIN, “March 8.—Gourmands of 
the’ early’ Pharaoh dynasties suffered 
the pangs of-gout, the same as those 
of the present day, and Egyptians of 
that time were thrown into fits of 
rage even when sacred cats yowled 
midnight choruses from roofs of hal- 
lowed temples, according to Dr. Arnold 
Sack of the University of Heidelberg. 
Dr. Sack bases his conclusions on ob- 
servations made in a pathological 
study of 30,000 mummies from the 
Kingdom of the Pharaohs, dating back 
from 4,000 or more years before Christ 
to the dawn of the Christiap era. 

Diseases which caused deformation 
of the body or its organs, such as 
smallpox, gallstones and tuberculosis, 
were easily discernible in the mum- 
mified bodies preserved by a system 
of embalming now a lost art. Mum- 


mies dating back to before the dynasty 
period .were found to contain gall- 
stones, showing these to be one of the 
oldest human ailments. Gravel in the 
kidneys developed later, first appear- 
ing in 3200 B. C. 

The dreaded white plague was first 
discovered in a mummy of the fifth 
dynasty, where tubercular germs. had 
affected the spine. Cancer was un- 
known until] the late Byzantine period. 
It is.a coincidence’ that. gout made 
its début as a tormentor of the hu- 
man race in the same century, and 
swollen great toes and knees ,testify 
to the patients’ sufferings, the same 
as now.. Chalky formations found in 
the joints of these mummies show the 
same chemical reactions as the pres- 
ent uric acid: excesses found in gouty 
affections.

One of the most interesting discov- 
eries from a historical standpoint is 
the fact that leprosy as. known. today 
was not found in any mummy. dat- 
ing prior to. the Christian era, giving 
rise to the belief that the Biblical 
leprosy was a different disease from 
the present one and that the ailment 
which’ caused those affected ‘to be re- 
garded as unclean and to be colonized 
redlly' was another type of skin dis- 
ease ‘with nothing in common with 
the’ present-day leprosy, and of a na- 
ture which can only be determined by 
further medical research.

Run Follows the Closings. 


As news of the closings of these 
three banks spread runs started on the 
Farmers Bank and Trust Company, of 
which T. T. Reese is President, and 
on the Citizens Bank, of which B. A.

They immediately sent to Miami for 
additional cash, which arrived by ar- 
mored car about noon. Hundreds of 
trantic depositors thronged the streets 
in front of each bank and received 
their money as fast as it could be 
handed through the windows. 

At 2 o’clock, the closing hour, more 
than 100 depcsitors had the doors -of 
the Farmers’ Bank closed in their 
faces, but the Citizens’ Bank remained

Relief Seemingly Prepared For. 

The nearness of Osaka, Kobe and Ky- 

ota enabled relief to be promptly or- 
ganized, and the speed with whith po- 
lice patrols set out with food and -med- 
ical supplies suggests that the au- 
thorities had a plan in readiness for 
the emergency, 
' The Ninth Destroyer flotilla, an- 
chored at Maizuru, was held in readi- 
ness and seamen landed from the de- 
stroyers in Miyazu Bay and helped 
fight the flames and remove the dead 
and wounded. Supplies and other assis- 
tance were also sent from army garri- 
sons in the district and at dawn mili- 
tary airplanes surveyed the devastated 
area. 

The railroads were tied up for a time 
by the falling of embankments, but 
trains are running again. The tele- 
phone systems were restored to opera- 
tion this morning. Most of the main 
roads are now passable by automobile. 

The naval base at Maizuru was very 
little damaged. The Cabinet held an 
emergency meeting this morning and 
heard reports from the navy and home 
offices which indicated that the shocks 
had ceased and that the relief meas- 
ures were operating effectively. 





Total Casualties 4,774. 


TOKIO, Wednesday, March 9 (®).— 
The Japanese Home Office early this 
morning reported that 1,699 persons 
were killed in the Tango district by 
Monday’s earthquake, the total cas- 
ualties in the area being 4,774. 

The number of houses in the district 
which collapsed was set at 3,529 and 
the number burned at 3,646. 

The principal damage took place in 
the towns of Mineyama, Amino, Kay- 
etsu and Mabito. The damage and 
casualties at’ Miyazu and Kumihama 
were light. The Tajima district, which 
suffered in the earthquake of 1925, did 
not suffer much damage. 

There were twenty-one persons killed 
in Osaka and 127 injured, the number 
of houses which collapsed being 121. 
Industrially the city was not material- 
ly damaged. ~ 

Numerous villages in the Mineyama 
district were destroyed, while fire, 
which came ‘close on the heels of ‘the 
quake, accounted for a great number 
of casualties, which it is expected will 
reach ‘several thousand in burned and 
injured. ,

Shock Became Perpendicular. 


The shock, which at first was hor- 
izgontal, became perpendicular before it 


subsided and apparently extended over 
a wider district than the quakes which 
are of frequent occurrence in .apan. 
Houses collapsed, tiles fell and fires 
broke out almost immediately, these 
three causes accounting for virtually 
all of the casualties. 

A majority of the inhabitan.s of 
Tokio felt the shock, but it was no 
worse than others which had been of 
nd importance, consequently for some 
time there was a tendency to minimize 
the importance of the quake and it 
was not until morning that the full 
realization came of how serious the 
tremors had been. 

The newspaper Asahi Shimbun estl- 
mated that of the 5,000 population in 
Mineyama at least 1,000 were killed, 
while the. relief headquarters at 
Miyazu, on the Sea of Japan, reported 
that half of the population of Mine- 
yama had been either killed or 
wounded. 

Miyazu also felt the shocks strongly, 
hundreds of residents seeking refuge 
on the sea in boats, while others fled 
to the open country. 

Several foreigners were reported to 
have been injured in Osaka and Kobe, 
but their names were not given. An 
American woman (Mrs. Jessie Glen 
Schultz) was drowned at Kobe, where 
she fell into the water from a crowded 
gangplank as the tourist steamer Cali- 
fornia was making ready to sail. Six 
others were injured, but were under- 
stood to have continued aboard the 
ship. 


Refugees Spend Night in Snow. 


Dispatches from Tango today de- 
scribed the pitiful condition of the 
earthquake refugees, homeless. hun- 
gry and cold. In some places the snow 
was from one to five feet deep, and 
hundreds of men, women and children, 
possessing only a few blankets, found 
meagre shelter behind great snow- 
drifts, spreading mats on the snow. 

Troops, police and young mens as- 
sociations were, however, alleviating 
the misery. Efforts to bring aid to 
the devastated region were retarded 
because of lack of railway traffic, only 
motors and wagons being available,, in 
addition to a few airplanes, which are

everywhere. 

A newspaper observer from an air- 
plane described the smoking ruins of 
villages, numerous bodies lying about 
and priests reading the final rites. 

A reporter for the Asahi Shimbun, 
who went to the scene in an airplane, 
declared that most of the villages— 
twenty or thirty—had been reduced to 
ashes, that no houses were left stand- 
ing and that the roads were not 
usable. 

Bodies were lying about in the paths 
and fields and many of the injured 
were crying out for medical aid and 
food. The cries of women and chil- 
dren were heard everywhere. He de- 
scribed the scene as “like a _ living 
hell.’ 

The Emperor and Empress have 
shown great solicitude for the victims, 
both of them remaining up most of 
last night and tonight to obtain news. 
It is expected that imperial relief 
funds will be granted, two Imperial 
Commissoners already having been 
sent to the scene to obtain reports. 

The Tokio Observatory announced 
that there were nine after shocks and 
that it believed that the main shock 
was stronger than the Tajima quake 
of 192.

WINS AT ALBANY 


Senate Committee Reports the 
$300,000,000 Debt Extension 
for Transit Lines. 








LABOR BILLS PRESENTED 





Legisiature’s Final Adjournment 
Likely to Be Delayed 
Until April 1,

ALBANY, March 8:—Passage by the 
Legislature of the Fearon-Hofstadter 
constitutional amendment, which, if 
approved by the voters, would permit 
New York to extend its borrowing ca- 
pacity by $300,000,000, the money to be 
used for subways, was virtually as- 
sured today, when the Senate Judici- 
ary Committee favorably reported the 
measure. 

Indications are that the proposal will 
be passed by the Senate early next 
week, and the Assembly is not ex- 
pected to lose any time in concurring 
with the action of the upper house. 

Senator Knight, Republican leader of 
the Senate, and. Speaker McGinnies of 
the Assembly, are in agreement that 
the proposal should be passed. Be- 
cause it was passed at the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature it can be sub- 
mitted at the election this Fall. It 
advocates are confident that it will re- 
ceive the approval of the voters. 

At one time during the present ses- 
sion prospects for passage of the pro- 
posal were far from bright. Republi- 
can leaders of both houses were in- 
clined not to take any action on it 
this year. Assemblyman Hofstadter 
of New York, who is sponsoring the 
measure in the lower house, wrote a 
letter to Governor Smith asking the 
Executive if he thought the measure 
should be passed, but the Governor 
never-replied to the letter. ‘ 

The Assembly Judiciary Committee 
also took a favorable vote on the $300,- 
000,000 debt limit, extension, but the 
proposal will be sent to the Rules Com- 
mittee before: it is reported out for 
final action. 

With the Rules Committee taking 
charge of all legislation in the As- 
sembly tomorrow, the 1927 session of 
the Legislature really started on its 
final lap today. From now on mem- 
bers of the lower house will not be 
permitted to introduce bills, except 
with unanimous consent. 

The death of Senator Daniel J. Car- 
roll, Democrat, of Brooklyn, may de- 
lay final adjournment until ‘April 1, it 
was learned today. The resolution 
adopted in the Assembly a few weeks 
ago setting adjournment for March 18 
will be amended by the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee to extend the date 
to March 25, and possibly April 1. 
Under no circumstances can the law- 
makers hope to complete the work be- 
fore March 25, and if they are able to 
do so on that date it will mean night 
sessions every night next week, and 
work at all times under high pres- 
sure. 

Virtually all the Democrats and 
many of the Republicans of the upper 
house, as well as a large delegation 
of members of the Assembly, will at- 
tend Senator Carroll’s funeral tomor- 
row at his home in Brooklyn. The 
absence of such a large number of 
legislators will mean that little, if any, 
legislative work will be accomplished 
during the rest of the week.

Mayor Walker is expected to intro- 
duce tomorrow into the Board of Es- 
timate branch of the Municipal Assem- 
bly, the local bill submitted by Gover- 
nor Smith’s State Housing Commis- 
sicn, providing local tax exemption for 
tenements to be built by limited divi- 
dend corporations. 

For several months strong pressure 
has been brought to bear upon the 
City Administration for the passage of 
such a bill. It has been urged by 
housing experts, and by civic organiza- 
tions whose members believe it will 
afford the best practicable medium for 
the eradication. of the unhygienic old 
tenements, and for their replacement 
by modern sanitary constructions 
wherein apartments may be rented at 
moderate rates. 

The announcement that the Mayor 
intended to act tomorrow was made 
yesterday by Charles F. Kerrigan, As- 
sistant to the Mayor. Mr. Kerrigan, 
in the absence from the City Hall of 
Mayor Wa'ker, who he explained had 
been detained at home by a severe 
cold, received a delegation of one hun- 
dred members of the League of Moth- 
ers’ Clubs of the United Neighborhood 
Houses, who had called to urge early 
action by the Mayor in the interest of 
better and cheaper .housing. 


Assurance Brings Applause. 


Mr. Kerrigan’s declaration of the 
Mayor’s intention was received by the 
women with vigorous applause, and 
their spokesman expressed thanks for 
the assurance and for the courteous 
reception of their appeal. The Mayor’s 
assistant also told them that if at any 
time they had specific complaints to 
make of violations of the sanitary, 
building or tenement house codes or 
regulations, they should bring them 
promptly to the attention of Mayor 

er; who would refer them to the 
appropriate Commissioner with instruc- 
tions that the complaint be immediate- 
ly investigated. More applause greet- 
ed this assurance. 

Mr. Kerrigan told the delegation that 
the Mayor had not been idle or dilatory 
in this matter. He had been taking 
expert advice upon it, he said, ever 
since Darwin R. James, Chairman of 
the State Housing Commission, had 
submitted to him the proposed bill for 
local adoption. Statisticians, however, 
had differed widely concerning the pe- 
riod of years over which the proposed 
tax exemption should remain effective. 
Some urged a period of forty years, 
while others held that one-half that 
time would be ample within which to 
achieve the main purposes of the hous- 
ing legislation. 

Just what period of time would be 

ecified in the bill to be presented by 
the Mayor could not be learned. As 
presented by Mr. James, the bill pro- 
vided for forty years. In the City 
Hall, however, while there appears to 
be no doubt of the passage of the pro- 
posed local measure, it is declared that 
a twenty-year period is likely to find 
favor with Controller Berry and the 
other members of the Board of Esti- 
mate, rather than a longer one.

INFANTS’ BODIES USED 
TO INFURIATE MOBS 


Priest Tells of Raids on Missions 
in Fakien When Nationalists 
Took Towns. 








The Rev. Father Bernard Werner, 
one of the four Dominican missionaries 
who were in the interior of Fukien 
Province in China in December when 
the Nationalist armies took the towns 
where their missions were located, re- 
lated yesterday some of the experiencs 
of his escape from anti-foreign mobs. 
Father Werner arrived at Dominican 
headquarters here, 869 Lexington Ave- 
nue, on Monday. With him -were 
Fathers Paul Curran, Raymond Grace 
and James O’Donnell. They came for 
conferences with the Dominican Pro- 
vincial, the Very Rey. Raymond 
Meagher, and expect to return to China 
within a few months. 

Father Werner also related incidents 
that led up to the looting of the 
Dominican Orphanage at Foochow in 
January. The orphanage, he said, for 
years had taken in waifs, mostly girl 
babies that the poor could not sup- 
port. Many of these infants were ill 
when the mission received them and 
the mortality rate was high. Just 
before the raids, in which nuns were 
forced to flee for their lives, com- 
mittees of students visited the orphan- 
age on trips of inspection and saw 
several dead children in the morgue. 
A day or two later mobs of coolies and 
soldiers broke in and some of the 
bodies were removed and displayed to 
the people. At once stories were broad- 
cast among the ignorant that the for- 
eigners mutilated the bodies of Chinese 
chidiren and sent parts of them abroad 
to be made into ‘‘medicines.” 

Then the riots started, and lasted 
three days. The nuns were forced to 
take refuge aboard ships and flee to 
Hongkong. 

Father Werner himself was at Kien- 
ning-fu Dec. 6 when the Cantonese 
entered the town and quartered them- 
selves in the mission buildings. 

“My own station was a day’s march 
further up at Kienyang,’’ he said, ‘“‘and 
as soon as J could leave I went there. 

“I found my house occupied and 
stripped. Although my room was 
locked they had gained admittance 
through the windows and had taken 
everything that they could.” , 

Although he suffered no bodily vi 
lence he was warned by the Cantonese 
officers that he remained at his own 
peril. Time and again they asked him 
to leave, but he remained there twenty- 
eight days.

transact business outside, must com- 
ply or face persecution. The case is 
recorded of Chang T'so-lin in an effort 
to keep up the value of his paper 
shooting twelve Chinese money dealers. 

Chang Tsung-chang because of the 
severity of his methods in Shantung is 
regarded as a veritable brigand. There- 
fore, the people of the lower Yangtse 
are now facing the alternative of brig- 


andage or Bolshevism, with the latter 
infinitely more popular because it prom- 
ises something new and better and 
nothing could be worse than the war 
lord system. Moreover, it denounces 
the foreigner as the cause of China’s 
evils and promises the people the for- 
eigners’ wealth, which everywhere is 
conspicuous beside Chinese poverty. 


Foreign Exodus Goes On. 


Daily from different parts of the 
South come further accounts of the 


exodus of business men and mission- 
aries because of Communist activities 
and the disregarding of property and 
personal rights. Seldom are foreigners 
seriously molested, but as a rule where 
the Southerners are in control homes 
and institutions are invaded and pos- 
sessions appropriated. 

There are many tragic cases here of 
missionaries who have devoted large 
ts of their lives to service among 
the Chinese and who long gathered 
funds from Americans and Britons, 
now seeing their institutions taken 
and their followers ridiculed. 

In almost every Southern interior 
town where there is a mission station 
there is a Chinese group, often headed 
by local officials, who deplo:e the 
foreign departures and endeavor to per- 
suade the foreigners to remain. The 
reason is generally self-interest, as the 
presence of foreigners, even in the 
present circumstances, affords the 
local Chinese some protection. Chris- 
tian converts naturally feel deserted 
when the missionaries leave, wherefore 
many missionaries, women as well as 
men, are remaining at their posts de- 
spite consular advices to withdraw to 
places where warships can relieve 
them. 

Accounts of missionary experiences 
which in former days would be cabled 
as news to the United States and 
England now are so numerous that 
many do not appear in the half dozen 
Shanghai English newspapers. 

From the provinces controlled by the 
Northern war lords come occasional 
tales of bad treatment, but, generally 
speaking, the line is clearly marked 
as within Communist-controlled ter- 
ritory. 


Business Men Gloomy.

High Japanese persons 
say that they are now being told that 
Moscow Russians have no hostility to 
them, and there is ample evidence that 
the Japanese are spared much of the 
hostile propaganda, but the same au- 
thority states that the Japanese are 
not fooled into believing they will be 
indefinitely immune. 

The Japanese are fortunate in hav- 
ing business mostly in the treaty ports. 
They have no missions in the interior 
nor wide-scattered distribution sta- 
tions like the Standard Oil Company 


and the British-American Tobacco 
Company. 
Big foreign companies like the 


Standard Oil are finding themselves 
compelled to make terms with the 
Southerners in order to continue oper- 
ations and are agreeing to pay taxes 
beyond treaty legality. 


Two More Boats Seized. 


Two more Standard Oil motor boats 
have been taken into service by Sun 
Chuan-fang’s men for transportation. 
The boats were taken’ respéctively at 
Yangchow and Tungchow on the 
Yangtse. 

Admiral Williams does not invend to 
attempt to retake them because of the 
difficulty of following them up the 
narrow canals.

CHANG WILL EXECUTE

Manchurian War Lord Decrees 
Death fer All on Seized Ship 
Except Mme. Borodin. 





LONDON, March 8 (4).—Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin, Manchurian war lord, 
has ordered the execution of all the 
Russian prisoners, with the exception 
of Mme. Michael Borodin, seized aboard 
the Soviet ship Pamiat Lenina, says 
the Peking correspondent of The West- | 
minster Gazette. 

The dispatch adds that the executions 
have been ordered on the ground that 
Chinese and Russian Communists were 
aboard the Pamiat Lenina with a mass 
of propagandist literature, with the in- 
tent to aid the Cantonese or Southern 
Nationalists, whom Chang Tso-lin is 
fighting. 

The correspondent says that the in- 
cident is expected to lead to a rupture 
in relations between Soviet Russia and 
the Peking Government. . 

The dispatch says that Chang Tso- 
lin has declared himself a determined 
foe to Bolshevism and claims that 
Moscow has repudiated Borodin and 
the other Rus s aiding the Can- 
tonese, and that therefore those cap- 
tured aiding the Southerners are sub- 
ject to military discipline outside the 
provisions of international law. —

United States Attorney Emory R. 
Buckner has been retained by Clarence 
Dillon, head of the investment house 
of Dillon, Read & Co., and will resign 
from his official position this week to 
defend his new client in the Goodyear 
Tire and Rubber Company stockhold- 
ers’ litigation. He will take the place 
of former Attorney General George W. 
Wickersham, who will sail on Satur- 
day to attend an international law con- 
ference in Geneva. ~ ; 

Mr. Buckner would not say yesterday 
on what day he would start work in 
the Goodyear case. Hearings in it, 
which have been going on since Mon- 


day, are expected to continue next 
week, and Mr. Buckner is expected to 
plunge into his new task on next Mon- 
day morning. On;Saturday he will 
give a luncheon for men who have 
been associated closely with him in his 
official work, and he thay take that 
occasion to announce his retirement. 

Over the telephone’ last night Mr. 
Buckner admitted that he would re- 
sign “this week.” but in a previous 
statement, issued at his office in the 
Federal Building, he had been less 
definite. He merely said: 

“Mr. Wickersham requested me to 
take his place in the Goodyear litiga- 
tion while he is abroad, and I agreed 
to do so as soon as I had resigned, 
which will be in the very near future, 
as planned. Charles E. Hughes, as 
heretofore, will continue as_ senior 
counsel in the case.’’ 

Mr. Hughes has not appeared at the 
recent hearings in New York, however, 
and has left the active defense to Mr. 
Wickersham, his son, George W. 
Wickersham Jr., and Robert E. Pat- 
terson. 


Resumption of Inquiry. 


James V. Forrestal, a Vice President 
of Dillon, Read & Co., was on the wit- 
ness stand almost all day yesterday at 


the hearing in the rooms of the New 
York County Lawyers’ Association, 165 
Broadway. His testimony was almost 
entirely a matter of record—identifying 
documents, newspaper advertisements 
and circulars—and of tracing bond and 
stock issues in connection with the 
reorganization of the Goodyear Com- 
pany in 1921. 

Clan Crawford, attorney for the 
stockholders, asked Mr. Forrestal for 
dates, figures and other items needed 
for the court records. The docu- 
ments which the witness was asked to 
identify consisted chiefly of confiden- 
tial letters and. telegrams to bank- 
ing houses and distributing groups 
through which the Goodyear securities 
were marketed. 

Mr. Forrestal said he had no detailed 
knowledge of the deals by which 
Dillon, Read & Co. acquired thousands 
of shares of Goodyear stock. ‘‘I never 
look at the books if I can help it,’’ he 
said smilingly. He did say emphatically 
that, to the best of his knowledge, 
Dillon, Read & Co. at present owned 
no common stock and no voting stock 
certificates of the Goodyear Tire and 
Rubber Company. In this connection 
he said he could speak both for the 
joint stock association of New York 
and the Delaware corporation, two 
branches of the Dillon-Read concern. 


New Witnesses Called. 


There was a stir in the afternoon 
session when members of two invest- 
ment houses were called by the stock- 
holders’ counsel. They were R. M. 
Mead, a partner in J. R. Williston & 
Co., and John M. Donington, a mem- 
ber of the firm of J. G. White & Co. 

Over strenuous objections by George 
W. Wickersham Jr., the witnesses told 
of various steps by which the Dillon 
Company acquired certain blocks of 
Goodyear stock. 

“I object to this as incompetent, ir- 
relevant and immaterial, and it has 
nothing to do with the case,”” Mr. 
Wickersham exclaimed as Mr. Mead 
began testifying. ‘‘More than that, I 
instruct the witness that under the 
law he does not have to answer Mr. 
Crawford’s questions unless he wants 
to.”’ 

Mr. Crawford retorted by asking 
whether the witness had been called by 
the defense or the plaintiffs, and went 
right on with his examination. Both 
witnesses answered every question. 

Mr. Mead testified that on Oct. 11, 
1922, John H. Meyer & Co. of 428 
Fourth Avenue had sold to J. R. Wil- 
liston & Co. 4,267 shares of prior prefer- 
ence Goodyear stock for $244,285. On 
the same day this had been sold by 
Williston & Co. to Grayson M.-P. Mur- 
phy & Co. for $262,649. Drawing con- 
clusions from Monday’s testimony by 
Dean Mathey, Vice President of Dillon, 
Read & Co., the plaintiffs’ lawyers are 
trying to show that these shares went 
into Mr. Mathey’s nominal ownership 
on Oct. 14, 1922. On the witness stand 
on Monday, however, Mr. Mathey de- 
nied having any recollection of having 
acquired them.

FOR JOINT GOODYEAR SUIT. 


Counsel for Mrs. Benedict Ask 
Court to Unite Five Actions. 
TOLEDO, Ohio, March 8 (£).—Attor- 
neys in the case of Mrs. Katherine G. 
Benedict against Frank A. Seiberling, 


former President of the Goodyear Tire 
& Rubber Company, and his associates 
in the Goodyear common stock voting 
trust, pleaded a court motion today in 
Federal Court here by which litigants 
in five other cases involving the Good- 
year Company would be made parties 
to the Benedict action. 

The five other suits are pending in 
State courts, and the suggestion to 
bring them into the hearing in Federal 
Court. was made by Judge John M. 
Killits, who said he wanted to broaden 
the scope of the hearing in order to 
facilitate the solution of’ the compli- 
cated actions involving the affairs of 
the Goodyear Company. 

Attorneys for Mrs. Benedict particu- 
larly favored the inclusion in the pres- 
ent. hearing of the defendants in the 
case of F, C. Tomlinson and others 
against Clarence Dillon and John Sher- 
win, and in an action brought by Mrs.

STATE LABOR LEADERS 
HIT AT INJUNCTIONS 


Delegation of 550 Urges Passage 
of Bill Limiting Their Use 
Against Workers. 











Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, March 8.—Organized labor, 
represented by 550 national and State 
leaders, urged the Legislature today 


at a joint hearing of the Assembly 
and Senate General Laws Commitees 
to abolish unrestricted use of the in- 
junction in labor disputes. 

The bill for which labor leaders spoke 
was introduced by Senator Lopowicz 
of Buffalo and Assemblyman Hacken- 
burg of New York. It would severely 
limit the use of the injunction along 
lines which the labor leaders said 
copied the Clayton amendment, ex- 
empting unions from the Federal Anti- 
trust law. 

When opponents of the bill were 
called to speak there was no response, 
although there is known to be wide- 
spread hostility to it. 

Matthew Woll, Vice President of the 
American Federation of Labor; John 
Sullivan, President of the State Fed- 
eration, and Frank X. Sullivan, counsei 
for the latter, were the principal speak- 
ers for the measure. 

“Labor is not looking for special 
privilege,’’ Mr. Woll declared; ‘‘we are 
looking for justice. We are asking 
that kind of justice which Congress 
gave us in enacting the Clayton 
amendment. To regulate the issuance 
of an injunction is to -revent the 
flagrant abuse of that instrument in 
labor disputes by hostile Judges. Its 
present use jeopardizes the founda- 
tions of our Government. Remedial 
legislation is needed to avert the dis- 
astérs which have occurred in other 
countries.”’ 

An injunction which forbade men to 
strike was ‘‘a return to white man 
slavery,’’ according to Mr. Sullivan. 

‘“‘When I complained to a Judge in 
such a case, he told me to wait until 
he had read the morning papers,’’ said 
Mr. Sullivan. “Through the injunction 
labor is being stripped of its legal 
right to collective bargaining. If you 
accept this bill you will eradicate the 
workers. It is more important to es- 
tablish in the minds of the workers 
the belief that they are getting fair 
treatment than even the enactment 
of this bill.” ; 

Among the labor’ representatives 
was a delegation of over 300 from New 
York, including Joseph P. Ryan, Pres- 
ident of the Central Trades Council. 


COMMONS GETS BILL 
TO BAN HONORS SALES 


Labor Member Introduces Measurc 
Requiring Publication of All 
Party Contributions.

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LONDON, March 8.—Mr. Thurtle, a 


Labor member, introduced in Commons 
today a bill making illegal any ar- 
rangement with the object of recom- 
mending the conferring of any title 
or honor upon any person in return for 
a donation to a political party fund. 
This bill grows out of Lord Roseberry’s 
unanswered demand for an explana- 
tion of the source of Lioyd George’s 
£2,500,000 fund which the Welsh Lib- 
eral recently used to capture the ma- 
chinery of the Liberal Party and with 
which he hopes to obtain the election 
of 500 Liberals to Parliament at the 
next election. The author of the bill 
said its purpose was to prevent politi- 
cal parties filling their coffers by the 
sale of honors. 

“The Labor Party so far,’ he said, 
“has clean hands, whereas the two 
other parties are deeply implicated in 
this very disreputable practice. There 
has been great dissension about what 
is known as the Lloyd George fund, 
the origin whereof is quite clear, being 
very largely the sale of honors dur- 
ing the period of the late coalition 
Government.. But that was a retail 
business, and when the coalition took 
it over they made it a wholesale busi- 
ness.”’ 

Mr. Thurtle pointed out that there 
was a clause in the bill imposing pen- 
alties on persons engaged in the sale 
of honors, and another requiring par- 
ties periodically to publish a list of 
contributions. 

“There is nothing immoral or 
wrong,” he continued, ‘‘in donating to 
any party, and in the best interests 
of political parties there should be a 
public record of gifts. It is an offense 
to buy a vote for half a crown, but the 
law permits a party to sell a peerage 
for £40,000. It might be that to con- 
fer honor upon an individual for dis- 
tinguished service is a right and proper 
thing, but an honor which is bought by 
hard cash—like a party which has 
been bought for hard cash—merits 
thorough contempt.” :

DR. W. J. MEYER DIES; 
FIGURE TN WEBB CASE 


Succumbs to Pneumonia as He 
Is Due to Appear in Suit 
Over Wife’s Estate. 





STARTED A SENSATION 





Believed Woman Who Died at Rye 
Was Slain, but Death 
Was Natural. 





At the very time he had been ordered 


to appear before Surrogate George A. 
Slater in White Plains in an action 
over his wife’s estate, Dr. William J. 
Meyer of New York and White Plains, 
who figured in the Webb ‘‘death mys- 
tery’? in 1923, died of pneumonia yes- 
terday in Bellevue Hospital. He had 
been ill only a few days and his death 
was unexpected. 

No lawyer or representative appeared 
for Dr. Meyer in the Surrogates’ Court 
yesterday and no one in court knew 
that the physician was ill. Accord- 
ingly, Surrogate Slater issued a per- 
emptory order directing Dr. Meyer to 
sign certain papers in the legal case 
by Friday, or face proceedings for con- 
tempt of court. 

The case before the court grew out 
of the settlement of the estate of Dr. 
Meyer’s wife, the late Philippina 
Meyer. John J. Ackerman, counsel for 
former Surrogate William A. Sawyer, 
attorney for the estate, applied to the 
Surrogate for an order directing Dr. 
Meyer, as an administrator with 
former Mayor Frederick E. Weeks of 
White Plains, to sign receipts for $50,- 
000 from the estate of Mrs. Theresa 
Schappert, Dr. Meyer’s mother-in-law. 
The money was said to have lain idle 
in a New York bank since last May 
because of Dr. Meyer’s failure to act. 
Attorneys for Mrs. Meyer’s estate de- 
sire to transfer the money to her 
estate. 

Dr. Meyer was the physician who at- 
tended Mrs. Gertie Emily Gorman 
Webb before her death in Rye, N. Y., 
in 1923, and it was his suspicion that 
she had been poisoned that led to a 
Grand Jury investigation and much 
sensational publicity. The investi- 
gation cleared Charles Webb, the hus- 
band, Mrs. Webb having died of natu- 
ral causes. 

Dr. Meyer lived at 1,475 Grand Con- 
course, the Bronx, and had offices at 
45 Park Avenue, Manhattan, and in 
White Plains. He was & years old. 
Born in this city, he was educated at 
St. Francis Xavier College and the 
Bellevue Medical School. He was Pro- 
fessor of Surgery at Fordham Univer- 
sity for eleven years and was physician 
at the Westchester County Jail in 
White Plains for fifteen years. He 
leaves two sons, Frank J. and William 
J. Meyer, and a daughter, Teresa M. 
Meyer. Arrangements for the funeral 
will be announced later.

BRITISH WILL ATTEMPT 
LONGEST NON-STOP HOP 


Two Air Force Pilots. Will Try 
4,000-Mile Flight From London 
to Karachi in May.

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LONDON, March 8 —A_ non-stop 
flight from London to Karachi, the 
most western port of India, a distance 
of almost 4,000 miles, will be under- 
taken next May by two British Air 
Force pilots. ‘ 

Although details of the arrangements 
are being kept secret, it is believed 
that an attempt to capture the world’s 
long-distance non-stop flying record 
will be made. It is also thought that 
although Karachi is mentioned as their 
destination the pilots will carry on as 
far as they can, and it is not impos- 
sible that they might succeed in cross- 
ing India to Calcutta. 

Flight Lieutenant C. R. Carr and 
Flight Lieutenant L. E. M. Gillman 
are the two airmen who will attempt 
the feat, although more than a single 
machine may be employed if it is 
thought advisable. 

They will fly a Hawker-Horsley 700- 
horsepower Rolls-Royce Condor air- 
plane, which will carry over one thou- 
sand gallons of gasoline and which, it 
is hoped, can remain in the air for 
forty-eight hours at a minimum speed 
of 100 miles an hour. 

The present non-stop record of 3,345 
miles was established in October by 
two French airmen, who flew from 
Paris to Jask, a Persian port.on the 
Arabian Sea. 

It is understood that other countries, 
including France and Spain, are 
planning similar flights. 

Major Franco, the Spanish pilot who 
flew across the Atlantic, is now in 
Germany arranging for the construc- 
tion o. a Dornier flying boat for a non- 
stop flight from the Spanish coast to 
New York.

The Humphreys children also receive 
special bequests of $500 each. Trust 
funds of $75,000 each are provided for 
three other grandchildren, David 
Baird Fox, 26; Frederick F. Fox, 16, 
and David Baird 3d, 16.

OLVANY SAYS BOOM GAINS 





Reports Many. Offers. of Aid— 
Denver Democrat Here to 
Seek Tammany Advice. 





Offers of support for Governor Smith 
as a candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for President continues to 
be received in large numbers, George 
W. Olvany, leader of Tammany, said 
yesterday. A Democrat from Denver, 
representing a party leader in -Colo- 
rado, was a caller at Tammany Hall 
during the day and sought advice as to 
how to proceed to strengthen the 
Smith movement in that State. He in- 
formed Judge Olvany that a Smith- 
for-President Club had been formed in 
Denver and that there was a strong 
sentiment there for his nomination. 


View Inactivity as Mistake. 


Judge Olvany smiled when he was 
informed that supporters of William G. 
McAdoo, Governor Smith’s chief rival 
at the 1924 convention, were opposed 
to having. the 1928 convention in New 
York City and that some of them were 
proposing that it should be held in 
Denver. 


“The selection of a convention city 
is up to the members of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee,” he said. 

“Then neither you nor Tammany 
cares where the convention is held?” 
he was asked. 


“That’s right,’’ he said. ‘We will be 
satisfied with the choice of the Na- 
tional Committee.” 

The Smith movement has been pre- 
vented from gaining greater impetus 
by the absence of any organization to 
promote the Governor’s candidacy. In 
the opinion of some cf tne Governor's 
friends, among whom Judge Olvany is 
believed to be. numbered, this is a mis- 
take, because persons from other parts 
of the country coming here to proffer 
help have to be told that there is no 
Smith national organization in process 
of formation. Many of these are said 
to leave somewhat puzzled and in 
some cases distppointed at the failure 
of the New York Democrats to show 
greater activity in pushing a boom for 
their Governor. 

This lack of activity is by the Gover- 
nor’s desire and in accordance with his 
announcement that he did not intend 
to seek the nomination actively, al- 
though he would like it if it should 
come to him. It is said to be the 
Governor’s belief that there would be 
nothing to be gained by his friends 
starting too early a campaign for his 
nomination or in trying to put him out 
in front of the field at this time. 

John H. McCooey, Brooklyn Demo- 
cratic leader, is more optimistic con- 
cerning the chance of Governor Smith’s 
nomination, and so expressed himself 
in a speech at the Parkway Demo- 
cratic Club, 1,124 Eastern Parkway, 
Brooklyn, Monday night. 

“Al Smith wi!l be nominated for 
President on the first, second or third 
ballot at the next Democratic National 
Convention,” Mr. McCooey said. ‘I 
predict that, after Smith receives the 
nomination, he will carry Pennsyl- 
vania, and any Democrat who can do 
that is sure to carry nearly every State 
in the Union.” 


McCue Sees Smith or Defeat. 


Martin G. McCue, Tammany district 
leader and Clerk of the Surrogate’s 
Court, speaking to members of the 
Democratic Junior League at their 
monthly meeting at the Hotel Ambas- 
sador last night, declared that if Gov- 
ernor Smith was not nominated by the 
Democratic Party for President ‘‘we 
needn’t worry any further, for if it 
isn’t Smith it will be a Republican.” 

ALBANY, N. Y., March 8 (#).—Gov- 
ernor Smith declined to comment to- 
night on an announcement that Demo- 
cratic Party leaders in New York 
were desirous of starting at once a 
campaign for his Presidential nomina- 
tion. 

“T am staying here in Albany and 
attending to my own business and that 
of the péople of the State,’’ the Gov- 
ernor declared.

WANTS TO-AVOID TROUBLE 





But Some Day Britain Will Need 
to Have Not Mere Words but 
Action by Russia. 
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GENEVA, March 8.—Senator Scialoja, 
the Italian representative of the Coun- 
cil of the League of Nations, today an- 
nounced that Italy had ratisfied the 
Treaty of Bessarabia, which was con- 
cluded in October, 1920. 

The action of the Italian Government 
in a source of considerable surprise, 
because of the good relations at pres- 
ent enjoyed by Italy with Soviet Rus- 
sia, and it is generally considered to 
mean that British friendship is of 
higher standing in Rome than Rus- 
sia. 

The British, however, deny that. her 
difficulties with Russia played a part 
in the action of the Italian Govern- 
ment. 

The statement issued by Signor Scia- 
loja says that his Government has con- 
sidered it useless longer to defer rati- 
fication of the international act, the 
value of which Italy never underesti- 
mated. It explained that the long 
delay was motivated by the hope that 
a satisfactory entente might be possi- 
ble between the two interested Govern- 


ments and stated that he likewise 
hoped that the good relations between 
Italy and Russia might have facili- 
tated such an entente. 

“The royal Government does not 
wish the ratification to be given a 
hostile character toward Russia. In 
fact Italy never has had the intention 
to refrain from ratifying the accord.”’ 
Sir Austen Chamberlain, receiving 
the press this afternoon, reiterated the 


peace policy of his Government and 


said that, despite this, difficulties con- 
tinued in certain quarters. 

Asked specifically about Russian re- 
lations, he answered: 

“Very bad.”’ 
He denounced Russia as the only 
Government which entertains good re- 
lations and at the same time encour- 
ages open hostilities. He declared that 
nothing in recent events indicates a 


-} change in this policy. 


The tenor of the Russian reply to 
the British protest was not unexpected, 
he said, but th time had come when 
words did not suffice. Acts were 
necessary, and he was waiting for 
those acts. 

If the British Government tolerated 
the situation so long, he stated, it was 
from consideration for others, as it did 
not wish to initiate a new element of 
trouble in the European situation. 
Asked if the Italian ratification of 
the Bessarabian Treaty could not be 
taken us an indication that Britain 
was building a bloc against Russia, he 
declared, ‘‘No,’’ and added that the 
only mention made of the subject in 
conversation with Signor Mussolini 
was when the Italian Premier said that 
he intended ‘to ratify the treaty. 





Ratified by Italian Cabinet. 
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ROME, March 8.—The Cabinet Coun- 
cil today ratified the Treaty of Paris 
of Oct. 28, 1920, between’ Britain, 
France, Italy and Japan recognizing 
the union of Bessarabia to Rumania. 

It was decided at the time the treaty 
was signed that it should have full 
force only after the ratification by at 


least three of the signatory powers. 
Britain ratified it in 1922 and France 
in 1924. Italy’s decision, therefore, 
renders Bessarabia finally Rumanian 
territory. 

The Italian Government’s step is a 
blow for Russian diplomacy, which has 
always protested against the union of 
Bessarabia to Rumania, asking for its 
evacuation by Rumanian troops, with- 
drawal of the Rumanian administra- 
tion and a plebiscite under the control 
of an international committee. 

It has been, in fact, one of the prin- 
cipal tasks of the Russian Ambassador 
in Rome to prevent ratification of the 
treaty by Italy. 

The Italian step is all the more im- 

rtant in that neither France nor 

ritain had any relations of any sort 
with Russia when they ratified the 
treaty, while Italy has resumed full 
diplomatic relations with the Soviet. 

This last development is the logical 
consequence of Premier Mussolini’s 
policy in the Balkans, which aims at 
increasing Italy’s prestige in that part 
of the world. It became obvious that 
Italy must ratify the Paris Treaty 
when the Italo-Rumanian treaty of 
friendship was signed in Rome on 
Sept. 16. 

The subject has again cropped up in 
the last few weeks during the discus- 
sion of an Italo-Rumanian commercial 
treaty. 

It is held by some circles here that 
increased Italian and British diplo- 
matic collaboration and the Anglo- 
Russian duel in China were not com- 
pletely extraneous in forcing the 
Italian Government’s decision. 

The official explanation of the de- 
layed Italian ratification, however, is 
that Italy did not wish to ratify till 


inducing the Soviet Government spon- 
taneously to recognize the union of 
Bessarabia to Rumania. 

The Italian Government’s decision 
was communicated to the Rumanian 
and Russian Governments. 





Moscow Scents Chamberlain Plot. 

MOSCOW, March 8 (4).—The Soviet 
newspapers profess to see in Sir Aus- 
ten Chamberlain’s meeting with the 
European Foreign Ministers in Ge- 
neva a dark plan to encircle the So- 
viet Union. They regard the League 
of Nations as an instrument of: hos- 
tility against the Soviet.

Possible in Next War, French Leader Warns 





PARIS, March 8—André Michelin, 
French industrial leader, addressing 
the Union of Commerce and Industry 
today, warned France that the greatest 
menace facing it in the future is a 


surprise gas attack in the middle of 
the night with the idea of asphyx- 
iating the entire City of Paris. 

“Despite the world-wide condemna- 
tion of gas warfare, the most terrible 
danger in future war is a sudden gas 
attack directed against our great city,” 
he declared. ‘‘There is no denying the 
fact that every nation in the world 
which has the price is devoting much 
time and attention to intensive study 
of the newest gas warfare. 

“Chemical warfare research has 
made vast strides since the armistice, 
and the technique in the next conflict 
will make possible the asphyxiation 
of a city the size of Paris. There- 
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fore, we must prepare and prepare 
with all our force, to combat the ter- 
rible ‘prospect. 

“I strongly urge the Government to 
enter into immediate negotiations with 


as many nations as can be interested, 
to the end that all may be brought 
into an ironbound treaty to act to- 
gether should a frightful attack be 
made on one of our c‘ties in the next 
war. 

“I suggest that in the event a na- 
tion makes an asphyxiating gas attack 
upon Paris or some other city, the 
nations party to the agreement assem- 
ble all available bombing planes at a 
given point the next day and spread 
ruin over the territory of the country 
making the attack. Only a solemn 
threat to carry out reprisal of this 
kind -will, in my opinion, prevent such 
a future horror.’

When Italy began courting Rumania 
and signed a treaty of friendship with 
her last Summer, Rome carefully 
avoided even indirectly appearing to 
recognize Bessarabia as part of Ru- 
mania. Such recognition was a trump 
card for Italy and Premier Mussolini 
was not likely to defy Russia and play 
it except for extremely substantial 
stakes, according to observers here. 
Part of these stakes is already evi- 
dent in the rich oil concessions Ru- 
mania has recently granted to the 
Italian Agip group, in the armament 
and submarine orders her industries 
have secured in Bucharest on the 
credit Italy is advancing, and in the 
negotiations for a new commercial 
treaty, in which no secret is made of 
Italy’s aims in having Rumania be- 
come her privileged market for tex- 
tiles, small motors, machines, fruits 
and flowers. 

Political and military factors, how- 
ever, are considered the determining 
features of the bargains. Rumania 
wants the protection that a ratified 
treaty gives against her Russian neigh- 
bor, but Italy, in ratifying, risks no 
more militarily than do Britain and 
France. On the other hand, for thus 
making the treaty binding Italy gains 
more gratitude in Rumania than do 
her forerunners, Britain and France. 
Premier Mussolini is believed here to 
have played his Bessarabian card so 
cleverly as to increase Italian prestige 
and influence not only in Rumania at 
the expense of France but also in 
such strategic points for Rome’s Alba- 
nian policy as Hungary, Bulgaria and 
Greece. 

It is said that it would be strange if. 
for whatever military and _ political 
support he has promised to Bucharest 
against Russia, he did not make Ru- 
mania promise the equivalent against 
Yugoslavia, or at least benevolent Ru- 
manian neutrality in case of war be- 
tween the two Adriatic States. 

This obviously makes the cohesion 
of the Little Entente (Rumania, Yugo- 
slavia and Czechoslovakia) extremely 
precarious. The Yugoslavs already 
distrust the Italophile policy of Ru- 
mania, which, to their great dissatis- 
faction. now represents the Little En- 
tente on the League of Nations Coun- 
cil. The suspicions Belgrade is bound 
to have of the obligations Rumania 
has now assumed toward Italy are 
almost certain, it is believed, to cause 
a practical if not open break between 
these allies. 

Among other consequences expected 
to follow Italy’s ratification of the 
Bessarabian treaty are the following: 
Increase of the tension between 
France and Italy, especially in Cen- 
tral Europe and the Balkans. 

Closer reapporchement of Yugoslavia 
and probably France toward Russia 
and Germany. Greater Russian activ- 
ity in the Balkans, not Communist but 
rather the old Pan-Slav policy which 
Moscow has been slowly reviving for 
a@ year. 

Closer relations between Hungary 
and Rumania. 

More chances of a dictatorship in 
Yugoslavia and more ardent overtures 
by Belgrade to Sofia than those re- 
cently made. 

Greater probability of a recrudescence 
of pro-Italian Macedonian comitadji 
influence in Bulgaria. 

General increase in diplomatic activ- 
ity in the Balkans and Central Europe. 

Finally, developments in Albania, 
whose treaty granting Italy the right 
to intervene is thought to form the key 
to the whole situation. 


ITALY CHANGES CONSULS. 


Merges Diplomatic and Consular 
Services—Bars Non-Fascisti. 


ROME, March 8 (#).—Reorganization 
of the Italian Consular and Diplomatic 
Services in accoraance with Fascist 
principles was voted by the Cabinet, 
which approved four new laws on the 
recommendation of Premier Mussolini. 

Henceforth the two services are to 
be merged and confined to career offi- 
cials chosen by examination or by 
governmental appointment from the 
ranks of faithful supporters of the 
régime. The appointees, however, will 
be obliged to pass examinations before 
they can be classified as career men. 

Forty new consular posts will be 
created. The list of Consuls will be 
increased py 103 and the Chancellors 
by 110. 

Promotions are to be based entirely 
on merit and honorary diplomats will 
not be permitted to hold office. 








GENEVA HEARS VATICAN 
WOULD JOIN LEAGUE 


Obstacles Are Seen, as Only Self- 
Governing States Are 
Eligible. 
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GENEVA, March 8.—A report that a 
movement is on foot to bring the Vati- 
can into the League of Nations was 
received in Geneva today with sur- 
prise. The Covenant of the League 
says in its first article that only self- 
governing States, dominions and colo- 
nies are eligible to become members. 
It would, therefore, be necessary for 
the Vatican to prove itself a self-gov- 
erning State. But the Vatican main- 
tains that it does not enjoy full sov- 
ereignty in its relations with the 
Italian Government, ane to ask admis- 
sion to the League would, it is argued, 
be to disavow this claim. 

If, however, as is not thought prob- 
able, the Vatican should abandon its 
claims tc full sovereignty and pre- 
sent itself at Geneva this action would 
raise a legal question which would 
shake the League to its foundations. 
Firstly, the application would have to 
go to the Fifth Commission of the As- 
sembly and afterward to the Assem- 
bly, which body -would have to pass 
on the Vatican’s status. Then it would 
be necessary for the Fifth Commission 
to consider the desirability of member- 
ship. If the Vatican were to be called 
a self-governing State it would tech- 
nically be the smallest self-governing 
State in the worid, the League having 
already refused admission to Monaco 
and Lichtenstein on the ground that 
they are too small. | 

When asked his opinion as to the | 
eligibility of the Vatican, Signor Scia- | 
loja, the Italian representative, re- 
plied: ‘‘Is the Vatican a country?” 


A member of the League legal sec- 
tion said: 

“It would be preposterous for the 
Vatican to claim to be a self-govern- 
ing State. If it asked admission it 
would be necessary to change the Cov- 
enant to let it in. And to change the 
Covenant so as to permit a religious 
body to enter the League on an equal 
footing with sovereign States would, it 
is contended, have too serious a reper- 
cussion to be lightly considered by the 
majority of States.”’ 

What all State members desire is 
the friendship and cooperation of the 
Vatican with the League, and the 
Vatican already has evidenced the 
fe aa interest in the League's ef- 

orts. 


LARRE-BORGES’ RESCUE 
IS DELAYED BY STORM 


Heavy Seas Prevent Spanish War- 
ship From Reaching Tribe 
Who Hold Uragaayans. 


MADRID, March 8 (4).—Measures 
for the rescue of Major Tadeo Larre- 
Borges, Uruguayan aviator, and his 
three companions, who are believed 
held for ransom by Moroccan tribes- 
men, were delayed tonight by stormy 
weather off Cape Jubi, preventing the 
approach of vessels, according to radio 
advices from Las Palmas in the 
Canaries. 

The Uruguayans are in the hands of 
the Triestes, a warlike tribe which is 
engaged in continual intertribal fight- 
ing. Spanish officials today expressed 
the hope that the natives would release 
the Uruguayans peaceably, but added 
that a ransom would be paid if it were 
demanded. e

UPPER SILESIA ISSUE 
IN LEAGUE COUNCIL 


Schools in Polish Territory 
Is Aired. 








MAY BE SENT TO HAGUE 





Further Credit of 50,000,000 Gold 
Crowns Is Granted to Hungary 
Out of League Loan. 
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GENEVA, March 8.—The Council of 
the League of Nations today took up 
the important question of German 
minority schools in Polish Upper 
Silesia and after hearing a detailed 
analysis of the situation by the re- 
porter agreed to his request that two 
other Council members be appointed 
to aid him in preparing a final report. 
The Polish Government, it is learned, 
has asked that the question be sent 
to The Hague, and in view of the 
highly technical juridicial questions 
involved, it appears probable that this 
solution, which is largely favored in 
the Council, eventually will be 
adopted. 

The question was raised by the 
Deutscher Valksbund of Upper Silesia 
after Polish officials had examined all 
applications for entry to the minority 
schools and declared 7,114 entries in- 
valid. This decision was taken in 5,000 
cases on the ground that the children 
did not belong to the German minority 
because their parents declared their 
mother language to be either Polish, 
or German and Polish. In 1,300 cases 
the children were excluded because 
the persons responsible for their edu- 
cation made no replies to enquiries. 
Other exclusions were based on the 
ground that the pupils did not belong 
to the school district or were entered 
by a person who was unreasonable 
about their education. 


Support for German View. 


The German claims are largely sup- 


ported by the President of the Mixed 
Commission, who in interpreting the 
minority convention declares ‘‘tongue’”’ 
means school tongue and not mother 
tongue; that the Polish authorities 
have no right to demand its applica- 
tions except for the purpose of deciding 
if there are sufficient children in a 
district to justify opening a school, and 
have no right to examine entries ex- 
cept in specific cases. 

The Polish case is based on the 
charge that the German minority in 
Polish Upper Silesia are abusing their 
economic power to force employes to 
enter their children in the German mi- 
nority schools. The reply says: 

“The Polish Government cannot per- 
mit part of the population to exploit a 
privileged economic situation in order 
to bring pressure in any form whatso- 
ever on the national and social con- 
science of another part of the popu- 
lation. The Government cannot permit 
regulations fdér the protection of one 
section of the population with the ob- 
ject of preserving its national culture 
to become in the hands of certain in- 
dividuals or organizations an instru- 
ment to be used for ends incompatible 
with the interests of another section.”’ 

The Polish reply gives alleged in- 
stances of such abuse and offers fur- 
ther instances. 

The reply quotes Article 69 of the 
Gereva Convention, which says: 

“Poland will provide in the public edu- 
cational system‘of towns and districts 
in which a_ considerable proportion 
of the population are Polish Nationals 
of other than Polish speech residents, 


adequate facilities for insuring in the

LEAGUE WITHDRAWS 
DRUG SEIZURE REPORT 


Column Giving Probable Origin 
of Smaggled Dope Believed to 
Have Caused Protest. 
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LONDON, March 8.—A League of Na- 
tions report on drug seizures has been 
suddenly withdrawn from publication 
following a mysterious telegram from 
Geneva to Messrs. Constable, the Brit- 
ish publishing agents for the League. 
The telegram peremptorily ordered 
that the document should be stopped 
and all stocks returned to Geneva. 

The document is a detailed list of 
seizures of dangerous drugs reported 
to the League between April and No- 
vember last year, and it was released 
for publication three weeks ago. 

The likeliest explanation for its with- 
drawal, given by a League official in 
London, is that certain countries which 
are members of the League object to 
a column giving the probable origin of 
smuggled rugs confiscated by customs 
officials. Smugglers are adept in the 
use of false labels, so some countries 
which may be innocent are inculpated 
in the report. 

The report shows how widespread 
drug smuggling is and describes the 
smugglers’ ingenious methods. 

At Tientsin where 140 pounds of mor- 
phine were confiscated the drug was 
consigned as cocoa and butter. 

In a Paris case a quantity of cocaine 
and hydrochloride seized by the Lat- 
vian Legation was found in a diplo- 
matic bag brought from Riga by a 
courier. 

Drugs have been found cunningly 





secreted in the paneling and planking | 
of ships or thrown down carelessly | 
wrapped in old newspapers among coal | 
in bunkers. 

At Hamburg ornamental headstones | 
for graves were found to conceal boxes | 
filled with heroin:

The Premier’s defense of his policy 
was provoked by an attack by Vincent 
Auriol, Socialist, who argued that such 
accords as those made with London 
and Washington should be submitted 
to Parliament and special credits voted 
for the payments involved. 

Warning that the provisional pay- 
ment by France virtually recognizes 
the entire debt compact as legitimate, 
M. Auriol, who came to the Palais 
Bourbon to press his measure despite 
illness, demanded that the Chamber 
vote immediate discussion of the whole 
question of interallied debts. 

“By provisional payments we not 
only recognize that the debts are legiti- 
mate, but renounce the right to de- 
mand a just revision, and we approve 
the principle of the predominance of 
money obligations over that immense 
expenditure of lfeblood to which the 
Minister of Pensions, Louis Marin, al- 
ready has called attention to Parlia- 
ment,’”’ he said.

Navy Prepares. to Alter Two War- 
ships as Protest by Baldwin 
Is Made Public.

WASHINGTON, March 8.—Unless 
Great Britain makes far stronger rep- 
resentations on the subject than have 
been filed. to. date, the. United States 
within the-next few years plans to 
elevate the turret guns on thirteen of 
its eighteen first-line battleships. 

Despite a memorandum sent to the 
State Department by Prime’ Minister 
Baldwin a few months ago, the'receipt 
of which became known publicly for 
the first time’ today, in which Mr. 
Baldwin stated that it was the opinion 
of his Majesty’s Government that ele- 
vation of guns on American capital 
ships would be in violation of the 
Washington arms treaty, the Navy 
Department intends to go ahead with 
such work on the battleships Okla- 
homa and Nevada in accordance with 
the terms of an act-passed at the 
recent session of Congress. 

Following the receipt off the Baldwin 
memorandum, Ambassador Houghton 
at London was directed to enter into 
conversations with a view to determin- 
ing whether the British protest could 
not be withdrawn in: view of Japan’s 
declaration that it did not regard the 
gun elevation as contrary to the spirit 
of the Washington treaty. Just what 
reply, if any, has been made to Am- 
bassador Houghton has not been dis- 
closed here. 

The bill for the reconditioning of the 
battleships Oklahoma and Nevada au- 
thorized an appropriation of $13,150,- 
000, of which $920,000 was to be ex- 
pended for elevation of guns. 

The money was carried by the sec- 
ond Deficiency bill, which was lost in 
the Senate filibuster. Nevertheless.

White Sox Cuts His Throat in 
Shreveport Hotel. 








LITTLE HOPE OF RECOVERY 





Horrified Team-Mates Can Give No 
Explanation of Act—Comiskey 
Extols Player. 
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Special to The New York Times. 

, SHREVEPORT, La., March 8. — 
Johnny Mostil, star centrefielder of the 
Chicago White Sox, was found in a 
bathtub of a friend’s room in the Hotel 
Youree this evening, bleeding from 
wounds in the left wrist, the throat 
and the chest. He had lost much 
blood, but after he had been removed 
to the local hospital it was reported 
that he was able to recognize friends 
among the ball players who hastened 
there to inquire-about him. 

Ray Schalk, Willie Kamm and Bill 
Barrett ,were among.the first of the 
ball players to reach-the room. They 
found Mostil lying in the bathtub, 
dressed in his ,underwear and the 
jacket of a. business suit, . bleeding 
badly from his wounds. 

They gave him such first-aid treat- 
ment as they. could devise in their 
excitement and a call was sent in for 
an ambulance. Mostil was carried out 
through a rear exit of the Youree, and 
Lou Comiskey, son of .Charles A. 
Comiskey, owner of the -ball team, did 
his best to suppress the news for 
Mostil’s sake. 


Repents in Hospital. 


At the hospital, Mostil apparently re- 
pented of his act and moaned over and 
over, ‘‘Why did I do it?” 

The surgeons attending Mostil held 
out little hope this evening for his re- 
covery. Two priests administered the 
last rites of the Catholic faith to Mos- 
til at 8 o’clock this evening. 

Schalk, Coach Blackburn, Bert Cole, 
Bud Clancy and Spencer Harris of the 
Shreveport team, a former member of 
the White Sox, sat on a bench in the 
corridor outside of Mostil’s room, keep- 
ing vigil during the night.

CHICAGO, March 8.—Mostil left Sun- 
day for Shreveport, accompanied by 
Peter Pruntty, a White Sox fan, ap- 


parently in high spirits, his widowed 
mother, Mrs. Casper Mostil, who lives 
in Whiting, Ind., declared tonight. 

“Johnny didn’t have an enemy in the 
world. I don’t know what happened,”’ 
his mother said. 

Mostil was granted a big raise in his 
salary this season by the Sox. He 
made a new contract, which friends 
declare called for more than $12,000 a 
vear. Before he signed a contract, 
however, he returned his papers twice 
to White Sox officials, asking raises 
which finally were granted, one of his 
friends declared tonight. 

Secretary Harry Grabiner of the Sox 
could not account for Mostil’s action. 

“John was all right when I saw him 
last Sunday just before he took the 
train for Shreveport,’ the Sox Sec- 
retary said. ‘“‘We always have catered 
to Mostil because he was a big draw- 
ing card for us and a _ great ball 
player.”’ 

Mostil came into major league base- 
ball as the winner of a ‘‘popularity 
contest’’ conducted during the first 
year of the World War by The Chicago 
Tribune to fill up the ranks of base- 
ball, depleted by the war enlistments.

These Hold Supreme Court Merely 
Guarded Rights of Texas Negroes 
and See No Political Significance.

WASHINGTON, March 8.—Opinion 
among leaders in Washington appears 
divided on whether the decision of the 
Supreme Court setting aside as invalid 
the Texas law which barred negroes 
from voting in Democratic primaries 
opens the door for Federal regulation 
of such primaries, especially in the 
matter of expenditures by candidates.

' other conclusion in view of the 
obvious intent and language of the 
Texas statute, which prohibited 
negroes from voting in a Democratic 
primary, holding void a ballot cast by 
a@ negro and directing election offi- 
cers not to count a ballot offered or 
deposited by a negro.

and the United States Government de- 
sired to have the proposed naval con- 
ference begin its deliberations at about 
the same time. But any other date of 
meeting for a naval conference will be 
in accord with the inclinations of the 
United, States, although preferably the 
naval conference should sit concur- 
rently with the Preparatory Commis- 
sion for part of the commission’s meet- 
ing at least. 

In spite of their declination of the 
American invitation, France and Italy 
will be kept informed of the progress 
of the exchanges between the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan, and 
no means will be s to induce 
them to change their attitude. 

It is the understanding that if they 
decline to make any modification of 
their position they will be invited to 
send official observers, preferably, but 
unofficial observers in any event, to 
sit with the official delegates of the 
other naval powers should a three- 
power conference be agreed upon. 

The White House today, in confirm- 
ing that the three-power project was 
under way, cleared some of the mys- 
tery confirming a statement made on 
March 1 in behalf of President Cool- 
idge which was interpreted as mean- 
ing that the President had no hope 
of bringing about a three-power con- 
ference. 


President’s Remark Explained. 


The President, it was said today, 
thought that perhaps the press had 
put rather too much emphasis on 
what he had said on March 1 as to the 
seeming impracticability of a three- 
power conference. What the Presi- 
dent had intended to indicate, it was 
explained, was that it did not seem so 
practical to obtain results from a 
three-power conference as from a five- 
power conference. To this was added 
that, of course, the question of hold- 
ing a three-power conference would 
be carefully investigated to see what 
it was possible for it to do. If the 
project appeared at all feasible, it was 
said, the President wished to try to 
arrange for such a conference. 

No definite developments are expect- 
ed until Great Britain and Japan have 
given further expressions to their 
views. It is the understanding that 
if these are favorable, detailed con- 
versations will be instituted with a 
view to defining some principles upon 
which a three-power conference at 
Geneva may undertake to conclude 
agreements for further limitation of 
naval armaments among the par- 
ticipants. 

Senator Borah, Chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, today 
expressed the hope that difficulties 
would be overcome and a naval arma- 
ment conference made possible.

COHEN CAUGHT IN CHICAGO. 


Man Sought in $75,000 Jewel Hold- 
Up Is Held for Assault. 


The Chicago police notified New 
York Police Headquarters yesterday 
that Abraham Cohen, sought here as 
a participant in the $75,000 hold-up of 
the jewelry establishment of Abraham 
Fagin at 15 Maiden Lane last July 
had been arrested. Cohen, according 
to the message, is held on an assault 
charge. Arrangements to extradite 
him, should he clear himself of that 
charge, are under way. 

Solomon Brofman and George Cohen, 
said to be a brother of the man ar- 
rested in Chicago, have been vonvicted 
of the Fagin hold-up. George Cohen 
was sentenced to forty years and Brof- 
man is in the Tombs awaiting sen- 
tence. These men were said by the 
police to have belonged to a band of 
robbers in which were Hyman Amberg 
and Robert Berg, who with ‘‘Red’’ Mc- 
Kenna killed themselves after a futile 
attempt to escape from the Tombs, 
where they had been committed in con- 
nection with the fatal shooting of 
Aaron Rodack, ‘‘the fighting jeweler.” 
Rodack was slain when he resisted a 
hold-up at his store at 3,630 Broadway. 

Detectives said last night that thus 
far they had been able to link the Chi- 
cago prisoner only with the Fagin 
robbery, but that they were investi- 
gating his possible connection with the 
Rodack shooting and with other rob- 
beres. 


BARON WRANGEL A SUICIDE. 


Former General in Russian Imperial 
Guard Kills Himself in Rome. 


ROME, March 8 (#).—Baron Nicholas 
Wrangel, at one time a General in the 
Russian Imperial Guard and a brother 
of General Baron Peter Wrangle, lead- 
er of the’ White forces against the 
Bolsheviki, committed suicide today by 
shooting. 

Nicholas, who was 57 years old, re- 
sided here for three years in the apart- 
ment of Prince Alexander Wolkonsky, 
having separated from his wife and 
two children, who live in Berlin, He 
had been suffering recently from a 
serious kidney ailment, complicated by 
neurasthenia. 


AMERICAN PLANES IN BRAZIL 


Squadron Arrives at Rio Grande do 


Sul From Montevideo. 

RIO GRANDE DO SUL, Brazil, 
March 8 (/).—The three planes of the 
United States Army Pan-American 

- Squadron, which left Montevideo this 
morning, arrived here just before 4 
o'clock this afternoon. 

Major Herbert A. Dargue, flight 
commander, said that the planes had 
encountered contrary winds during the 
hop from Montevideo.

The limi- 
tation scope of the conference will im- 
mensely strengthen the hands of the 
Admiralty, which is unalterably op- 
posed to any reduction or limitation 
whatever of cruiser strength.

MEXICO CITY, March 8 (4.—Am- 
bassador .Tellez spent several hours in 
discussion with President Calles at the 
National Palace today. Neither Sefior 
Tellez nor Government officials gave 
out any information. 

Although. the. last.official word was 
the» assertion that the illness of a 
brother was the explanaticn of the Am- 
bassador’s visit here, all circles still 
show the liveliest interest in its possi- 
ble significance. 

Mexico City newspapers suggest that 
the Ambassador may not return to 
Washington and that he may be suc- 
ceeded by Gilberto Valenzuela, Minis- 
ter in London. 

They also say that it is possible that 
differences arose between the Ambas- 
sador and Consul General Elias. Pre- 
sumably, these differences would be 
concerning the policies pursued by 
them in conducting the Mexican Gov- 
ernment’s representation in the United 
States, and it is said they may have 
resulted in a split, causing the Ambas- 
sador to come here to see whether he 
or Sefior Elias is to be supported. 
These conjectures by the press are not 
substantiated by any official admis- 
sions. 

Mystery still surrounds the recent

it is said that no further communica- 
tion has been received from the United 
States and that none is expected, be- 
cause the ‘‘mystery” note did not have 
to do with a “controversial subject.”

WASHINGTON, March 8.—Short and 
stormy describes the progress today of 
the trial of Harry F. Sinclair, oil op- 
erator, in the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia for contempt of 
the Senate. The court sat less than 
four hours and at the conclusion of 
the brief afternoon session counsel for 
the Government announced they ex- 
pected to close their case before 11 
o’clock tomorrow morning. The de- 
fense plans to finish its presentation 
before the afternoon adjournment. 
This:means that the case will probably 
go to.the jury some time Thursday. 

From the moment in the morning 
when ex-Senator Alva B. Adams of 
Colorado, who was a member of the 
Public Lands Committee in 1924, took 
the stand until the court adjourned 
at 3 o’clock this afternoon the trial 
was an almost continuous wrangle be- 
tween opposing counsel. 

The Government sought to get into 
evidence testimony which the defense 
insisted was outside the official record 
of the oil investigation, or, as Martin 
W. Littleton in one of the tense 
moments expressed it, the Government 
was seeking to “explore the aby 
depths of the Senatorial mind,” and 
that, he declared, was something the 
defense would oppose with all the vigor 
it could command. 

Justice Hitz finally calmed the tur- 
moil by sustaining objection inter- 


posed by Mr. Littleton and George 
Hoover of counsel for Sinclair. 


Fall’s Letter Causes Clash. 
The question which led to the clash 
related to a letter written to the Sen- 
ate Public Land Committee by Albert 


B. Fall, ex-Secretary of the Interior, 
in which he sought to explain his ac- 
quirement of a 6 sum of money, 
the inquiry into which finally reached 
its climax when Mr. Doheny took the 
witness chair and admitted he was the 
source of the famous $100,000 loan to 
the former Cabinet official. District 
Attorney Peyton Gordon read a ques- 
tion which Mr. Adams had put to Mr. 
Sinclair in 1924, the gist of which was 
whether or not Mr. Sinclair had 
‘loaned or given anything” to Fall. 

Major Gordon insisted that the ques- 
tion was pertinent, but counsel for Sin- 
clair: refused to concede the point and 
insisted that it was an effort to get 
before the jury “Senatorial imagin- 
ings.’”

Adams asked permission to make a 
statement. He used the word privilege. 

“This is a court, not the United 
States Senate,’’ exclaimed Mr. Little- 
ton. 

The Court ruled the statement was 
not in order. 

Mr. Adams identified Mr. Sinclair as 
“the same Sinclair,’’ who in the morn- 
ing of March 22, 1924, had refused to 
answer six questions cited in the in- 
dictment, five of which had been asked 
by Senator Walsh of Montana and one 
by Mr. Adams. The question asked by 
Mr. Adams was whether he, Mr. Sin- 
clair, had previously testified he had 
not loaned or given anything to Fall, 
and if so, was his answer still the 
same. Mr. Sinclair refused on advice 
of counsel to answer. 

The purpose of the questions asked 
by Major Gordon was to show that in 
the interval between the date, in 1923, 
when Mr. Sinclair answered questions 
and in 1924, when he refused, addi- 
tional information on the subject had 
come into the possession of the com- 
mittee.

OF CRUELTY CHARGE 


Nellie Wakens Only When She 
Is Marked as Exhibit in 
Hearing of Dr. Shelling. 





BINDING OF JAWS DECRIED 





Former Veterinary Argues That It 
Prevents Proper Exhalation— 
Court Reserves Decision. 





Nellie, a dog whose “predominating 
breed’? went on the Flatbush Court 
record yesterday as foxterrier, slum- 
bered peacefully through the trial held 
especially in her honor. The activi- 
ties of Magistrate Haubert did not 
disturb her, nor the sarcasms of at- 
torneys representing respectively the 
Brooklyn Jewish Hospital and the Hu- 
mane Society of New York. The only 
time she raised her head at all was 
when discussion about marking her in 
evidence came up. 

The hearing was to determine 
whether Dr. David H. Shelling of the 
hospital had been cruel to animals 
in the research laboratory of which 


he is the head. Harry D. Moran, 
the Superintendent of the society. con- 
tended he had been, in that Nellie’s 
jaws had been bound with tane. After 
a three hours’ legal battle, Magistrate 
Haubert reserved decision. 

Mr. Moran, questioned by his attor- 
ney, Rudolph Seligman, testified that 
on Feb. 15 he had gone to the hospi- 
tal and had there seen Dr. Shelling, 
who had told him the dogs used for ex- 
perimental purposes were bought from 
neighborhood children. He said he 
observed four dogs with taped muzzles. 
He arrested the physician at that 
time, he said. 

Nellie was then brought from the 
rear of the court to a position near 
the witness stand. 

“Do you want to mark it for iden- 
tification?’ asked Murray Jacobs, 
counsel for Dr. Shelling. while point- 
ing at the sleeping dog. Nellie sprang 
up, trembling slightly. 

“Let me see that dog,’ the Magis- 
trade demanded, leaving the bench. 
After a moment of mutual staring, he 
returned to the bench and Nellie again 
collapsed. She was in evidence. 

During cross-examination of Mr. 
Moran, just after he had asserted that 
when he pulled tape from his own 
body it hurt, a woman took a seat 
in the court bearing a dog and a 
tin saucer filled with milk. She re- 
fused to tell her name, but said she 
was an anti-vivisectionist. 

Charles Ditmars, an agent of the 
society, who had accompanied Mr. 
Moran to the hospital, corroborated 
previous testimony. Dr. Aaron Roth, 
;a veterinary, testified he had removed 
| the tape from Nellie’s nose and jaws. 
Dr. William J. Murphy, who qualified 
himself as a former veterinary and 
at present a physician, testified that 
to “bind the mouth is a type of 
cruelty in that it prevents the ex- 
halation of impurities which generate 
in the body.” To a question put by 





Mr. Seligman objected. Dr. Murphy 
said he was a voluntary witness. 

Dr. Shelling,’ in telling how Nellie’s 
nose happened to be taped, said that 
it had been done to prevent. barking. 
Nellie was the subject of an experi- 
ment in diabetes, he said, and had 
she barked much her metabolism 
might have been “raised anywhere 
from 80 to 100 per cent.” He added 
that the exhibit was apparently 
“healthy in every way.’’ 

Dr. Benjamin Kramer corroborated 

Dr. Shelling’s testimony. When the 
Magistrate asked whether human 
laughter raised human metabolism he 
said, ‘Laughing is associated with a 
certain amount of muscular activity, 
but not so much as crying.” He re- 
fused to say whether humans, if 
muzzled, would become restless, be- 
cause he had never tried the experi- 
ment. 
When the Magistrate asked counsel 
to file briefs by March 28, Agent Dit- 
mars aroused Nellie and removed her 
from the court. The unidentified wo- 
man and her dog trailed out behind, 
and following went another society 
agent with exhibit B, Cricket, a dog 
afflicted with rickets, who was also 
captured in the raid of Feb. 15.

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STEVENS INSTITUTE 
BUYS HISTORIC LAND 


Seven Acres Adjoining Campus 
in Hoboken Are Acquired 
From Founder’s Heirs. 








IN FAMILY FOR 143 YEARS 





Will Provide Dormitories and a 
President’s House—Sympathetic 
Attitude of Sellers Praised. 





Walter Kidde, Acting Chairman of 
the Board of Trustees of Stevens In- 
stitute of Technology, announced yes- 
terday that the institute had bought 
seven acres of historic land adjoining 
the campus at Castle Point, Hoboken. 
The tract, which overlooks the dueling 
ground where Aaron Burr shot Alex- 
ander Hamilton, nas been in the 


chase price was not tnade known. 
Several buildings on the newly ac- 
quired ground will be used as dormi- 
tories and a house will also be pro- 
vided for the new President who is 
being sought to succeed Dr. Alexander 
C. Humphreys, who resigned recently 
and is convalescing from illness in 
Florida. Mr. Kidde said: 

“Even though. the purchase was 
made possible by the sympathetic at- 
titude of the heirs of Richard Stevens, 
we have assumed a great financial 
obligation. We have provided for fur- 
ther expansion of the institute and at 
the same time preserved a noble tra- 
dition. The addition of this piece of 
property, which lies to the north side 
of Stevens Castle, originally the manor 
house of the Stevens family, rounds 
out the institute’s holdings and com- 
pletes the effort begun when Dr. 
Humphreys succeeded in 1911 in rais- 
ing funds to buy the castle itself from 
the children of the founder. 

‘When Edwin A. Stevens founded 
the institute as. a monument to his 
father, Colonel John Stevens, and Rob- 
ert L. Stevens, a brother, he hoped to 
see the land about it preserved as a 
unit and proper restrictions main- 
tained. The purchase of this land not 


only provides property much needed by 
the institute but honors three men who 


Stevens family for 143 years. The pur-, 





stood for the best combination of cit- 
izen and engineer, an ideal which has 
found expression in the institute for 
more than half a century.” 

Mr. Kidde said a search of the title 
showed that Colonel Stevens bought 
the land in 1784 to improve it with a 
country place on the plan of an Eng- 
lish park. Before the Revolution, the 
land was held by William Bayard, 
from whom it was taken by the Amer- 
ican Government because of his al- 
leged Toryism. Baron von Steuben’s 
request for the land as a grant for his 
service to the Continental Army was 
refused by William Livingston, then 
Governor of New Jersey, who advised 
the Baron that a man who had lost 
so much blood in war ought not risk 
meeting that ‘‘venemous little volatile, 
the Mesquitoe.”’ 

The tract originally bought by Colo- 
nel Stevens comprised 600 acres. A 
passage through the land led to Sibyl’s 
Cave on the Hudson River bank and, 
according to legend, was sometimes 
used as part of the “underground rail- 
way’’ for negro slaves escaping from 
the South before the Civil War. Op- 
posite the cave, near the old Hudson 
shad fisheries, was found the body of 
the murdered girl who inspired Edgar 
Allan Poe to write his ‘‘Mystery of 
Marie Roget.’’ 


FEAR SLAIN CHILD 
IS GAFFNEY BOY

o’clock on the evening of Feb. 11 last, 
the last person who saw him being a 
3-year-old child of a neighbor with 
whom he had been playing on the roof 
and in the hallway of their home. 

Scores of detectives, aided by Boy 
Scouts, school children and hundreds 
of civilian volunteers joined in the 
sarch for the missing child.

The best clue the police have had in 
their possession was inforation fur- 
nished by a street car conductor who 
saw a boy, answering young William’s 
description, and a foreign looking man 
board his car within a block or two of 
the Gaffney home a short while after 
the child disappeared. 

The man asked for direction to reach 
Staten Island, but when the car 
reached the end of the line the man 
took the child in an entirely opposite 
direction.

It requires a creative mind, the understand- 
ing of consumer demand or, more correctly 
speaking, consumer acceptance, coupled with 
hard experience to ascertain and discern the 
wares that the consumer wants, for we will 
agree that these acceptable commodities are 
easiest to sell. The leader who can anticipate 
the markets today becomes the man of the 
hour.

The merchandise world has arrived at a

It had been passed unani- 
mously by the upper house and now 
goes to Governor Smith, who is certain 
to approve the measure. 

Passage of the measure was held up 
at last night’s session by Assemblyman 
Bloch, Democratic leader of the lower 
house, who demanded an explanation 
of how the commission planned to 
spend the $50,000 appropriation. At 
today’s session Mr. Bloch said he 
wanted it understood that the Demo- 
cratic Party was not opposed to con- 
tinuing the life of the commission for 


another year, but it wanted to be sure 


the $50,000 was needed ‘‘before we give 
the commission such a large amount 
of the taxpayers’ money to spend.” 


Explains Commission’s Expenses. 


Assemblyman Dunmore, Republican 
floor leader, explained that the com- 
mission had expended all of the $50,000 
appropriated for it last year and 
would need a like amount to continue 
its work. 

“The Crime Commission has gath- 
ered much valuable information about 
crime, but in order to do that it had 
to employ ‘high-priced ex '" gaid 
Mr. Dunmore.

ENDED LIFE IN SURF 


Troopers Say Her Diary Shows 
She Preferred Suticide 
to Poverty. 





SOLVE CAPE MAY MYSTERY 


Woman Waded Into Sea During 
Sixty-Mile Gale and Lay 
Down to Die. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WILDWOOD, N. J., March 8.—Miss 


Mary Clarke, middle-aged resident of 
Pittsburgh and Washington, whose 
body was found on the beach at Cape 
May, N. J., after a storm on Jan. 15; 
and who was believed at that time to 
have been murdered for her money and 
jewels, really committed suicide be- 
cause she had come to the end of her 
financial resources, it has been learned 
in an inquiry which ended here today. 
State Troopers Illingsworth and Jesch 
of the New Jersey State Constabulary, 
who made the investigation, will make 
this report tomorrow to Judge Henry 
B. Ware at the Cape May Court House, 
who ordered a rigid inquiry after 
Coroner William H. Thompson refused 
to accept a verdict of suicide. 

The State troopers say that Miss 
Clarke walked into the surf at high 
tide to a depth of possibly three feet 
and then lay down in the water to die, 
while a sixty-mile gale with rain and 
sleet whipped the surf to fury. The 
place where the body was found was 
midway between the high tide and low 
tide marks. 

Miss Clarke had planned suicide 
years ago, the investigators learned 
from a diary written in a small note- 
book and found at the bottom of her 
trunk by Joseph T. Fisher of Pitts- 
burgh, her cousin and executor of the 
estate. He wrote the investigators a 
eg giving the story of Miss Clarke’s 
ife. 

For many years a shool teacher and 
then a nurse, according to Fisher’s 
letter, Miss Clarke spent her early life 
in straitened financial circumstan- 
ces, as did all of her family. A 
brother, long absent from home and 
almost forgotten, found gold in Cali- 
fornia and returned to his home in 
Pittsburgh to die, about ten years ago, 
leaving part of his fortune to Miss 
Clarke. Her share of the estate would 
have enabled Miss Clarke to live com- 
fortably the rest of her life, added to 
her earnings, but she chose to give 
up work and spend the sum she in- 
herited in luxurious living.

Metal Manufacturers Will Try to 
Cut Accident Loss. 


A group of about fifty owners and 
representatives of metal manufactur- 
ing plants in this city met yesterday 
at the Merchants Association in the 
Woolworth Building to discuss the 
growing need for greater safety in 
the metal trades work shops. The 
meeting was called by the Committee 
on Accident Prevention of the Mer- 
chants Association. 

R. B. Wolf of the Committee on In- 
dustrial Relations of the association 
presided and the principal speaker was 
W. C. Dickerman, Vice President of 
the American Car and Foundry Com- 
pany, who is credited with having cut 
down materially the accident record of 
his company. 

In the last fifteen years, Mr. Dicker- 
man said, his company has _ spent 
$1,000,000 in safeguarding workers 
and has saved $1,700,000 in liability 
payments. Indicating that this experi- 
ence was not exceptional, he said that 
the United States Steel Corporation 
had expended $9,700,000 in eleven years 





for safety and had saved $14,600,000 
in liability payments. 


German Monarchists Start Agitation 
For the Return of the Kaiser to Berlin 





BERLIN, March 8.—Monarchist cir- 
cles wielding powerful influence with- 
in the German Nationalist Party have 
begun to agitate for the return of the 
exiled Kaiser to the fatherland, it is 
learned today. 

The ex-Emperor’s friends are not 
seeking to put him back on the throne, 
but merely to persuade the German 
Government to accord him the right of 
sojourn on German soil. 

Presumably he and ‘‘Empress’’ Her- 
mine would reside in the huge Hom- 
burg palace, which, under its finan- 
cial settlement with the Hohenzollerns, 
the Prussian State is obliged to main- 
tain as a residence for the ex-ruler 
during the lifetime of himself and his 
wife. 

This stately palace has been kept in 
spick and span condition and is fully 
staffed with servants at the expense 
of Prussian taxpayers, pending its 
proprietor’s home-coming. 

Recently the German Conservative 
Party, which is the right wing of the 
Nationalists, issued a manifesto call- 
ing on all ‘“nationally-minded’”’ people 
to stand by their ‘““Emperor King” and 
disavow the republic. It is this same 
faction that is now scheming to get 
the ex-Kaiser back home, as a pri- 
vate citizen, of course. 

Representing the die-hards among 
the Junkers, many of whom are 
wealthy land owners whose financial 
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support is necessary to the Nationalist 
cause, the Conservative group cannot 
be disregarded by Count Westarp and 
the other progressive Nationalist 
chiefs. 


These leaders probably do not want 


the ex-Kaiser in Germany, where his 
presence is bound to cause ructions 
among the reactionary element, which 
is wholly disunited over the question 
of who is the best candidate for the 
throne. : 

They cannot afford to admit this, 
however, and are compelled to mani- 
fest great eagerness to have the emi- 
nent exile once more on his native 
heath. 

What extreme Royalists demand is 
that the Nationalist Cabinet Ministers 
insist on Governmental authorization 
for ex-Kaiser William to cross the 
frontier. Action of this sort probably 
would take the form of a new statute 
supplanting the law for the defense of 
the republic, which forbids the ex- 
monarch to dwell in Germany, but 
which expires next June, having been 
passed for five years only. 

New legislation could be so drafted 
as to leave the decision about domi- 
ciliary permission to the executive 
branch of the Government. If the 
Catholic Centre’s approval could be 
gained, such a measure undoubtedly 
would pass the Reichstag, for not only 
the Nationalists but the People’s Party 
insist on the ex-Emperor’s right as a 
private German citizen to live in his 
country. 








JUDGES SEEK RELIEF 
OF CROWDED COURTS 


City Delegation Persaades Assem- 
bly Codes Committee to Report 
Two Bills Aimed at Congestion. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 8.—A New York 
City delegation led by Supreme Court 
Justice Joseph H. Proskauer of the 
Appellate Division, First Department, 
persuaded the Assembly Codes Com- 
mittee today to report favorably on two 
bills which are expected to contribute 
to the relief of the court calendars in 
Manhattan and the Bronx. 

Another measure designed to penal- 
ize attorneys for delaying a civil action 
or bringing a case into the Supreme 
Court when it should have been taken 
to the Municipal or City Court was 
killed by the committee, although it 
also was advocated by the delegation, 
which represented the Committee on 
Calendar Congestion, headed by Justice 
Victor J. Dowling, Presiding Judge of 
the Appellate Division. 

The bill brought on a heated argu- 
ment between Justice Proskauer and 
some of the city members of the com- 
mittee. Insisting that the measure 
should receive support since it em- 
bodied the opinion of the judiciary and 
representative lawyers, Justice Pros- 
kauer declared it was necessary to 
meet conditions in the courts. 

Explaining a provision which would 
assess costs against a plaintiff’s attor- 
ney if the trial Judge did not think 
the attorney had had _ reasonable 
grounds for hoping for a verdict of 
over $500, Mr, Proskauer said it would 
drive out ‘‘blackmail lawyers.” 

“For years we have been talking 
about calendar congestion,’”’ the Judge 
declared, ‘‘and now that we have got 
a plan jet’s go ahead.’ 

“You can’t browbeat me into this,” 
responded Assemblyman Gavagan of 
New York. ‘‘We will not go ahead until 
we have had time to think about it.” 

Others objected that ‘‘blackmail law- 
yers’”? would be driven over to Brook- 
lyn. Judge Jeremiah Mahoney said 
this was a possible result, and added 
that the Kings judiciary would have 
to ask the same change in the law. 

Of the two bills which received the 
committee’s support, one is aimed to 
increase the fees paid for actions in 
the Supreme Court in Manhattan and 
the Bronx. The costs would be raised 
in some instances from $7 to $37 to 
more nearly coincide with the actual 
costs of every case to the county, es- 
timated at $77, and to keep out need- 
less cases. The other would require 
trial of an action without a jury unless

FOR $2,829,381 SAVING 


War Secretary Finds It Impracti- 
cal to Discharge 31,009 Men Be- 
cause of Deficiency Bill Failure. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 8.—Although 
Congress by failing to pass the Second 
Deficiency bill made no provision for 
increased army pay and thereby 
threatened the retention of 31,000 men 
on the rolls, Secretary of War Davis 
has practically decided not to dis- 
charge them. 

The cost of discharging such a large 
number of men, the Secretary has dis- 
covered, would be greater than that of 
retaining them. 

The Deficiency bill carried $2,697,859 
for pay for the army at a strength of 
115,000 men. The present strength of 
the army is 112,000 men. When the 
bill failed it appeared necessary at 
first to discharge 31,000 men because 
80,000 men was the total which could 


be paid and fed with funds on hand. 
However, the regular army appro- 
priation, which goes into effect July 1, 
with the beginning of the new fiscal 
year, calls for an army of 115,000, and 
the 31,000 men, if discharged in March, 





July. 

When Secretary Davis began to fig- 
ure the cost of paying the railroad 
fare of 31,000 men to their homes in 


tion of 31,000 new recruits back again 
in July, together with a new clothing 
allowance, he found that this would 
cost $5,497,240. 

On the other hand, if he kept those 
31,000 men in the army and even in- 
creased its strength to 115,000, he 
found that the deficit would be only 
$2,697,859. 


Although the failure of the Defi- 
ciency bill left no funds available for 
salaries of the additional Federal 
Judges provided by Congress, Attorney 
General Sargent told President Cool- 
idge today that the salaries could be 
adjusted. 

The President is not disposed to ap- 
point any of the new Judges until the 
Senate is in session to confirm them, 
unless there is an emergency. 

One of the new Judges is former 
Representative William S. Kirkpatrick 
of Easton, Pa., who was appointed for 
Eastern Pennsylvania, but his nomina- 
tion was not acted upon by the Senate. 

Other additional judicial places are 
in Western and Southern New York, 
Connecticut, Maryland and North Car- 
olina. A vacancy also exists in the 
Georgia District, where the Senate re- 
jected the nomination of William J. 
Tilson of Atlanta, brother of Repre- 
sentative John Q. Tilson of Connecti- 
cut, Republican leader of the House.

HIS CELL UNARMED} 





Tombs Keeper Hints. Prisoner 
Got Gun Used in Killing on 
Way Down to Doctor. 





OTHER GUARDS TESTIFY 





Patrolman Tells In Trial of Pair for 


Warden’s Murder How He Faced 
Bullets In Prison Yard. 





Testimony given by a witness for the 
State yesterday at the trial in General 
Sessions of Oscar Amberg and Robert 
Weiner as participants in the conspir- 
acy last November which led to the 
slaying of the warden and a keeper 
in the Tombs by three gunmen during 
an attempted jail-break indicated that 
one gunman, Hyman Amberg, had re- 
ceived his pistol from somebody after 
he had been released from his cell to 


report with the two other gunmen, 
Michael (Red) McKenna and Robert 
Berg, to the Tombs physician. 

McKenna and Berg, by arrangement 
with-the-third gunman, complained of 
feeling ill five minutes before they 
:made their attempt to escape by shoot- 
-ing:and killing Warden Peter Mallon 
in his. office and Keeper Jeremiah Mur- 
phy’ in the prison*yard. Each gunman 
shot -and ‘killed.-himself in the yard 
when*.the poliée had the trio sur- 
rouhded. .“McKenna ‘and Berg were 
with two other prisoners mear their 
‘cells on the-second tier as: Hyman Am- 
berg.came down from. the third tier to 
join them. aoe 


_“Frisked”’ Amberg Says Keeper. 


William Reynolds, Amberg’s keeper 
on: the third tier, told Judge Mancuso 
and the jury yesterday that as Amberg 
started to go down to the lower tier, 
where Keeper Cornelius Shea was in 
charge of the four. other prisoners, 
Reynolds “frisked” Amberg for a 
weapon by running his hands over the 
gunman’s pockets and about his waist. 
Amberg had no‘ weapon on him, Rey- 
nolds ;swore. Shea had testified the 
day before that when the three gun- 
men reached the main office on the 
ground floor he saw Amberg whip a 
pistol from the waist-of-his trousers 


and, pointing it at Louis Lorch, the]. 


keeper in charge of the gate leading 
to the street, demanded that he open 
the door. Lorch, during the day, tes- 
tified that he had jumped into an ad- 
joining room with the key, however. 

Assistant District Attorney Brothers 
had been trying to develop through 
the testimony of several Tombs. keep- 
ers who it was that smuggled the 
three pistols to the gunmen after the 
weapons, several days before, were al- 
leged to have been thrown over the 
wall of the prison from the street by 
Weiner. Reynolds’s testimony indicat- 
ed that all three gunmen got their 
weapons after they had started down 
for the physician’s office. 

Another keeper, Joseph Murphy, 
swore than when Shea reached the 
ground floor with the prisoners the 
witness noticed that the three gun- 
men, instead of turning to the right 
into the physician’s office, continued 
directly to Lorch at the street en- 
trance. ““Shea appeared to be. bewil- 
dered, trembled and then turned and 
ran to the rear door leading “to the 
yard,”’ the witness continued, The 
shooting by the gunmen had begun at 
that time, it was explained. 


Fired at Gunmen. 


When detectives appeared at the 
prison from Police Headquarters, the 


witness went on, the three gunmen 
had bolted to the yard and had taken 
a stand behind a coal pile. Murphy 
said that he had emptied his pistol at 
the trio in an exchange of shots and 
had renewed the shooting with another 
keeper’s weapon as the first group of 
detectives appeared in the office lobby 
leading to the yard. Keeper Shea had 
disappeared by this time, he said. 

Then the witness continued: ‘‘When 
the city detectives came in I said to 
some of them: ‘If you fellows will 
come with me out there we can sur- 
round those gunmen,’ but one of the 
detectives replied: ‘If you want to 
commit suicide in’ that yard, go 
ahead.’ ” 

Traffic Patrolman Martin Flannery, 
the. first policeman to appear in the 
prison after the shooting of the war- 
den and the keeper, then told of the 
pistol duel in which he had engaged in 
the yard with the three gunmen, who 
fired at him from three points of con- 
cealment while Flannery returned the 
shots, an open target. Th> trial will 
continue this morning. 


INSURANCE MAN SENTENCED 


But Stay Is Granted on Certificate 
of Reasonable Doubt. 


August T. Bischoff, 46 years old, of 
905 Grand Concourse, the Bronx, for- 


merly an agent in this city for the 
Hartford Accident and Indemnity In- 
surance Company, received ‘a ‘sentence 
of from eighteen months to three years 
in Sing Sing yesterday from Judge 
Nott in General Sessions. He was 
convicted of the theft of $15,000 from 
the company. Execution of the sen- 
tence was stayed by the Court, how- 
ever, through the granting of a cer- 
tificate of reasonable doubt and Bisch- 
was freed in $20,000 bail pending an 
appeal on the application of his attor- 
ney, former Assistant District Attor- 
ney Hugo Wintner. 

Bischoff appropriated the money from 
premiums he received for the company 
on policies. Judge Nott, in imposing 
sentence, said that Bischoff had cor- 
rupted another employe to conceal the 





-thefts.. Several members of the judi- 


ciary, including Supreme Court Justice 
Ernest E. L. Hammer and City Court 
Judges Louis Wendel and Edward R. 
Koch, had testified to the convicted 
man’s good reputation. 

Assistant District Attorney Carstar- 
phen, opposing the release of Bischoff 
on bail, said that another man re- 
leased under $25,000 bail pending an 
appeal through a certificate of reason- 
able doubt had forfeited the bail.

LAW BODY ASSAILS : 
DRY AMENDMENT 


Philadelphia Association by 59 
to 32 Declares It Breeds 
Disregard of All Law. 








WIDE CORRUPTION CHARGED 





National and State Bars Are Urged 
to Enter Fight for 
Modified Measure. 





Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, March  8.—The 
Philadelphia Law. Association after 
acrimonious debate today adopted a 
resolution denouncing the Eighteenth 
Amendment as breeding disregard of 
law, corrupting the courts, and en- 
dangering respect and reverence for 
the Constitution. 

The resolution, passed by a vote of 
59 to 32 after previous efforts begun 
by its sponsors last October had re- 
sulted in failure, calls upon the Amer- 
ican Bar Association to study the ques- 
tion “to the end that present abuses 
may be eliminated and a better and 
more reasonable system, productive of 
temperance and temperate administra- 


tion of temperate laws, may be de- 
vised.’’ 

“The Law Association of Philadel- 
phia deems it appropriate, on the occa- 
sion of the celebration of the Sesqui- 
centennial of the Declaration of Inde- 


“pendence, to invite attention to a mat- 


ter that has affected injuriously our 
country’s life and law,” says the reso- 
lution. 

“There has been placed in the Con- 
stitution an amendment, the Eigh- 
teenth, whose presence there has 
greatly impaired respect and rever- 
ence for that foundational paper. 

“In the administration of this law, 
the extent to which the law has occa- 
sioned grafting and debauching of the 
public service is a matter of utmost 
concern. 

“Public officers prosecute men for 
violations of a law which they them- 
selves privately disregard. 

“Forfeitures, savoring of the dead 
Middle Ages, and wanton destruction 
of property seized, have become com- 
mon occurrences. 

“Fundamental rights of liberty and 
property are invaded often by tyranni- 
cal warrants of search and seizure and 
by proceedings without the safeguard 
of jury trials. 

“Settled rules of international law 
have been sought to be changed in the 
interest of the internal law of the Uni- 
ted States, a dangerous precedent; in 
addition, the United States has been 
placed in the unfortunate position of 
appealing to foreign powers to help it 
to enforce its own internal laws—name- 
ly, this particular law. 

“The effect of this law and of the 
attempt by extreme measures to en- 
force it, has been to produce a disre- 
gard of law generally.”’ 


J. J. DUNNE ‘UNAWARE’

Dunne, whose father, Bernard, and 
brother, Joseph, are also named in the 
indictment, said he had received no of- 
ficial notice that he was wanted by 
the Government, and that he intended 
to leave at midnight, from the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Station, for Miami, 
Beach, Fla. 

John Dunne was said by Federal au- 
thorities to be the head of a liquor 
syndicate which had handled millions 
of dollars’ worth of beer and other 
illegal beverages. He is President of 
the Manor Brewery, on Manor Road, 
S. I., which was raided by Federal 
who seized property valued 
at $2,000,090. 

Asked if his father and brother had 
been officially informed of their indict- 
ment, John Dunne replied that they 
had not, and added: 

“Joseph is not in on this thing at 
all.’’ 

“Have you retained a lawyer?’ he 
was asked. 

“Oh, we always have a lot of law- 
yers,” was his answer.

Embodies Challenge to Smith. 


While the Stephens bill blandiy ig- 
nores the distinction between bever- 
ages which are and beverages which 
are not in fact intoxicating, drawn by 
the prohibition amendment to the Fed- 
eral Constitution, obviously it embodies 
a challenge to favorable action from 
Governor Smith and the Democratic 
lawmakers who have gone on record, 
as has their party in its platforms, as 
favoring not repeal of the Eighteenth 
Amendment but modification of the 
Volstead law to legalize the manufac- 
ture and sale of light wines and beer. 
“This bill is up the Governor’s own 
street,’’? Representative Fish said at 
the hearing. He added in private con- 
versation later that it was a challenge 
to the sincerity of those who, like the 
Governor, in public pronunciamentos 
have never expressed dissent from the 
condemnation of hard liquor by those 
favoring prohibition and merely ex- 
pressed themselves in favor of modifi- 
cation as a means of making prohibi- 
tion enforceable where liberal senti- 
ment is dominant, as in this State. 

The announcement of Mr. Fish that 
the Stephens bill would be reported, 
made at the end of a speech against 
the Cuvillier resolutions, under the 
auspices of the Women’s Committee 
for Law Enforcement, of which Mrs. 
Samuel Bens is Chairman, came as a 
distinct surprise to Assemblyman 
Cuvillier and other watchful wets, who 
had been caught napping and had not 
regarded the measure as a serious 
menace to the wet cause. 

The activity of Mr. Fish in connec- 
tion with the bill is regarded here as 
not void of significance in view of the 
fact that he aspires to the leadership 
of the dry wing of the Republican or- 
ganization in this State and is pre- 
sumed to be grooming for the Repub- 
lican nomination .for Governor next 
year. 





Argues Against Cuvillier Moves. 


Representative Fish made what 
probably was the most impressive 
argument against the Cuvillier resolu- 
tions. He said that the adoption of 
the two resolutions would be an act 


of futility, because even if a Consti- 
tutional Convention should be held 
and, contrary to every expectation the 
Eighteenth Amendment should _ be 
modified, the next Congress will be 
three to one dry, and if it decides on 
any changes in the Velstead law it 
would be only to put more teeth into 
that act. 

“As a matter of fact,’’ Mr. Fish said, 
“only Congress could restrict a Consti- 
tutional Convention called by it to con- 
sideration of the subject the introducer 
of these resolutions has at heart and 
a Congress so strongly dominated by 
the drys would not be likely to do that. 
‘“‘We in New York State have a great 
deal at stake and this Legislature has 
no moral right to adopt either of these 
resolutions, because a Constitutional 
Convention, if not properly restricted, 
would be fraught with too much dan- 
ger to our interests. At least, the 
question should be submitted to the 
people of the State on a referendum 
before any action is taken by the Leg- 
islature.’’ 

Mr, Fish in response to a question 
admitted that prohibition enforcement 
in this State was not all that it should 
be. 

“If you want to know why enforce- 
ment of prohibition is a failure in this 
State,’ he said, “it is because you 
have not put the police power of the 
State behind enforcement of the Eigh- 
teenth Amendment. 

“Pass a State Enforcement act, not 
necessarily one as drastic as the one 
proposed by your Chairman (Assem- 
blyman Edmund B. Jenks of Broome), 
but one directed against the boot- 
legger, the saloon and against hard 
liquor. Three or four hundred poorly 
paid Federal prohibition agents cannot 
very well be expected to enforce the 
law in a State with 11,000,000 people.”’ 


Evades Question on Clubs. 


“You spoke about enforcing the law 
against bootleggers and saloons; do 
you believe it should be enforced 
against the clubs?” asked Assembly- 
man Julius S. Berg, Bronx Demoé€rat. 
“T am not discussing the clubs; I am 
not so much concerned with individual 
drinking as I am with stopping the 
traffic at the source of supply.” 

Mr. Fish then read letters from

retary of the Treasury, in charge of 
prohibition enforcement, pronouncing 
rigid enforcement without a State en- 
forcement law impossible.

“T am convinced.” he said, ‘‘that this 
measure should prove acceptable to 
Governor Smith. It draws his distinc- 
tion between hard liquor and light 
wines and beer. There is no reason 
why he should not sign it. The vote 
on the referendum last November has 
brought me reluctantly to the conclu- 
sion that sentiment in this State fa- 
vors modification of the. Volstead law 
to permit the.manufacture and sale of 
light wines and beer.’

Poland Opens the Attack. 


Orville S. Poland, counsel for the 
New York Anti-Saloon League, de- 


livered the opening attack on the 
Cuvillier proposals, one of which calls 
for modification, the other for repeal 
of the Eighteenth Amendment. 

Mr. Poland said that*statement of 
purpose in the two Cuvillier resolu- 
tions could be regarded only in the 
light of so much ‘‘excess baggage.’’ 
“Neither the Legislature nor Con- 
gress can restrict a constitutional con- 
vention, once it has been called, to ac- 
tivities along certain defined lines,"’ 
he said. ‘‘A convention is the sole 
judge of the scope of its own activi- 
ties. There are a number of court de- 
cisions which go to indicate that a 
convention holds sovereign power de- 
rived, not from the Legislatures or 
from Congress, but direct from the 
eople. 

“Of the same tenor is an opinion 
delivered by a great legal authority 
from our own State, whose views, I 
am sure, will receive respectful con- 
sideration here. Mr. Elihu Root at the 
time of the 1894 Constitutional Conven- 
tion declared that there could be no 
limitation on the discretion and free- 
dom of action of a constitutional con- 
vention.”’ 

He added that as he viewed it peti- 
tions filed with Congress for the call- 
ing of a constitutional convention are 
not, as contended by Mr. Cuvillier, 
‘cumulative in effect. If the First Con- 
stitutional Convention had intended 
they. should be cumulative, even 
though spread over an indefinite pe- 
riod, then the convention must have 
had in mind that -the Constitution 
should be amended in convention 
rather than by Congressional initia- 
tive, and all the debates when the Con- 
stitution was framed indicated the 
preference of the framers for the lat- 
ter method. 


Cuvillier Sharply Dissents. 


“There is nothing in the Constitu- 
tion to reflect such a viewpoint,”’ said 
Mr. Cuvillier impatiently. “I am 
merely trying to interpret the actions 
and language of the framers of the 
Constitution,’’ Mr. Poland replied. 
“Then you lack all confidence in the 
people,’’ Mr. Cuvillier declared. 

“T have the utmost confidence in the 
ultimate ability of the people to win- 
now the chaff from the wheat, but 
there would be an interim during 
which uncertainty would fall like a 
palsy upon the life and business of the 
nation,’’ Mr. Poland replied. 


Mrs. Colvin Hits Resolutions. 


Mrs. D. Leigh Colvin, Vice President 
of the New York Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union, followed Mr. Po- 
land. She opposed the method contem- 


plated by Mr. Cuvillier for amendment 
of the Constitution because it was too 
cumbersome and costly. The thing 
could be done more cheaply by Con- 
gressional initiative. 

Mrs. Colvin was askéd if she had any 
doubt regarding the sentiment in this 
State on prohibition militating against 
enforcement of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment, 

“TI have not a bit of doubt regarding 
the prevailing sentiment in this State,” 
she replied. ‘If given a chance to vote 
on this question, they would vote dry. 
But this is merély my opinion. Pro- 
hibition is the best way of dealing with 
the liquor question, beyond doubt, even 
if we have not the best kind of en- 
forcement.” 

Canon William Sheafe Chase of 
Brooklyn followed with an argument 
against the Cuvillier resolutions on the 
grounds that the promoters did not 
come with clean hands. 

Mrs. Samuel Bens, head of the Wo- 
men’s Committee for Law Enforce- 
ment, did not speak but placed her 
organization on record as opposed to 
the Cuvillier resolutions. 
Representative Celler was the first 
speaker in favor of the resolutions. He 
contended that thirty-five States al- 
ready had asked for a national con- 
stitutional convention and that there 
was no limitation of time placed on 
such petitions. Once made they always 
remained valid. 

“There is no statute of limitations in 
the Constitution, and I am convinced 
that once an application has been 
made, it can never be withdrawn, even 
though one hundred years elapse.”’ 
Mr. Celler said. 

“We know, for example, that once 
a State has ratified an amendment 
this action is irrevocable. It cannot 
change its mind and rescind its pre- 
vious ratification. 


Recalls Ohio Case of 1867. 


“In 1867 the Legislature of Ohio rat- 
ified the Fourteenth Amendment. In 
1868, before the amendment had been 
ratified by three-fourths of the States, 
the next Legislature withdrew Ohio’s 
consent to the emendment. The Leg- 
islature of New Jersey ratified *he 
amendment in 1866, but the Legislature 
of 1868 rescinded the ratification. 
“Then Secretary of State Seward, 
announcing the ratification of the 
Fourteenth Amendment. said that the 
resolutions of the Legislatures of Ohio 
and New Jersey are to be deemed of 
full force and effect, notwithstanding 
subsequent resolutions of withdraw- 
als. Then, when the Fourteenth 
Amendment had become valid on the 
following day, July 21, 1869, Congress 
passed a concurrent resolution stating 
that Ohio and New Jersey having rat- 
ified the Fourteenth Amendment, and 
thus having made up the three-fourths 
of the States, the amendment became 
a part of the Constitution. 
“This resolution is therefore an ex- 
pression or declaration by Congress 
that a State has no power to rescind

I am opposed to these 
proposals, largely because I believe 
that Congress would be compelled to 
provide for equal representation by all 
the States.” 
Mr. Cellar said that as he viewed 
it, population would have to be taken 
into consideration in fixing a basis 
of representation.

portance than that now held by Roy

. Le. Shone de Paris, it was learned 
authoritatively yesterday, began its

Rolls testified at the hearing that for 
acting as go-between Le Shone had re- 
ceived $5 a barrel during September, 
October, November and December. This 
money, Rolls said, had been turned 
over to the Government.

Conduct Artificial Respiration for 
Man Who Stopped Breathing 
_ Sunday. | 

CHICAGO, March 8 (#).—Although he 
stopped breathing Sunday morning at 
10 o’clock, Albert Frick, 22, a sales- 
man, was alive and conscious late 
tonight because twenty-five men, work- 
ing in 15-minute shifts, have carried 
on artificial respiration for him. 

The achievement was characterized 
by attending physicians as one of the 
most remarkable in medical history. 
Frick was taken to an Evanston hos- 


pital last Saturday night suffering |. 


from intestnial influenza, which de- 
veloped into creeping paralysis, 


Sunday morning the paralysis reached 
his diaphragm and he ceased breath- 
ing. Dr. Thomas HB. Conley and Dr. 
H. H. Conley immediately began arti- 
ficial respiration, each devoting his 
attention to one lung,.compressing and 
expanding it: as in regular Urcathing 
to supply oxygen. 

Frick responded to the treatment, 
and a.call was sent for twenty-five 
men to carry on the artificial respira- 
tion. They work over the patient two 
at a time for fifteen minutes.each and 
then rest for two hours. Fellow-em- 
Ployes responded to the call. 

The two doctors said they believed 
Frick would recover if the artificial 
respiration could be continued until the 
crisis had been passed. They said the 
digestive and throat organs, which for 
a time apparently were paralyzed, had 
returned to normal and they poo to 
set up natural respiration wit an- 
other twenty-four hours.

Their. Preaching Empties Churches, 
Toronto Minister Tells: Baptist 
Bible Union. 





The Rev.’ Dr. 8.: Parkes. Cadman of 
Brooklyn,’ President of the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ in Amer- 
ica, denies many -Bible truths, the 
Rev. Dr. T. T. Shields, pastor of the 
Jarvie Street Baptist Church, Toronto, 
Canada, declared in:an address last 
evening at the annual meeting of the 
Baptist Bible Union of North America, 
which began a three-day ‘conference in 
Calvary .Baptist : Church, 123 West 
Fifty-seventh Street. 

Dr. Shields, President of the union, 
an organization of rigid Fundament- 
alists, also declared that the Rev. Dr: 
Harry Emerson Fosdick was not a 
Christian. He took for his topic ‘‘In 
the Streets of Ascalon.” 

“Now and then you get men of at- 
tractive personality and of undeniable 
genius like Dr. Fosdick and the Rev. 
Dr. Parkes Cadman, who will attract 
crowds in spite of their denial of many 
of the essentials of the Christian 
faith,’”’ he said. ‘The preaching of 
Modernists without the personalities of 
Dr. Fosdick and Dr. Cadman, results 
er churches and bankrupt treas- 
uries. 

“Dr. Dinsdale T. Young of London, 
at the service in which he was in- 
ducted into his pastorate, said, ‘I do 
thank God that Modernistic theologies 
empty churches.’ The gospel of Dr.. 
Fosdick is not the gospel of the Lord 
Jesus ‘Christ. It is through and 
through anti-Christian. It is a denial 
of everything God has said.

“Dr. Fosdick says ‘I do not believe 
in the resurrection of the flesh.’ I say 
it frankly—and publish it to the world— 
that the man who says that is not a 
Christian. He is anti-Christian and he 
has no message for a sinning world.”

A serious spill involving seven 
riders in the field of thirty American 
and European stars caused a halt of an 
hour last night in the forty-second in- 
ternational six-day bicycle race at 
Madison Square Garden. A crowd of 
more than 12,000 cycling enthusiasts 
saw two riders narrowly escape death. 

The accident came during the fourth 
eprint, and was the third of the night 
up to that time. It was, moreover, one 
of the most severe witnessed in a bike 
race in recent years. The spill sent 
Reggie McNamara, who with Franco 
Georgetti is leading the race, and Al- 
phonse Goosens, Belgian teammate of 
August Vermeerbergen, one of two 
teams tied for third position, to the 
emergency ward in the basement of 
the Garden for medical attention. 

Goosens, the most seriously hurt, had 
a gash in the right side of his head 
which required four stitches. In addi- 
tion the right side of his face was raw 
and skinned from friction resulting 


when he skidded down the track in- 
cline. 


Goosens’s Side Cut. 


It was found necessary, too, to take a 
stitch in Goosens’s right side, where he 
received a cut from a pedal, and to 
bandage his right arm, which was 
painfully barked in his slide down the 
track. He, with McNamara, was 
knocked unconscious, and had to be 
assisted to the track-side cots. Mc- 
Namara was severely bruised about the 
left side of the body and complained of 
pains about the ribs, but resumed rid- 
ing after being revived and having his 
body taped and bandaged. 

Other riders who went down in the 
spill were Georgetti, Alex McBeath, 
Klaas Van Nek, Leroy Garrison and 
Emile Rohrbach. These riders escaped 
with nothing more serious than a bad 
shaking up. 

The spill was precipitated when 
Goosens, riding high on the track at 
the height of a terrific jam, crashed 
into the iron railing protection in front 
of the boxes on the Fiftieth Street 
straightaway ot the track. The crash 
of his handle bars as he struck could 
be heard through the arena. Then he 
rocketed down the inclined track, tak- 
ing McNamara and Georgetti, about to 
make a relief, with him. 


Van Nek is Stunned. 


McBeath, Garrison and Rohrbach all 
fell and then Van Nek, riding the flat 
at terrific speed as he sought to avoid 
a spill himself, crashed into the pros- 
trate McNamara and turned a com- 
plete somersault, a distance of fifteen 
yards. He was stunned and lay mo- 
tionless for a moment, but recovered 
quickly and, miraculously escaping a 
broken neck, resumed riding after a 
short rest. 

McNamara and Goosens lay stretched 
out until track attendants rushed to 
the scene of the accident and carried 
the injured away. The accident oc- 
curred at 9:20 o’clock. It was 10:20 
before Goosens reappeared on the 
track, his face twitching with the pain 
shocks, as he pushed into his pedals 
with the stout-hearted McNamara. 

In the jam the teams of Charlier and 
Roels, Grimm and Horan, Beckman 
and Petri, Benezatto and Bello, Dinale 
and Van Nek, and Walthour and Spen- 
cer each gained a lap. The advantage 
picked up by Beckman and Petri re- 
duced the lead of McNamara and 
Georgetti from four laps, as it stood 
at the end of the matinée sprints, to 
three laps over the Beckman-Petri 
team. 

In a twenty-minute jam started later 
by Walthour and Spencer this team 
gained its second lap of the night ses- 
sion when, with the team of Goosens 
and Vermeerbergen, the youngsters 
fought off the efforts of the other 
cyclists in a session of torrid riding 
and circled the field once.

At this point your 
correspondent swooned and was re- 
vived only with great difficulty. 

_ To spend a day in the Braves’ train- 
ing camp here in the Sunshine City 
brings back to mind a story told by 
John McGraw. One day in the Spring 
of 1913 McGraw was talking to the 
Giants in the clubhouse at Marlin, 
Texas. 

Must Have Harmony, 


“Now, you boys won the pennant in 
1911 and 1912 for one reason,” said 
John J. ‘‘We had harmony on the club. 
If we have harmony on the team this 
year there isn’t a club can stop us.” 

After the little Napoleon had left 
the clubhouse a fresh-laid rookie spoke 
up. ‘Gee, that bird must be some ball 
player,” he said. 

‘“‘Who d’you mean?” growled a vet- 
eran. 

“Why, that guy Harmony.” 

Yes, he is some ball player, Mr. 
Harmony, and the Braves have plenty 
of it on the club, but nobody won a 
pennant with harmony alone and Dave 
Bancroft is the first fellow to know 
it. Hence the complete absence of pen- 
nant chatter in the Boston camp. The 
clink of world’s series coin is too far 
away to be audible. The Braves are 
going quietly and determinedly about 
the business of preparing themselves 
to give the best they have. 

“Our best may not be good enough,” 
says Bancroft, ‘‘but it will be our best. 
And I have a hunch that the Braves 
will make life miserable for some of 
the leaders. 

“Going down the stretch last year 
we played better than .600 baseball. 
Nobody could beat us. If we pick up 
that stride this Spring and get away 
to a good start, we wiil be among the 
first division contenders.”’ 

There you have the Boston situation 
in a nutshell. A fast start and a 
first-division berth—these are the twin 
aims of Bancroft, Judge Emil Fuchs 
and their aides, Dick Rudolph and 
Arthur Devlin. 

That overworked phrase ‘a happy 
family’’ might well be applied to the 
Braves. The players like one another 
and pull together; there is an absence 
of discontent and an abundance of 
good fellowship, team work and team 
spirit. 

Two Valuable Recruits. 


“The most important additions to 
the Braves?” Bancroft said. ‘‘That’s 
easy. Jack Fournier and Lance Rich- 
bourg. We bought Richbourg from 
Milwaukee. He will ‘make’ the out- 
field and Fournier will give us a bat- 
ting punch that we could have used 
last_ season. 

“There is another chap around here 
who may cut a wide swath. He is 
Foster Edwards, a 6 feet 3 pitcher 
from Providence. Won twenty-seven 
games and lost four there last year. 
He looks great this Spring. Bunny 
Hearn, the Brooklyn boy, should be 
ready for regular duty. ‘Then we have 
No Hit Charley Robertson, the former 
White Sox and BSBrowns’s _right- 
hander.” 

The Boston pitching stacks up as 
better than average, with Larry Ben- 
ton, Joe Genewich, Edwards, Bob 
Smith, Hearn, Robertson, Graham and 
Old George Mogridge, one-time Yan- 
kee, carrying the white man’s burden. 

The Braves’ chief catcher is Zach 
Taylor—and a very sweet catcher, as 
any Brooklyn fan will tell you. 

Bancroft is trying two experiments 
in the infield. Eddie Moore, second 
baseman on the world’s champion Pi- 
rates in 1925, has been switched to 
third. Herb Thomas, back for his 
third trial with this team, is to get 
first crack at ssecond.. Fournier and 
Bancroft complete the infield. 

Richbourg, said to have been the 
finest outfielder in the American As- 
sociation, will start in right. Jimmy 
Welsh, back in good health again, will 
be in centre and Eddie Brown, another 
A a of Ebbetts Field, will patrol 
eft.

Fledgling Agitates the Flock 
and Is Likely to Build His 
Nest at Second Base. 








HAS A WONDERFUL WING 





Just Naturally Flies at Double 
Plays, Says Nap Rucker—First 
Game Won by Regulars.

CLEARWATER, Fia., March 8&— 
There is a Partridge in the roost of 
the Robins who appears to be about 
ready for a big killing. Indeed, it is 
to be doubted whether any bird is re- 
ceiving more attention anywhere than 
this one. For be it known, one James 
B. Partridge of Mountville, Ga., is one 
of the front runners here for the job 
on second base, a most vitally impor- 
tant post yet to be definitely filled for 
the Robins. While there is no cer- 
tainty about it yet, the prevailing 
opinion seems to be that young Part- 
ridge will make the Brooklyn infield. 
What is more, he may make it a very 
good one. 

At any rate, it is known that Uncle 
Robbie is taking more than a casual 
interest in the youngster. He has been 
keeping a close watch on him, via the 
scout system, for the past two years, 
and unless he read the reports back- 
ward this Mr. Partridge is about due. 


Impresses Uncle Robbie. 


Partridge first came under Robbie's 
observation in the Spring of 1925, when 
he wandered into the Robin training 
camp for a trial.n He was then a stu- 
dent at Oglethorpe College. He re- 
mained for about ten days, but in that 
time he impressed Robbie so much 
that a contract was offered him. He 
accepted, but under the condition that 
it would not become effective until he 
had completed his college course the 
following June. 

Upon graduation Robbie shipped 
Partridge off for preliminary season- 
ing with the Waterbury club of the 
Eastern League. Last Spring, acting 
on reports from his scouts, Robbie, 
without asking him to report to the 
Robins for another trial, sent the young 
man along to Nashville of the South- 
ern Association, where the youngster 
is said to have turned in a whale of 
a season.

Has Great Throwing Arm. 


According to Nap Rucker, Partridge 
has one of the finest ‘‘double-play”’ 
arms he has seen in a young second- 
sacker in some time. If this proves 
to be true, the Brooklyn infield will 
have something it hasn’t had in a 
numer of years. Partridge has put the 
arm on display several times during 
the past two days, and it looks pretty 
close to what it’s cracked up to be. 
It’s a neat job when he takes a throw 
from third or short and whips it over 
to first.

NEW ORLEAN S, March 8.—Weather 
conditions ‘were anything but enjoy- 
able at Jefferson Park this afternoon. 
Rain fell heavily during the early 
afternoon and depleted fields splashed 
through the sloppy going. Scratches, 
naturally, were numerous and only 
two of the finishes were close enough 
to arouse enthusiasm. Three favorites 
scored and all were at better than 
even money. 

The card featured the Old Glory 
Handicap, a gallop of a mile and a 
sixteenth, for which only five paraded, 
with Mrs. T. J. Carroll’s four-year-old 
F.iar Rock colt Samaron the 2-to-1 


favorite. The best he could do was a 
poor third. 

It was the most uninteresting con- 
test of the afternoon, and at the finish 
the field straggled home with the last 
horse far up the stretch when Florence 
Mills plashed past the winning ‘post. 
This four-year-old filly, owned by G. 
W. Carroll, ran a poor race on her 
previous start here, but-she was made 
the 3-to-1 second choice and paid $7.80 
in. the mutuels. 


Filly at Home in the Mud.

RACE BILL PASSED 
BY JERSEY ASSEMBLY 


Senate Receives Measure | - 
Which Would Allow Horse 
Racing for Prizes. 








TRENTON, N. J., March 8 (#).— 
Fairs and agricultural societies organ- 
ized since 1898 would be permitted to 
offer premiums or award prizes for 
horse racing under the terms of the 
Guliano bill, which today was sent to 
the Senate after having been adopted 
by the Assembly without debate. 

Introduced to permit any fair or ag- 
ricultural society, organized at any 
time, to offer prizes and premiums for 
racing, the bill was amended in com- 
mittee so that its wording is an exact 
duplication of the law of 1898, which, 
in prohibiting racing, provided that 


“nothing in this section shall prohibit 
any fair or agricultural society now 
organized under any law of this State 
from offering premiums or awarding 
prizes as heretofore.” 

The original bill would have taken 
out the word ‘‘now,’’ by which the 
conduct of racing was limited to or- 
ganizations in existence in 1898. The 
Revision of Laws Committee amended 
the original bill so that the word 
‘now’ remained. But many of the 
bill books contain only the original 
bill and members apparently did not 
know that they were voting on a bill 
duplicating the law of 1898. 

In the opinion of Assembly clerks, 
this re-enactment would permit all 
county fairs and agricultural associa- 
tions organized since 1898 to feature 
racing.

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A BLOW AT RURAL THRIFT. 

Preachers of prohibition are never 
weary of extolling its check on eco- 
nomic waste, its replacement of pov- 
erty-breeding spending by salutary 
Saving. A case just decided by the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
shows how widespread and justly. dis- 
tributed have been the profits of local 
enforcement in Ohio. That State has 
copiously dentated liquor laws, not 
merely rigid in the matter of search 
and seizure, but making their enforce- 
ment and that of village ordinances in 
furtherance of them a gainful busi- 
ness and practically insuring convic- 
tions. The State law divides, on a 
fifty-fifty basis, between the State 
and the county, township or municipal- 
ity the proceeds of fines and for- 
feitures in liquor prosecutions. Village 
ordinances give the Mayor sitting as 
Judge of a liquor court the amount of 
the costs in each case as his pay for 
the extra work. 

No conviction, no pay. Not only is 
the village treasury fattened by the 
Proceeds of convictions, but a little 
ring of Dogberries puts money in its 
purse. The cause of righteousness 
has the powerful support of self-in- 
terest. In six months of 1923 the 
conviction-earnings of the Mayor 
whose decision as Rum Judge has 
been overruled amounted to some 
$700; those of the other officials en- 
titled to pickings to about $4,500. The 
gross income of this little Court of 
Conviction in the same period was 
more than $20,000. A rushing busi- 
ness! One can hear a sound of sigh- 
ing sent from a thousand Buckeye 
sweet Auburns as the Supreme Court 
frowns upon this lucrative trade.

Here was no due process of 
law, but a violation of the Fourteenth 
Amendment. It appears from Chief 
Justice Tarr’s opinion that the prac- 
tics of making the pay of inferior 
judicial officer dependent upon ccn- 
victions is not confined to Ohio. It 
Prevails also in Arkansas, Kentucky, 
Nebraska, North Carolina, Georgia.

The British Admiralty is perfectly 
willing to confer about cruisers, but 
sees the sole probable result to be that 
England will demonstrate that she 
needs all she has, and will be very 
glad to see the United. States add 
enough of them to keep up with the 
British ratio. On the other hand, the 
Japanese Government has pretty plain- 
ly intimated that it will not be willing 
to accept in the matter of cruisers the 
ratio inferior to that of England and 
the United States to which it agreed 
at the Washington Conference in the 
matter of cruisers. 

All told, therefore, the outlook for 
the President’s original program is not 
very flattering. It would be a rather 
sorry issue of a conference called to 
reduce cruisers if its recommend=ion 
was: that more should be built. Nor 
can the case for other classes of naval 
auxiliaries be described as brighter. 
It is not impossible that in the end 
the whole matter will have to be re- 
ferred back to the League of Nations 
and to its effort to work out slowly 
a plan for all-round disarmament in 
which all the nations may find it to 


their account to acquiesce.

BRITISH INCOME AND LIVING. 

Comment on the status of post-war 
England and on the future of the 
island kingdom has ranged from the 
sable hues of LEON TROTSKY and the 
conventional black of Dean INGE down 
toa bleak gray. Whenever the cheerful 
note has been sounded it has usually 
been ascribed to an optimism .which 
would take the wish for the fact. 
Americans have been led to think of 
their own prosperity as beyond com- 
pare. This impression has been fos- 
tered by delegations of visiting Eng- 
lishmen pathetically in quest of the 
secret of our dazzling good fortune. 
But there are now at hand figures 
which suggest that the contrast be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain is not quite so one-sided. Our 
own superior economic status cannot, 
of course, be questioned. But the 
British people are not quite done 
for. To TrotTsky’s question, ‘‘ Whither 
England?” the reply is, “On the 
whole, upward, thank you.” 

A study of national income in Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland by Pro- 
fessor A. L. Bow.ey and Sir JosiaH 
STAMP compares the year 1924 with 
the year 1911. In the earlier year 
the total income was a trifle over 
£2,000,000,000. In 1924 it was very 
nearly £4,200,000,000. The latter sum 
is, roughly, $20,000,000,000 for a 
population of 44,000,000, as compared 
with our own 115,000,000. With our 
population and with her own per 
capita income Great Britafh would 
have shown a nationa] income of about 
$55,000,000,000, as compared with our 
own income, estimated in 1924 at 
$75,000.000,000. It is a sizable spread, 
but it does not quite justify the pic- 
ture of British Lazarus and American 
Dives. The Englishman would seem 
tobe, in money income, three-fourths 
as well off as the American. 

There are reservations to bg made. 
One item in economic well-being is 
the ability to lay by for a rainy day. 
In this respect the Englishman is 
worse off than he was in.1911. In 
that year he put 15 per cent. of his 
income into savings. In 1924 his con- 
tribution to thrift was only 11 per 
cent. The principal reason is, of 
course, taxation, which took 1144 per 
cent. of his income in 1911 and in 1924 
took 20% per cent. In 1911 he spent 
on himself 73 per cent. of his income. 
In 1924 he spent only 68 per cent. 
Checking money income by prices, the 
investigators find that wage earners 
are. somewhat better off than they 
were in 1911, in addition to a 10 per 
cent, shorter working week and in- 
creased benefits in social insurance 
and other public expenditure. Among 
the workers it is the unskilled who 
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accounted for £185,000,000 and ship- 
ping for £130,000,000. It was re- 
cently reported that for 1926 the in- 
visible exports rose to £412,000,000, 
or more than $2,000,000,000. But here 
even more than in the case of home 
income the percentage of savings has 
declined. Before the war Britain’s 
annual reinvestments overseas were 
estimated at $900,000,000. In 1923 
they were $500,000,000, and in the 
following year slumped to $150,000,- 
000. In all probability they have been 
going up again, though falling still far 
short of the pre-war figures. 





INDEPENDENT BUT UNIFIED. 

Chairman DeE.aney of the Board of 
Transportation defended the Fifty- 
third Street tunnel as plausibly as 
anybody could when he induced the 
Board of Estimate to authorize its con- 
struction. Answering the argument 
that the Sixtieth Street tunnel is suf- 
ficient, he produced a letter from the 
President of the Brooklyn company 
predicting that it would be taxed to 
capacity in six months’ time. Mr. 
DELANEY admitted that the new Fifty- 
third Street line would not articulate 
with any existing subway-system, but 
contended that it would, in time, be a 
feeder to the new subway under Sixth 
Avenue, and also to a projected line in 
Brooklyn. This is very much like 
building a bridge first and the roads 
approaching it second. Yet that kind 
of engineering is often seen in mu- 
nicipal enterprises. 

The significant part of Chairman 
DELANEY’s statement was his round 
assertion that the new lines now build- 
ing by the city are not intended to be, 
and will not be in fact, competitive 
with the older routes. He not only 
maintained this, but declared that the 
hew subways had been deliberately 
designed so as to be susceptible of be- 
ing linked up in a general unification 
plan. He also spoke hopefully of the 
time “when we get the unified system 
‘‘which everybody admits must come 
“sooner or later.” This is in line with 
what Mayor WALKER has vaguely said, 
and has an obvious bearing on the 
charge that the Fifty-third Street 
line is being contracted for a little 
ahead of time as so much “ window- 
dressing.” 

That it is such Chairman DELANEY 
vehemently denies. But his whole 
explanation certainly has the look of 
desiring to place the city in a pesition 
where it can drive a good bargain with 
the Brooklyn system and with the In- 
terborough. If he succeeds in that 
plan, the money spent may prove a 
good investment. But the immediately 
hopeful note is the one which he struck 
in emphasizing the importance of 
bringing all the subways eventually 
into one comprehensive system. The 
need of this has been shown by no 
one more conclusively than by Mr. 
DELANEY himself. His own report to 
Mayor HyYtan on city-built subways 
coldly demonstrated the fact that they 
could not be operated independently 
for less than an eight-cent fare. In 
the union of subways there would be 
not only strength but economy. 





ENTENTES AND CORDONS. 

Only the other day Russia’s strong 
man, STALIN, found it necessary to 
apply a cold compress to fevered brows 
at Moscow in the matter of British 
plots against the Soviet Republic. 
There will be no war with England, 
the Communist leader assured his 
public. Despite this straight tip from 
well-informed quarters, the ‘official 
Izvestia is convinced that Great. Brit- 
ain is planning mischief. Germany is 
being pressed to sever commercial re- 
lations with Moscow. A British loan 
to Poland is to be followed by one to 
Lithuania as steps toward the settle- 
ment of the feud between Warsaw and 
Kovno. An “ anti-Russian’’ Locarno 
is in the making. The famous sani- 
tary cordon around Soviet Russia is 
being reconstructed. This, says Iz- 
vestia, is not yet war, but is bound to 
lead to war. 

Until it is demonstrated that the 
East-European Locarno upon which 
England is engaged is, indeed, anti- 
Russian, the alleged British activities 
would seem to be far from criminal. 
In the Baltic region lie a half dozen 
of the danger spots with which polit- 
ical maps of Europe are so thickly 
studded. Danger as between Poland 
and Germany, as between Poland and 
Lithuania, as between the nationalist 
Governments in Poland, Lithuania, 
Latvia, Esthonia on the one hand and 
Soviet Russia on the other—it-is a sit- 
uation even -‘more- complicated than in 
the Balkans. Any effort directed to 
reducing, tension in the Baltic area 
would be a service to European. peace. 
If Poland and Lithuania can be 
brought to clear up their differ- 
ences, if. the internal economic posi- 
tion in the various countries can be 
ameliorated and thus the fear of Bol- 
shevism banned along with Fascist 
counter-action—above all, if Germany. 
and Poland can be induced to bury 
the hatchet—it will be the most nota

A WOMAN REGENT. 

It is urged, and with good reason, 
that there should be a woman mem- 
ber on the Board of Regents. A 
vacancy exists, caused by the death 
of CHARLES B. ALEXANDER, and, while 
it is not imperative that the appoint- 
ment should be made from this judi- 
cial district, it would be most appro- 
priate that the first woman appointed 
should be selected from New York 
City and from the district in which 
Regent ALEXANDER resided. 

All arguments which support the 
opening to women of all offices for 
whose filling they are eligible to vote 
have special weight in recommending 
them for positions in the school sys- 
tem. The great majority of the 
teachers in the elementary schools are 
women. A large percentage of the 
high school teachers are women. 
There are many women among the 
elementary school Principals. There 
is a leaven of woman's instinctive 
wisdom in offices of supervision. 
Women are often the most efficient 
members of Boards of Education. 
They are more likely to be. open- 
minded and ready to do things that 
haven't been done before. Particular- 
ly are they helpful in the smaller 
communities where the individual 
member is freer of the machinery of 
the system and may exercise per- 
sonal initiative and influence. As the 
young are their special care in the 
home, so they more anxiously anc in- 
telligently follow the child into the 
school. It is a fairly safe generaliza- 
tion that where the good of the 
children and the tax rate are in de- 
bate the women will stand with the 
children. 

That. there are a million girls in the 
schools of the State would seem in it- 
self to demand some representation 
of their mothers or elder sisters in 
the highest legislative body in the 
educational system. The affairs of 
nations have been entrusted to the 
regencies of women during the minor- 
ity of hereditary sovereigns, They 
may properly be asked to share in 
the regency of the preparation of 
children and youth for their sover- 
eignty, and especially the children in 
our elementary schools, which the 
eminent authority, the former Presi- 
dent of the British Board of Educa- 
tion, Dr. H. A. L. Fisuer, finds to be 
‘undoubtedly the strongest part” of 
the American system, though taught. 
as Mr. H. G. WELts complains, by 
those whose standards rest on ‘“ con- 
stantly shifting enthusiasms.” But 
EMERSON is authority for the thesis 
that nothing was ever achieved with- 
out enthusiasm. And even shifting 
enthusiasms are defensible if they 
move forward and upward. 

Granted that a woman should be 
selected as Regent, she should be 
chosen because of special qualifica- 
tions. No one should seek the ap- 
pointment merely as an honor, but no 
competent woman should decline if 
invited. No position in the gift of the 
Legislature is of greater importance. 





PROBLEMS OF POLLUTION. 

The disagreement between the city 
engineer and the legislative commit- 
tee concerning the pollution of the 
beaches by garbage doubtless seems 
more or less academic to the public. A 
few facts are pertinent: Periodically 
during recent years thick masses 
of floating refuse, notably grapejuice 
rinds, onions and other lighter fruits 
or vegetables, together with such 
items as empty cans of shoe polish, 
bottles by the thousands, and various 
discarded remnants, have been cast up 
on the beaches of Long Island and 
New Jersey. When complaints have 
been made, the public has been told 
that the trouble comes from ocean 
liners, or from the local neighborhood, 
or from any source other than the 
scows which are employed to dump 
New York’s garbage twenty miles out 
to sea. As a rule, the complaints, 
when sufficiently vocal, have been fol- 
lowed by a period of clean. beaches. 
This has been explained by the special 
care that has been taken for a while 
to see that the scows do not empty 
their loads within the twenty-mile 
limit. The authorities have pointed out 
that on occasions prevailing winds and 
currents drive unusually large masses 
of whatever is on the surface of the 
water toward the beaches near the 
city. 

Tests were made with bottles last 
Summer, to determine the direction 
and intensity of the flow. The theory 
Was that the bottles would remain on 
the surface longer than the garbage, 
and so would give information about 
the actual drift. The first report in- 
dicated that only few had come ashore. 
Occasionally the arrival of .more has 
heen st es But as no thorough search 
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winds are unfavorable, or when the 
city relaxes in its oversight, the 
beaches are certain to tell their tale. 
The only permanent remedy is to 
reduce the garbage scientifically, as 
most cities do. This can be done without 
offending any special neighborhood. 
It is essential to bear in mind the 
distinction between the problems of 
sewage disposal and garbage disposal. 
Each is, for a big city like New York, 
a costly and complicated task. To it 
should be added a third problem—the 
disposal of industrial waste from fac- 
tories, which has done so much dam- 
age to fish life in our rivers and har- 
bors. All three pollute the waters. 
But they require separate study and 
separate treatment. The city and State 
cannot much longer delay in forcing a 
solution of these problems of pollution.

WHAT IS HOTEL COOKING? 

Cooking is among the natural rights 
for which the human race will fight 
and bleed and die. It is inalienable 
among rich and poor, men and women. 
From the girl in the cheap boarding 
house who cooks an egg on the gas 
jet to the bejeweled lady who insists 
on having her bread toasted on an 
electric device in her rooms (‘‘ Toast 
in a napkin is so clammy!’’), every 
one clings to it as a prerogative. 
Laws looking to its abolition are cer- 
tain to be evaded. They are today 
generally ignored by the owners, 
agents and tenants of certain apart- 
ment houses in which cooking has 
been declared illegal. Under the old 
law, which was designed for the pro- 
tection of tenement dwellers from fire, 
these new, modern, well-equipped, 
fireproof buildings are not permitted 
to house cooks or chefs except in their 
leisure hours. ‘The cook in action 
must be elsewhere. 

Hearty approval of the outmoded 
law and strong support of the first 
court decision have been voiced by an 
association of hotels. Its members are 
opposed to the suggested amendment, 
which will not destroy the protection 
now provided for tenements, but will 
allow cooking in buildings which are 
supplied with outlets for fumes and 
are otherwise suitable for a ccrtain 
amount of cooking. The property of 
the hotel men is strictly within the 
law, although they admit that even 
under their vigilant eyes a little illegal 
frying goes on. But they do their 
best to prevent it, and they want their 
brothers, the apartment hotel owners, 
to fall into line instead of working for 
the amendment of the law. 

In such lega: tangles, the situation 
may sometimes be clarified by @ def- 
inition of terms. The thing to do is to 
define cooking in a way to be satis- 
factory to the hotel men, the apart- 
ment owners, the courts and the 
tenants. Is making a cup of tea 
cooking? If not, there is one article 
of food which need not be bootlegged. 
If it is, then boiling water for a hot- 
water bottle or other medicinal pur- 
poses is against the law, and certainly 
no one will say that something should 
not be done’ about that. Constant 
eating “on the town” sometimss 
results in a condition of the digestive 
apparatus which makes a hot-water 
bottle welcome.. If “eating in” is 
illegal, ‘‘ eating out” should be made 
comfortable. 

What about eggs: Supposing that 
boiling water has been admitted. Fry- 
ing an egg is probably cooking. But 
if boiling water is not a misdemeanor, 
is it criminal to drop an egg into the 
kettle? Admittedly, it would be cook- 
ing if a disjointed hen were kept 
simmering on the electric hob for 
several hours. But if her eggs were 
boiled, not hard-boiled, what punish- 
ment should fall on the boiler? Rooms 
in some of the more expensive apart- 
ment hotels are kept at a temperature 
which alone is high enough to cook 
an egg. It would be a misfortune to 
come home and find the eggs delivered 
in the morning by the grocer’s boy in 
a sta.e to slice. But that would be as 
nothing to bei-~ ejected for involun- 
tary cooking.

Birthday and other circumstances, 
I have not received my copy of THz Timzs 
for the last three days and have been driven 
for mental pasturage to the Encyclopaedia 
Britannica, and behold! on Page 768, Vol. 
16, is a comparison of prohibition in the 
States of Maine and Kansas, the license 
system in Massachusetts and the dispensary 
system in South Carolina.

In his introductory résumé of the de- 
cision your Washington correspondent 
does not confine himself to implication, 
but directly says that ‘‘in the opinion 
of the Supreme Court’”’ Denby ‘‘was not - 
so innocent in the matter as Messrs.

This language can have but one 
meaning, viz., that the court found 
Denby to some extent a conscious ac- 
‘complice in the fraud; but there is not 
a word in the decision of the Supreme 
Court that tends to justify in the 
slightest degree such an assertion. Nor 
has there ever been introduced in any 
of the trials or Congressional hearings 
@ particle of testimony that would have — 
such a tendency. Your correspondent 
has, in fact, exactly reversed the mean» 
ing and effect of the passage in the’ 
opinion to which he refers. 


Instead of placing a stigma upon Mr. 
Denby, that passage expressly removes 
one from him. Mr. Denby was not called 
as a witness at the trial, but the Gov- 
ernment counsel, to support the con- 
tention that Fall’s guilt should void 
the contract, went so far as to claim “ 
that Fall’s control was so complete. 
that Denby, in effect, merely signed on 
the dotted line without knowing or 
troubling to find out the terms of the 
contract, and the trial court so found. , 
The Supreme Court held that in that 
one respect the findings of the trial court 
went too far; that there was no evi- 
dence that Secretary Denby was guilty 
of signing the contract without know- 
ing its terms and that there is evidence 
that he did know its terms; but the. 
court held that a case for the void- 
ance of the contract was made out by 
reason of Fall’s fraud, notwithstanding 
that Denby, against whom there is no 
charge of corruption, must be presumed 
to have known its terms when he 
signed it, because Fall, who conducted 
all the negotiations forthe Govern- 
ment, is proved to have been corruptly 
influenced. So far from being an as- 
sertion that Denby was “not so in- 


nocent,”’ it is an assertion that Denby’s 
innocence could not save the contract 
in view of Fall’s guilt. 

If Secretary Denby erred, he did so 
either (1) in misinterpreting the ‘‘Leas- 
ing act’ of Feb. 5, 1920, when he 
treated the authority it gave to ‘“‘ex-. 
change’”’ the oil in the naval reserve as 
authorizing its exchange for the con- 
struction of storage tanks, or ¢2) in his 
opinion, from which he has never de- 
viated, that such use was, under the 
conditions that existed, 
to the navy, or (3) in sharing the con- 
fidence of his chief, the President, that 
Fall was honest and could be relied 
upon to conduct the negotiations in the 
interest of the Government. 

As to (1), since the Supreme Court 
decided that trading some of the oil for 
the construction of the storage tanks 
was not an exchange within the mean- 
ing of that word as used in the: act, 
it must now be admitted that Mr. 
Denby erred; but the error was not so 
preposterous as to evidence bad faith.

Fast Side Character, Known 
50 Years to Policemen, Lived 
All His Life Near Mott St. 


SCORES VISIT HIS BIER 








Protege of Magistrate McAdoo— 
Roosevelt, Whom He Knew as 
Police Head, Was His Hero. 





William George Gallagher, long a 
tharacter in the lower east side and 
for more than fifty years familiar at 
Police Headquarters, is dead. He died 
m Metropolitan Hospital on Welfare 
(sland, and yesterday scores visited 
Vecchia’s undertaking rooms at 279 
Mott Street, to pay a last token of re- 
spect. Gallagher was 73 years old, and 
he lived all his life within a stone’s 
throw of his birthplace at 231 Mott 
Btreet. He claimed acquaintance with 
every Police Commissioner since be- 
fore the advent of Theodore Roosevelt, 
who was always his particular hero. 

*puring his last years he was practical- 
ly the protégé of Chief Magistrate Wil- 
liam McAdoo, The Magistrate was 
among those who viewed the body. 

Gallagher came into the ken of the 
then Commissioner Roosevelt on a par- 
ticularly busy trial day, when about 
twenty-five accused men were ordered 
to the trial room. On that day some 


wag gave Gallagher a patrolman’s 
blouse, cap and stick and told him to 
put them on and go to the trial room 
and keep order. He obeyed, but so 
vociferous did he call for order that 
Roosevelt at last halted the trials and 
asked who was in charge of the pro- 
ceedings. When the Colonel learned 
that Gallagher was the victim of a 
joke he ordered him from the room 
and had him stripped of his uniform. 

Always ambitious to be known as a 
policeman, Gallagher would obtain any 
part of a discarded uniform he could 
find and walk about proudly. One day 
“Big Bill’? Devery, then Police Com- 
missioner, looked out of the window of 
800 Mulberry Street and was surprised 

. to see Gallagher marching along in a 
Sergeant’s outfit. Devery sent a po- 
liceman after Gallagher and again he 
lost the uniform he loved. Gallagher 
managed to retain the blouse, trousers 
and cap, which he continued to wear 
during the succeeding years, renewing 
them from discarded uniforms from 
time to time. 

By acting as a messenger Gallagher 
Managed to eke out a living, and he 
came to be known for his trustworthi- 
ness and honesty. He was at times 
entrusted with considerable sums of 
money by some savings banks for de- 
livery to contractors and other busi- 
mess men. He usually carried a stone 
for protection. 

When a boy Gallagher was consid- 
ered one of the brightest pupils in the 
parochial school of St. Patrick’s Pro- 
Cathedral in Mulberry Street. His 
tutor was Father J. F. Kerney, who 
died three years ago. His education, 
however, was halted by diphtheria, and 
after his recovery he did not return to 
school but took odd jobs in the district. 
He saw the neighborhood change from 
an Irish to a Chinese and Italian dis- 
trict. 

A few weeks ago he contracted bron- 
chitis, which developed into pneu- 
monia, and he was taken to Bellevue 
Hospital. Physicians discovered he 
had tuberculosis, and he was taken to 
Welfare Island, where he died on Mon- 
day. 

A requiem mass will be said for him 
today at 10 o’clock by the Rev. James 
J. Talbot in St. Patrick’s Pro-Cathe- 
dral. Interment will be in Calvary 
Cemetery. 


BALTO NOT NOME HERO DOG. 


Seppala Says Husky Named Fox 
Was Leader of His Team.

BOSTON, March 8.—Before leaving 
Boston for Poland Springs, Me., this 
evening Leonhard Seppala, famous 
musher of the Northwest, declared 
that a thoroughbred husky named Fox, 
and not Balto, was leader of his dog 
team which rushed diphtheria antitoxin 
to Nome, Alaska, during the epidemic 
there in 1925. 

Seppala stated that Balto had been 
erroneously proclaimed the hero by the 
overzealous press agents. He original- 
ly told newspaper men, Seppala said, 
that Fox was the dog, but they sent 
out stories that it was Balto because 





the name appealed to them. He threw. 


up his hands after trying to correct 
them and let the world believe it was 
Balto. 

Seppala said tonight that Balto was 
owned and brought up by him, but was 
discarded when he selected the dogs 
for his team because he had reason to 
believe that Balto, being a ‘‘cut’” dog 
and not a thoroughbred husky, would 
not be equal to the task ahead. 

His attention was drawn to a report 
that Balto, together with six team- 
mates, had been discovered in a dime 
museum in Los Angeles. 

“I don’t know where Balto is now,’ 
he said. ‘‘But I do know that after 
the race to Nome he was sold with 
some other dogs to a man named Sol 
Lesser of California.’’ 

This statement by Seppala discount- 
ed a prevalent report that Balto died 
from a frozen lung after the finish of 
the race into Nome. 


STYLES HIT TEXTILE TRADE. 


Courtauld Lays Overproduction to 
Women Wearing Less Clothes.

LONDON, March 8.—The fact that 
women were wearing less clothes was 
held responsible for the unsatisfactory 
condition of the American textile trade 
last year by Samuel Courtauld, in his 
speech at the annual meeting of Court- 
auld’s, Limited, artificial silk manu- 
facturers. 

The expansion of manufacturing 
capacity which had taken place in the 
United States in the past few years, 
he said, happened to coincide with a 
striking change in the nature of 
women’s dresses, with the inevitable 
result that there had been overproduc- 
tion all round. 

The change lay in the fact that 
women were wearing so much less than 
they did a few years ago, he added, 
and in the United States this change 
had gone through all classes and the 
decrease per head in the weight of 
consumption was remarkable.

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RACE TRACK BETTING 


CHIEF KENTUCKY ISSUE} 





Both Parties Face Split..Over 
Proposal to Abolish the Pari- 
Matuel Machines.

LOUISVILLHB, Ky., March 8.—The 
big issue in the State political cam- 
paign this year will be legalized bet- 
ting—that is, whether the new Legis- 
lature, to be elected in the Fall, shall 
repeal the law which permits pari-mu- 
tuel machines at race tracks. Both 
parties face a split over the question, 
as betting has thousands ~f backers in 
the ra .ks of each side. 

Robert T. Crowe, one of the three 
candidates for. the Democratic nomi- 
nation for Governor, is the only one 
who has come out flatly for legalized 
race track betting. Neither Lieut. 
Gov. Denhardt nor Auditor Shanks, 
his opponents, have had anything to 
say publicly on the subject. 

Robert H. Lucas of Louisville, lead- 
ing candidate mentioned so far for the 
Republican Gubernatorial nomination, 
is quoted as having said: 

“Continuation of th law providing 
for legalized race track sambling is 
indefensible. It encourages and stimu- 
lates gambling, It does not benefit 
business, but, on the contrary, de- 
moralizes and disorganizes the 2m- 
ployes of business institutions in cities 
where races are held. Merchants com- 
plain that during and following race 
meets people buy less and are slower 
in paying their bills.”’ 

Those against repeal of the legal bet- 
ting law declare such action would 
destroy the thoroughbred horse indus- 
try in Kentucky, held to be worth 
many millions of dollars to the State. 


DISCUSSES HEALS OF PRESS 


Victor Ridder Tells Social Workers 
Newspapers Aren’t “Depraved.’’ 


“It is the newspaper with the high- 
est ideals that in the long run is 
most successful,’’ said Victor Ridder 
last night at a meeting of the Brook- 
lyn Neighborhood Association, a wel- 
fare workers’ organization, held in 
the Central Y. M. C. A., Brooklyn. 
Mr. Ridder is Vice President of the 
New York State Department of Chari- 
ties, a member of the State Probation 
Commission and Treasurer of The 
Staats-Herold Corporation, which pub- 
lishes two German language papers. 

He said publishers and editors should 
set as the standard for what was to 
appear in their papers that which 
they would wish their children to read. 
He said he thought the ‘‘playing up’’ 
of crime news was sometimes due to 
the constant pressure and rush en- 
tailed in getting a paper on the 
presses. He declared that there had 
been an immense improvement in the 
“kind of stuff the papers carry,’’ in 
the last twenty-five years. 

“The so-called depravities of the 
press, so loudly bewailed by certain 
people, are not depravities,’”’ he said. 
“They are merely differences of opin- 
ion as to what makes right or wrong.’”’ 

Mr. Ridder suggested that news con- 
cerning such unfortunate incidents as 
the murder of a young, unwedded mo- 
ther at Red Bank, N. J., the day be- 
fore yesterday be ‘‘played up’’ to 
show the disastrous results of tam- 
pering with the social laws rather 
than from the side which showed this 
tampering in all its lurid details.

HYPNOTIZED BY RADIO. 











Man Put in Trance 10 Miles From 


Station WHN, Editor Says. 


The experiment scheduled in Boston 
tonight to see whether a hypnotist can 
influence subjects over the radio will 
not be the first of its kind, Hugo 
Gernsback, editor of the magazine Sci- 
ence and Invention, said yesterday, 
telling of a successful test in New 
York City on July 14, 1923. 

Mr. Gernsback said that Joseph Dun- 
ninger, a hypnotist, who conducts the 
department of magic for Science and 
Invention, speaking through the air 
from Station WHN, then located at 
Ridgewood, L. I., hypnotized Leslie B. 
Duncan at the Science and Invention 
offices, 53 Park Place, Manhattan, ten 
miles from the broadcasting station. 

“By direct command over the radio,”’ 
said Mr. Gernsback, “‘Dunninger put 
Duncan into a state of trance from 
which he could not be aroused by ordi- 
nary means. Duncan’s body was then 
placed over two chairs, forming a hu- 
man bridge, and. Joseph H. Kraus, 
field editor of Science and Invention, 
was able to sit on the improvised 
bridge. Further tests of Duncan’s hyp- 
notic state then followed, such as 
plunging a sterilized needle into his 
arm, and this did not cause the subject 
to wince at all. When the needle was 
withdrawn no blood whatsoever issued 
from Duncan’s wound. This was the 
first time that radio hypnotism was 
ever attempted, and the results were 
acclaimed as being entirely successful.”

LONDON, March 8.—Walter Leaf, 
who was famous not only as a finan- 
cier, but as a Greek scholar, died this 
afternoon at the age of 75 at Torquay, 
where he had gone for his health. He 
was Chairman of the Westminster 
Bank. With Andrew Lang and Ernest 
Myers he made a notable translation of 
the Iliad. Besides his command of the 
ancient languages he spoke Persian, 
Russian and Italian. He was a gradu- 
ate of Harrow and Trinity College, 
Cambridge. As an alpine climber he 
made many notable ascensions. 





Walter Leaf was Chairman of the 
Westminster Bank, one of the oldest 
and most influential of the “Big Five’”’ 
banking institutions of the United 


Kingdom. For forty years he was an 
influential figure in British finance and 
had held many important offices in 
banking and commercial organizations. 
He was well known to many interna- 
tional bankers on this side of the At- 
lantic, who made a point of always 
visiting him on their London visits to 
learn his views of the financial situ- 
ation. He last visited the United States 
in 1923, having previously come here 
often as a younger man. 

Entering the firm of Leaf & Sons in 
1877, Mr. Leaf served as its Chairman 
from 1888 to 1892. He was one of the 
founders of the London Chamber of 
Commerce, later holding its Chair- 
manship, as he did of the Committee 
of London Clearing Banks. He was a 
former President of the Institute of 
Bankers, Chairman of the British 
‘National Committee of the Inter- 
national Chamber of Commerce, and 
President of that chamber in 1925-26. 

At the annual meeting of the Classi- 
cal Association at Cambridge in Au- 
gust, 1921, President Leaf said in his 
address that classical education was 
the best training for the realities of 
life. Throughout his own long and 
distinguished career in finance he 
never relaxed his interest in the 
classics. When his ‘Little Poems 
from the Greek’? appeared in 1922, 
Henry Bell, another banker, greeted 
him in The Spectator with his verse: 
For while we see 

Crowns drop from kingly heads, and canker 
Attack the hereditary tree, 

Yet there is left one Leaf to be 
At once a Poet and a Banker, 

The list of Mr. Leaf’s publications 
includes a score of books, of which his 
translation of the Iliad is perhaps the 
best known. It has been called the 
“most readable, most accurate and 
most artistic English version.” He 
was married in 1894 to Charlotte 
Symonds, daughter of James Adding- 
ton Symonds, historian of the Italian 
Renaissance. They had a son and a 
daughter. Mr. Leaf was formerly 
President: of the Hellenic Society and 
of the Alpine Club. He named as his 
recreations ‘‘mountaineering, 
photography, traveling, 
motoring.” 


INSPECTS KING’S STAMPS. 


Belgian Queen Is Interested in the 
British Monarch’s Album. 
LONDON, March 8 (#).—During her 
recent week-end visit to Buckingham 
Palace, Queen Elizabeth of Belgium 
made a point of examining King 

George’s stamp album. 

The King has been an ardent stamp 
collector all his life and his collection 
contains many specimens bought with 
money ‘“‘saved up’’ for the purpose 
during his boyhood. 

Queen Elizabeth is a keen philatelist, 
as also is the Queen of Italy. Not long 
ago the Queen of the Belgians ob- 
tained as complete a set as possible 


of Belgian stamps and sent them to 
the other Queen-collector. 


PANAMA STATESMAN DIES.

In 1908 Sefior Arias was Constitu- 
tional candidate for President, but 
withdrew on the eve of the elections 
to avert American intervention.

Throughout the evening a con- 
tinuous line of men and women, esti- 
mated at more than 5,000, filed past it.

42 YEARS IN THE FAR EAST 





Was Coming Home on a Furlough, 
Owing to the Disturbed 
Conditions In China.

PHILADELPHIA, March 8.—Dr. 
William E. Hoy, missionary of the 
Reformed Church in China and Japan 
for forty-two years, died at sea while 
coming home on a furlough given him 
recently because of chaotic conditions 
in the Province of Hunan, according 
to a telegram received from Seattle 
today by Dr. Allen R. Bartholomew, 
Secretary of the Church’s Board of 
Foreign Missions. 

Dr. Hoy, formerly of Philadelphia, 
was one of the founders of the North 
Japan College at Sendai, and estab- 
lished the Hupig Christian College at 
Yochow City, China. He spent fifteen 
years in Japan and more than twenty- 
five in China in missionary work. 

Mrs. Hoy, who was accompanying 
her husband, together with their 
daughter, Gertrude, on the homeward 
voyage, was the first Principal of the 
Miyagi College at Sendai. 

Dr. Hoy leaves two other children. 
He was a graduate of Franklin and 
Marshall College at Lancaster, Pa. 
Funeral services will be held in the 
Reformed Church of Mifflinburg, Pa., 
next Sunday.

Enraged because William Greenthal, 
a.lawyer of 277’ Broadway,had not 
conducted to ‘his satisfaction :a suit 
against a’ farmer for alienating ‘the 
affections of his wife, Carl Bochaw, a 
cabinet-maker of . 255 Hast’ Seventy- 
eighth Street, entered the lawyer’s of- 
fice y~sterday and fired three shots at 
Greenthal, none of which took effect. 

Supreme Court Justice McCook had 
dismissed Bochaw's suit ‘against ‘Fred 
Meyer, a farmer, of Clintondale, N. Y., 
on Feb. 23, last, .fter Greenthal had 
failed to call to.the stand Mrs. Bochaw, 
whom the plaintiff charged, had eloped 
with "Meyer and” takeh along their 
eight-year-olc daughter. , 

Yesterday Bochaw

The 
second grazed his coat and shattered a 
window. Greenthal dodged around a 
table, meantime telling -Bochaw, 
“Everything's ‘all right. Dop’t get so 
excited.”’ ; 

Suddenly he darted out the door, 
slammed it, then tried to hold it shut 
with the assista::ce of Miss Sharfran. 
The shots caused pandemonium in the 
halls. Persons rushed in from. other 
offices. _Bochaw fired a third shot 
t-rough the door. 

Then he strained at the doorknob and 
reiterated his inténtion of ‘killing the 


time the. superintendent - had: learned 
of the fracas and called Patrolman 
James Taylor of Traffic A, stationed at 
Chambers Street and Broadway. 

Bochaw left the door for a moment, 
seized a heavy office chair, and 
started to batter down the partition. 
He shattered glass. As he was about to 
raise the chair for another blow the 
sight of Patrolman Taylor in the outer 
doorway‘ caused him to hesitate. Miss 
Sharfran and Greenthal promptly re- 
linguished the doorknob and raced out 
of the room. 

Leveling his . pistol, Taylor de- 
manded, ‘‘What’s the idea?’ 

“Don’t shoct, officer, Don’t shoot!” 
pleaded Bochaw, and surrendered. De- 
tectives found his pistol behind a filing 
cabinet and lockec him up on charges 
of felonious assault with intent to kill 
and violation of the Sullivan law. 


NEW FIRE HAZARD SEEN. 


Underwriters Urge Protection Dur- 
ing Erection of Skyscrapers. 
The New York Board of Fire Under- 
writers, in a circular to architects, 
builders and engineers, has suggested 
that first-aid fire. appliances be in- 
stalled in the fire resistive structures 

in course of eréction. 

“The present-day fire resistive build- 
ing, generally speaking, covers con- 
siderable area and extends many 
stories in height,’’ the board said. 
“‘There is more or less general use of 
open salamanders for temporary heat- 
ing,, practically a universal practice of 
smoking by workmen, together with a 
necessarily large amount of furnish- 
ings and equipment packed in. straw 
or other combustible materials on the 
floors and in the workmen’s. shanties, 
which present no mean fire hazard.”’ 

The board suggests that ‘‘a yeason- 
able equipment of first-aid fire ap- 
pliances’’ should include at least one 
fire extinguisher on each temporary 
elevator and similar extinguishers in 
the workmen’s shanty and places used 
for unpacking furnishings and equip- 
ment, a 33-40 gallon chemical extin- 





and barrels .containing non-freezing 
solutions with three fire pails at each 
barrel.

George McManus, cartoonist, would 
like to meet the person who is calling 
himself Mr. McManus and cashing 
worthless checks.

Justice Then Denies Injunction 
to Protect Liveright in 
Reproducing Play. 





UPHOLDS LITERARY QUALITY 





But Views Theme as Harmful to 
Some Persons in Audience 
Who Should Be Guarded. 


DECISION TO BE APPEALED 





Justice Glennon Denies Motion of 
Two “Virgin Man’. Producers 
for a Trial by. Jury. 


Supreme Court Justice Jeremiah A. 
Mahoney ruled yesterday .that ‘The 
Captive’”’ was immoral and refused to 
grant an injunction preventing the 
District Attorney, the police and others 
from interfering with the effort of 
Horace B,. Liveright to produce it. 
Mr. Liveright and his counsel, Arthur 
Garfield Hays, said that they would 
appeal immediately. — 

Justice Mahoney deplored the fact 
that he was called on to pass judg- 
ment on the ‘decency of ‘‘The Captive,” 
holding that the proper authority on 
standards of decency was a jury. 

Justice Mahoney gave the opinion 
that the drama had excellent literary 
quality and that it might not harm a 
mature and intelligent audience. On 
the other hand, he held that it might 
have dangerous effects on some per- 
sons in an indiscriminate, cosmopolitan 
audience. The law recognized, he said, 
that some people must be -protected 
‘from their very selves.” On that 
ground, he held that the police and 
the District Attorney had acted cor- 
rectly in seeking to stop ‘‘The Cap- 
tive’? and to prevent its revival. 


Calls Jury More Competent. 


“Under ordinary circumstances,” 
said Justice Mahoney, “it is with dif- 
fidence that a Judge sitting in equity 
permits himself to pass upon the ques- 
tion of whether or not any play or 
book is. obscene, because it must be 


conceded that, in view of our mixed 
population, such a question can better 
be passed upon by a jury drawn from 
those of varied experiences and en- 
gaged in different occupations.” 

Justice Mahoney’s opinion on 
whether a Judge or jury should pass 
on such questions was the fourth pro- 
nouncement on that subject from the 
bench within the last two weeks. Two 
Judges have held that such cases 
should be submitted to juries; two 
Judges have held that such cases 
should be decided by the three Judges 
of Special Sessions. One of the four 
Judges to pass on this question was 
Supreme Court Justice Edward “J? 
Giennen, who yesterday ruled exactly 
contrary to the opinion of Justice Ma- 
honey. : 

Justice Glennon heard argument in 
favor of the transfer of the cases of 
Mack Cohan and Jacob Kromberg, 
producers of ‘‘The Virgin Man,” from 
Special Sessions to General Sessions. 
It was argued by counsel for Cohan 
and Kromberg that twelve men of va- 
ried occupations and experience could 
determine the community standard of 
decency better than the Justices of 
Special Sessions. 

“Motion is denied,” said Justice 

* Glennon. “I think Special Sessions 
should hear the cases.” 

In the two earlier decisions on this 
subject Supreme Court Justice Bijur 
held that trial for producing immoral 
drama should take place before a jury 
and Judge William Allen of General 
Sessions gave the contrary ruling. 


Read the Play to Decide. 


Though holding that a jury could 
determine the issue more satisfactorily 
than he could, Justice Mahoney said 
the action of Mr. Liveright in seeking 
the injunction compelled the Court to 
pass on the question. 

“A reading of the play,” the opin- 
ion continues, ‘‘justifies the claim for 
it made by the plaintiff that, as a 
written production, it possesses ex- 
traordinary literary merit. Further- 
more, such a conclusion is but a nat- 
ural one in view of the reputation en- 
joyed by the author in his native land, 
both as a writer and a playwright. 
Literary merit alone, however, cannot 
be the real test to apply in deter- 
mining whether or not a play violates 
the statute against obscenity. Neither 
should ‘the test be that the play has 
succeeded in other lands and has in 
such places won full approval.” 

Justice Mahoney then quoted a deci- 
sion by former Supreme Court Justice 
Wagner in a decision relating to the 
possession of an obscene book. He 
then continues: 

“Plaintiff, however, does not claim 
that literary excellence or success 
abroad should be the actual tests, but 
he claims that if this play is to be con- 
demned it will be solely on account of 
its theme and not on account of the 
way it is. written or acted. It is 
claimed there are no obscene or inde- 
cent passages in the written play nor 
any objectionable acting in the play 
as produced on the stage. 


Must Weigh All Factors. 
“TI have reached the conclusion that 


the theme and the manner of produc-. 


tion cannot be separated in any de- 


termination as to the character of this 
play. I must consider together the 
theme, the passage as written and the 
play as produced and from them de- 
termine whether or not the law has 
been violated.” 

Justice Mahoney quoted from a de- 
cision of People vs. Muller, which re- 
lated to an obscene book corrupting 
those who read it. He said the views 
expressed in that decision had never 
been repealed or modified by the Court 
of Appeals. 

The Justice also cited the case of 
People vs. Seltzer, and continued: 

“Is, therefore, the tendency of ‘The 
Captive’ to deprave or corrupt those 
whose- minds are open to such im- 
moral influences and who might come 
in contact with it, and, as was prop- 
erly stated in the People vs. Seltzer 
keeping in full view the consideration 
that the statute looks to the protec- 
tion, not of the mature and intelligent, 
with minds strengthened to withstand 
the influence of the prohibited data, 
but of the young and immature, the 
ignorant and sensually inclined?’ I 
feel that, in answering this question, 
I might almost take judicial notice of 
the character of the average New York 
City theatre audience, particularly 
such an audience as would be attract- 
ed to and by a play of the type of ‘The 
Captive.’ ”’

Prohibition Is Proposed. . 
. For New Australian Capital 


MELBOURNE, “Australia, March 
8 (#).—The Australian Board of 
Commissioners has’ Tecommended 
that the Federal Government make 
Canberra, the new capital,‘ either a 
prohibition area or that it should 
inaugurate a system of licensing 
hotels with the licenses turned over 
to a company formed especially to 
supply the retail liquor trade. 

The board, adds that the experi- 
ence regarding withholding of Ii- 
censes shows that increased intem- 
perance results and that workers 
are encouraged to make pilgrimages 
to hotels in adjoining towns. 














Saturday night, Feb. 5, were under 25 
years of age.

“IT can readily realize,’’: continued 
Justice Mahoney, ‘‘that an audience of 
intelligent and*mature minds could not 
possibly be swayed or -influenced-by 
any portrayal of a theme or charac- 
ters, no matter how_ obscene, but the 
ordinary and average gatherings of 
human beings in a cosmopolitan city 
like this are not of such a nature and 
the law recognizes the fact that many 
people must be protected from their 
very selves. 

*““Taking into consideration the nat- 
ural effect and tendency of this play, 
I readily have reached the conclusion 
that it does offend the statute against 
the obscene drama. 

“The Police Department,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘so far as this case is con- 
cerned, has only acted in such man- 
ner as would entitle it to the esteem 
and approval of all self-respecting cit- 
izens who love this city for what it is 
and what they hope it always shall be. 


Cites Liveright’s Purchase. 


“It is also to be noted that this 
Plaintiff did not purchase the rights 
of ‘The Captive’ until the officials of 
the city had interferred with and 
stopped its production. For such acts of 
defendants he has not proven just 
cause for complaint. For such alleged 
threatened acts as may have taken 
place since his purchase he has not 
shown himself entitled to the Court’s 
intervention by injunction. 

“The plaintiff cannot in any way 
justly claim in the production of the 


play he is attempting to elevate the 
stage or improve tne morals of our 
citizens by showing them what they 
should avoid. This play was prac- 
tically put off the stage when he en- 
tered upon the scene. May we not 
justly conclude that his only interest 
is one based on hope of increasing: his 
returns due to the notoriety and pub- 
licity this play has received? Motion 
is denied with $10 costs.’”’ 

Justice Mahoney also denied to Mr. 
Liveright an tnjunction against the 
Waldorf Theatre Company to compel 
that concern to allow him to produce 
“The Captive’ in the Waldorf Thea- 
tre. The Justice in his decision said 
that, in view of the decision reached 
by him in the other case, that the 
play violated the penal law against 
obscene and immoral plays,. he would 
refuse an injunction against the thea- 
tre concerned. 

On hearing the decision, Mr. Hays, 
céunse] for Mr. Liveright, said: 

“We are disappointed in the result, 
but at the same time glad to get a 
judicial determination of the charac- 
ter of the appeal. We sought to get 
a clean bill of health before attempt- 
ing to produce the play. We will 
appeal and make another effort to get 
a clean bill of health. No attempt, 
however, will be made to produce the 
play in the meantime, in the face of 
this decision.’’

ARRESTS STOP SHOW 
AT JACKSON, MISS. 


Manager, 16 Men and 41 Girls in 
a ‘Music Box Revue’ Accused 
of Improper Performance.

JACKSON, Miss., March 8.—George 
E. Wintz, manager of a New York 
musical comedy company playing in 
what is known as “The Music Box 
Revue,’”’ was placed under arrest to- 
day and warrants were issued for six- 
teen men and forty-one girls of the 
company because of an alleged im- 
proper performance in the Century 
Theatre here last night. 

The men were accused of causing the 
girls to appear insufficiently clad and 
the girls were charged with exposing 
themselves in a public place. Each 
member of the company will be re- 
quired to give $500 bond for appear- 
ance in court. 

The play had already caused indigna- 
tion among the clubwomen of Clarks- 
dale. The prosecution here was insti- 
gated by R. E. Kennington, a business 
man, who is one of the joint lessees 
of the Century Theatre. 

“I am acting in the capacity of a 
private citizen,”” Mr. Kennington said. 
“I witnessed the performance last 
night and its was one of the dirtiest 
shows I ever have seen on any stage. 

“The time is at hand for Jackson to 
go'on record and declare that it will 
not tolerate such productions. It is 


my purpose, if possible, to prevent by 
legal process the production of this 
show anywhere in the State of Missis- 


sippi.”’ 

District Attorney John H. Howie said 
that if arrests of the performers did 
not stop the show he would resort to 
an injunction process. 

An effort was made by the Saenger 
Amusement. Company, owner of the 
Century Theatre, to adjust the matter 
out of court through an offer to tone 
down tonight’s production, but this 
was flatly refused by District Attorney 

Howie and Mr. Kennington.

There were five hold-ups in this city 
yesterday.

A 
confederate escaped in the crowd. »The 
man caught in the chase. described 
himself as Frederick Greenfield, 27 
years old, of 1,367 Plimpton Avenue, 
the Bronx. He was locked in the West 
Thirtieth Street station charged with 
assault and robbery. 

Four Are Trussed Up. 

Maxwell Miller, the manager, and 
Nathan Fischer, a clerk at the McAn 
store at 109 Eighth Avenue, were pre- 
paring to close the shoe shop for the 
day, while two painters were on a 
scaffolding in the rear, finishing paint- 
ing a wall, when two men entered. 
One man held his right hand in his 
overcoat and ordered Miller and 
Fischer to the rear of the store, and 
commanded the painters to descend 
from the scaffold. The second man 
produced a long coil of rope from be- 
neath his overcoat, and Miller, Fischer 
and the painters were trussed up. 

When one painter complained the 
rope cut his legs, Greenfield, the police 
say, seized a paint brush, dipped it in 
a can of green paint and slapped it 
over the mouth and eyes of each of 
the four men. . 

He then turned to the cash register, 
took $38 and with his confederate ran 
out. A painter’s helper in the base- 
ment, hearing the commotion, came 
upstairs in time to see the two men 
going through the door. He dashed 
after them, calling ‘‘Stop thief!” 

Once outside the two hold-up men 
separated. One was lost to sight, but 
Greenfield ran north on Eighth Ave- 
nue. Patrolmen John Zahn and George 
Rose of the West Thirtieth Street Sta- 
tion and Thomas J. O’Shea of Traffic 
B hearing the outcry closed in on the 
fleeing man. The fugitive turned east 
into Fifteenth Street where Zahn 
caught him. 

James Brewster, 38 years old, said 
to have been the confederate, was ar- 
rested last night at his homie, 258 West 
Fifteenth Street. 

In the Harlem hold-up, Ansel Lon- 
don, 27 years old, a negro, who was 
arrested in bed at 3 East 132d Street, 
was chopped in the face with a 
hatchet wielded by William Lee, a 
proprietor of a laundry at 2,253 Sev- 
enth Avenue. London, the police say, 
entered the laundry about 8 o'clock 
yesterday morning, drew a pistol and 
bound Sam Lee, another proprietor. 
He then took $9.31 from the cash till 
and was attacked by William Lee. 
He fired two shots at William which 
went wild and then forced Thomas 
Richardson, a negro taxicab chauf- 
feur, to drive him to the East 132d 
Street address. 

Richardson told Patrolman Novin of 
the West 135th Street station what 
had taken place.

HEIR TO $15,000,000 
EXPLAINS BEQUEST 


Walker Testifies in Ellison Suit 
That His Employer Had 
Confidence in Him. 








DENIES INJURING PLAINTIFF 





He Admits. Giving $4,500,000 to 
Nephew Searles Disliked 
Because of Fear of Sult. 





Arthur T. Walker, former secretary 
to Edwaru F. Searles and heir to $15,- 
000,000 under his will, testified yester- 


day before Supreme Court Justice 
Townley and a_ jury in the suit of 
oe Milton “"llison against him. 
Ellison, who’ was Mr. _ Searles’s 
protégé, seeks to recover the sum Mr. 
Walker got from the Searles estate 
on the ground of conspiracy. Mr. 
Walker testified that he never sought 
to be named as chief legatee or to 
turn the millionaire recluse against 
the former Murray Hill Hotel eleva- 
tor operator. 

Mr. Walker said he received the 
residue because of Mr. Searles’s confi- 
dence in him. He said he was born 
in 1877, had taught school, and had 
been secretary to several other busi- 
ness men before he was employed by 
Mr. Searles in 1910 as a stenographer 
at $2,500 a year. His vacations were 
spent at the Summer homes of Mr. 
Searles. He got his first promotion in 
1916 when he was appointed to take 
charge of the Searles interests in New 
York at $10,000 a year. Mr. Searles 
displayed his faith in him by entrust- 
ing him with the details of a $1,500,- 
000. gift to the University of Cali- 
fornia in 1918, Mr. Walker said. 


Employer Destroyed Old Will. 


Mr. Walker testified that in 1919, 
when Mr. Searles decided to make a 
new will naming Mr. Walker as chief 
heir, his employer dramatically tore up 
a previous will naming some business 
associates as his heirs. Mr. Walker 
denied that during the final illness of 
Mr. Searles he tried to keep Ellison 
from seeing the sick man, as the 
plaintiff has testified. 

Mr. Walker was shown a piece of 
paper which he identified as a page 
upon which he had written instruc- 
tions given by Mr. Searles the day 
before the 1919 will was made, setting 
forth the plans of the millionaire’ to 
name ‘Mr. Walker residuary legatee 
and for giving Ellison either $10,000 
in cash to set him up in business or 
to provide a college education for him. 
He said that under the directions of 
Mr. Searles he typed the outline of the 
new will which made him chief heir. 

Under cross-examination Mr. Walker 
was asked concerning the letters 
written by Mr. Searles to Ellison in- 
dicating some degree of affection for 
Ellison. 

“I don’t think he signed any letters 
paternally,’”’ he said. 

When shown several letters indicat- 
ing affection, and asked if he wouldn’t 
call it paternal, Mr. Walker said: 

“I wouldn't. From what Mr. Searles 
said to me he regarded it differently. 
The first time he ever signed a letter 
that way he looked up and said, ‘That 
will please Angie. because he some- 
times calls me Daddie.’”’ 


Kept Ellison From Film Work. 


The witness told of conferences he 
had with Ellison as to the latter’s 
future. 

“Angie wanted to be a movie director 
like D. W. Griffith, but I realized that 
it was impoffible and told him so,” 
said Mr. Walker. ‘‘He also told me he 
wanted to be a cowboy and have a 
ranch out West, but I told him real 
cowboys were different from those if 
the moving pictures.” 

Walker denied again that he had 
made any attempt to keep Ellison from 
seeing Mr. Searles during the last few 
weeks of the recluse’s life. 

“Did you advise him not to visit 
Searles?’’ he was asked. 

“No,” was the reply; “I had no 
right or business to make such:a sug- 
gestion.”’ 

The witness asserted again, as he 
had in testimony given before trial, 
that he had not been: particularly anx- 
ious to be named the sole heir to the 
residuary estate. 

“I didn’t care to be hampered with 
the responsibility of having so much 
money,’’ he said. { 

Questioned as to why he had given 
$4,500,000 of his inheritance to Albert 
Victor Searles, a nephew whom the 
dead man disliked, Mr. Walker was 
slow in replying. 


Feared Loss of His Legacy. 


‘“‘Wasn’t Albert Victor -Searles the 
last person on earth your former em- 
ployer would want to give a large sum 
of money?” he was asked. 

“Well, I knew Mr. Searles had a 
great dislike for him,” -was the answer. 

*“‘Wasn’t it. a fact,’ Attorney Aarons 
asked, ‘‘that the thing that made you 


so solicitous was a fear that you would 
lose your legacy?’’ 
“Yes,” Walker replied hesitantly,” 
“but that was a minor consideration.”’ 
The trial will continue today.

YOUNG VANDERBILT 
GETS NEW LAWYER 


Breaks With Malone Over a 
Proposal From Parents and 
Engages Max D. Steuer. 








ASSERTS HE REJECTED LOAN 





Offered $150,000 on $1,000,000 
Security to Meet Claims in ‘Tab- 
lold Newspaper Crash, He Says. 





Cornelius Vanderbilt Jr. has released 
Dudley Field Malone as his attorney 
in efforts to settle the financial diffi- 
culties brought about by the collapse 
of the Vanderbilt tabl@d newspaper 
enterprises, and has engaged Max D. 
Steuer in his place, it was learned yes- 
terday. 

This was confirmed by Mr.. Vander- 
bilt and Mr. Steuer in New York, and 
by cable from Mr. Malone, who is now 
in Paris. The change in attorneys 
took place about six weeks ago, shortly 
before Mr. Malone sailed. 

According to Mr. Vanderbilt, the 
change arose over negotiations which 
‘are going on between Mr. Malone and 
attorneys for his parents, looking to- 
ward a settlement of the claims of 
creditors of his enterprises in Cali- 
fornia. He said his differences with 
Mr. Malone grew out of these negotia- 
tions. : 

“No formal agreement had. been 
reached,’”’ Mr. Vanderbilt said, ‘‘but 
Mr. Malone consented to submit the 
proposal of my family’s lawyers to 
me. This proposed settlement would 
have amounted only to $150,000, of 
which $60,000 would have gone for 
counsel fees, toward total obligations 
of more than $3,000,000. My parents’ 
attorneys proposed to pay certain 
guaranteed claims and interest on 
others, but they refused to pay the 
full amount of the guarantees, and 
made no provision for the regular 
stockholders. Such a scheme left out 
altogether the people.of small means 
who invested their money in my en- 
terprises. 

“The payments suggested, further- 
more, would not have settled even 
the claims t~- which they applied, but 
would have simply meant paying out 
interest while the claims remained as 
large as ever. I felt, too, that $60,000 
for counsel fees was exorbitant. . 

‘““My parents’ lawyers proposed to 
advance this $150,000 to me, taking as 
security funds to come to me from my 
grandparents under two wills. One of 
these was for $500,000 and the other 
was for interest on $500,000. A million 
dollars’ security for a loan of $150,000 
is rather high. 

“The negotiations looking to this 
$150,000 settlement had been going on 
for eight months and then were pre- 
sented with the demand that I give 
my answer in twenty-four hours.”

ANOTHER IN KANSAS TOWN 





Princetonian . Formally . Expresses 
Sympathy . to. . Family of 
Bruce F. Wilson.

PRINCETON, N. J., March 8.—De- 
spondent because of hopeless ilinéss, 
Bruce Frederick Wilson, twenty-year- 
old honor student in Princeton Uni- 
versity, committed suicide ‘in :his dor- 
mitory room this morning: by hanging 
after he had swallowed poison. He 
left no message. ; 

Wilson’s death was the second sui- 
cide at Princeton and the twenty-sixth 
student suicide at American universi- 
ties, colleges and lower schools’ since 
Jan. 1. There were seven such deaths 
in January, thirteen in February and 
six so far this month. Twenty-one vic- 
tims were boys or young men; five 
were girls. Thirteen suicides‘ occurred 
in colleges or universities, thirteen in 
lower institutions. Thirteen ended their 
lives by shooting, five by poison, four 
by gas; two by throwing themselves 
under trains and two by hanging. They 
chose to die fram varied motives, rang- 
ing from failure in studies to over- 
study, from physical illness to neurotic 
maladjustments. ; 

Wilson’s body was found in his room 
at Hamilton Hall by John Tindall, the 
janitor, when the latter entered to 
clean the room. The student had tied 
@ rope to the radiator and had run it 
over the curtain rod, which had al- 
most broken under the strain of his 
body. An overturned couch indicated 
that after standing on it and adjusting 
the noose Wilson had kicked it from 
beneath him. On a table near by stood 
a half empty bottle of iodine. 


Contemplated Act for Some Time. 


The rope used by Wilson to hang 
himself was three-quarters of an inch 
thick. A clerk in a local hardware 
store told the authorities tonight that 
he had sold twenty-five feet of such 
rope to. a Princeton student last Satur- 
day. This indicated that Wilson had 
contemplated suicide for some time. 
He obtained permission last week to 
take his meals outside of the university 
commons because of his physicial con- 
dition, which required a special diet. 

Some of Wilson’s classmates thought 
his suicide might be attributed to dis- 
appointment at his failure to win elec- 
tion to an upper class eating club. 
Yesterday was the opening day of the 
annual selections for these clubs from 
the sophomore class. Others thought 
that the purchase of the rope last Sat- 
urday disproved this theory. 

Dr. James Raycroft, director of phys- 
ical education at the university, said 
that he had examined Wilson and 
found him suffering from incurable in- 
testinal trouble. Inquiry among Wil- 
son’s classmates revealed that he had 
been morose and supersensitive, espe- 
cially recently, and had lived the life 
of a semi-recluse during the past few 
weeks. During the three terms he had 
been enrolled here he had been an 
honor student. He roomed alone on 
the third floor of the dormitory and 
took no part in extracurricular ac- 
tivities. 

In the mail slot in the door of his 
room was found an unopened telegram 
from his brother, Carl Vogt Wilson of 
New York, a graduate of’ Princeton in 
1925, announcing an intended visit to 
Princeton. The university authorities 
located the brother at the Princeton 
Club in New York. He came here this 
afternoon and a ed to have the 
body sent tonight to Louisville, Ky., 
the family home. He said his brother 
had been a chronic invalid since child- 
hood. Coroner Henry B. Bronson 
granted permission for the removal of 
the body after having pronounced a 
verdict of suicide. 


Sophomores Express Regret. 


The following expression of regret 
by the officers of the sophomore class, 
of which Wilson was a member, will 


appear tomorrow in.The Daily Prince- 
tonian, the university newspaper : 
‘“‘We of the class of ’29 wish to ex- 
press to the family of Bruce F. Wilson 
our sincere sympathy in their recent 
bereavement. . 
“J. V. QUARLES JR. 
“J. CAREY. 
“Ww. W. COCHRAN.” 
Wilson’s death is the first suicide by 
a Princeton undergraduate on record, 
although several graduate students 
have ended their lives in recent years. 
The last of the graduate student sui- 
cides was on Feb. 13, whey Martin A. 
Gearhart, 33, who had a wife and two 
children, killed himself by gas poison- 
ing.

Frederick Wilson was a son’of Carol 
C. Wilson, President of the Wilson 
Furniture Company here. Mr. and 
Mrs. Wilson were prostrated with grief 
when informed of their son’s death. 

Wilson was graduated from Louis- 
ville Male High School in June, 1925, 
with highest honors, according to Pro- 
fessor J. B. Carpenter, the principal.

ASBURY PARK, N. J., March 8.— 
The ‘current wave of student suicides 
in a large measure may be traced 
to a failure to make religious instruc- 
tion a.part of home life; to the stren- 
uousness and tenseness of modern life, 
and to an emphasis upen physical 
pleasures and material values, in the 
opinion of Bishop William F. Ander- 
son, The Bishop is presiding ‘at the 
ninety-first annual session of the New 
Jersey Conference of Methodist Epis- 
copal Churches which opened here to- 
night. 

Problems of youth will play a con- 
spicuous part in the deliberations of 
the conference, Bishop Anderson indi- 
cated. He said that in the epidemic 
of suicides the Church faced a prob- 


lem which should not be treated sole- 
ly fromthe dogmatic: viewpoint. 
Bishop Anderson has had a wide ex- 
perience with student: life. He is 
President'of the Board of Education of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, 'trus- 
tee of a number of colleges and former 
President of Boston University. 


Enumerates Three Theories. 


‘In my opinion,’ said the prelate, 
“there are thre@ conditions which the 
American people would do well to think 
about in connection with the recent 
epidemic of student suicides. I feel 
confident that one of the contributing 
causes. is the failure. of religious in- 
struction in the home. Young people 
who grow to manhood and womanhood 
without any relation to vital religion 
will be sure to hold life cheaply. 

“No people can be strong in public 
life if they are weak in private life. 
No nation can have strong institutions 
and ideals if religion be taboo in the 
early years of its young men and wo- 
men. ‘The home is*the basis: of or- 
ganized society. Unless the home be 
belted in the basic virtues the nation 
is doomed. ‘ ‘ 

“I would name as the second con- 
tributing cause of student suicides the 
strenuousness and tenseness of mod- 
ern life. Our young people are living 
too fast. They demand what they call 
a thrill, If they range the: whole 
gamut of life before they are out of 
their teens they are likely to feel that 
there is nothing left worth while. I 
never saw a city of 25,000 until I was 
over 20 years of age. 

“This tenseness destroys the relish 
for:normal happy enjoyment. The de- 


mand for amusement is altogether out 
of proportion to the demand for the 
solid things which make for character 
and the enrichment of the mind. 

“The third contributing cause is the 
emphagis upto: physical pleasures and 
material values. We have lost too 
largely the vision of the moral and 
many influences in our modern world 
contribute to this end. Sensationalism 
begets vicious taste. Valentino com- 
pletely overshadowed President : Eliot. 
That does not speak well of the esti- 
mate the public places’ on worth while 
services. 

‘“‘We must hark back to vital religion 
— downright godliness or we are 
ost.’

GIVES BEETHOVEN PROGRAM 


London String Quartet Finds 
Audience Highly Responsive. 
The London String Quartet, under 
the auspices of Mrs. Elizabeth Shurt- 
leff Coolidgé, delivered the second of 
its six Beethoven quartet recitals at 
Aeolian Hall last evening. It is the 
purpose of this organization to play 
the complete series of sixteen quartets 
and the Grosse Fugue by Beethoven in 
chronological order during this week.

The program last night consisted of 
Opus 18, No. 4, in C minor; No. 5, in 
A major, and No. 6, in B flat major, 
composed in 1800.

In the last act of ‘‘The Heaven-Tap- 
pers,’’ exposed at the Forrest last eve- 
ning, the playwright took revenge upon 
his two chief. culprits for their blas- 
phemies. He struck them blind. She 
who had already repented in her heart 
he mercifully forgave and rewarded 
with a huge, two-fisted mountaineer 
for husband. While the blasphemers 
throttled, gasped and wailed, doing 
penance for their base sins, the virtu- 
ous ones looked meekly toward the in- 
effable pleasures of rustic love amid 
the beauties of the Blue Ridge Moun- 
tains, where, at sunrise, the sweet 
birds twitter their merry roundelays. 
Briefly, the play was incredible. 

Not so much in the idea, however, s 
in the handling of it in drama. Con- 
ceivably, an amusing ironic comedy 
might be built from the raw materials 
of “The Heaven-Tappers.” According 
to the plot, three scoundrels with a 
sense of humor decide to swindle the 
Kentucky moonshiners out of their for. 
tunes by masquerading as prophets of 
a new religion. C' i in flowing robes, 
and speaking a sonorous gibberish 
composed of old tags of many dead and 
dying languages, these two rascals and 
their female spellbinder invade the 
danger zone of the moonshine distillers. 
Although the hard-hearted whisky 
merchants eye them incredulously, the 
latter-day prophets manage to hold 
their own by several eleventh-hour 
subteriuges. Written lightly, this situa- 
tion might yield sufficient < ‘usement. 

But Mr. and Mrs. Scarborough, the 
co-authors of the play, write haltingly 
with no clear purpose in mind; and in 
the last act, like the untutored hero 
of the moonshine-makers, they fall 
into their own trap. “The Heaven- 
Tappers’ becomes serious drama with 
moral retribution, turbid emotion, mag- 
nanimity, and pious supplications; and 
thus belatedly it puts an aureole 
around its own h Having tapped 
heaven maliciously for two acts, the 
play gradually breaks through into ce- 
lestial radiance. The wicked daughter 
of Jezebel, who heretofore has smoked 
cigarettes, powdered her nose and 
smeared her ape with rouge like any 
other tool of the devil, suddenly falls 
on her knees and casts her voluptuous 
eyes upon heaven. Humbled by this 
mark of repentance, one can only hope 
that she has made no mistake. One 
should strive only to fulfill one’s des- 
tiny in this lowly, transitory life on 
earth. Up to this moment “Red” Bel- 
wyn, as her loose companions dub her, 
has given every evidence of wearing 
scarlet more gracefully than wings. 


She may be lonely among the sera- 
phim. 

According to lobby tittle-tattle, ‘‘The 
Heaven-Tappers’ originated on the 
Coast and defied the course of empire 
by coming East. Louis Bennison, of 
the expansive teeth and French-Ca- 
nuck accent, played the moonshine 
there as well as here. Tempering 
his accent to the climate of Kentucky, 
he acts with the same unctuous and 
not unpleasing grace of his spruce- 
woods chopper in ‘The Virgin” of 
last season. Miss Lawrence does not 
seem particularly happy as the perfid- 
ious ‘‘Red” Belwyn. Miss Gerald and 
Miss Warrenton are sufficiently open- 
lunged to be good mountain-women. 
Mr. Able is amusing as a choleric par- 
alytic. 

About fifteen years ago Mr. Scar- 
borough startled the beneficent cffic- 
ers of the New York Police by writing 
a play of white slavery, entitled ‘‘The 
Lure.’’ He was reported to have gath- 
ered the material at first hand as a 
secret service operative. He is also 
the author of ‘‘Moonlight and Honey- 
suckle,’”” in which Ruth Chatterton 
played; and he has written extensively 
for the screen. Perhaps ‘The Heaven- 
Tappers’ may yet flicker on that re- 
ceptive surface. 


CONDEMNS THECHARLESTON

LEMBERG, March 8.—Dancing the 
Charleston is an unpardonable sin, in 
the viewpoint of Archbishop Twardow- 
ski of Eastern Poland. The prelate 
considers the American dance vulgar, 
ungraceful and indecent. 

An edict issued by the Archbishop 
today orders the clergy in his diocese 
to refuse absolution to women who 
confess indulging in this dance. The 
pastoral letter also condemns short 
skirts and modern vanity.

PIANIST DEFIES MISHAP. 


Arvid Samuelson Gives a Fine Re- 
cital Though Pedal Goes Wrong. 
Arvid Samuelson, American pianist, 

gave a recital at Town Hall last night 
before an audience which grew more 

and more enthusiastic as the evening 
wore on. Before Mr. Samuelson com- 
menced the Brahms Sonata in F minor, 
it was announced from the platform 
that something had happened to the 
pedals of the piano and that he would 
not be able to use them. This incident 
might have cast a gloom over some 
Pianists, but it proved to be a blessing 
in disguise. The liberal use of the 
pedal is apt to blue and confuse the 
ear. Its absence made Mr. Samuel- 
son’s methods crystal clear. He had 
to play with extreme care and finish, 
and the result was a sensible, enjoya- 
ble performance of the Sonata. ery 
detail stood out with distinctness, and 
there was no attempt to cover up weak 

‘places with extra noise. Mr. Samuel- 

son was rewarded for his moderation 
with two recalls. 

For the absence of the pedal, though 
it occasionally functioned, Chopin's 
Valse in B minor also was wholly en- 
joyable. There was delectable cool- 
ness, Crisp, clean freshness. Though 
the pianist gained much greater ap- 
plause and an encore for the Chopin 
Scherzo in B flat minor which fol- 
lowed, the Valse remained as delight- 
ful a memory as it had been a sur- 
prise.

LET IT RAIN, with Douglas MacLean, Shir- 
ley Mason, Wade Botelier, Frank Cam- 
peau, Jimmy Bradbury, Lincoln Stead- 
man, Lee Shumway, James Mason and 
others, directed by Eddie Cline; “Georges 
Bize!,"’ one of “Music Master’’ series; 
**Stone Age Follies,’’ devised and staged 
by John Murray Anderson: Gertrude 
Berle.

The sun shines brightly in “Let It 
Rain,” Douglas MacLean’s latest com- 
edy. But the sun is about the only 
bright feature of this mile-an-hour 
film. Old Sol helps the photographer, 
makes the images more distinct, causes 
the battleship, or whétever craft it 
was to look spick and span on the 
screen, and even gives one a clear im- 
pression of the gestures and expres- 
sions of the players who work so hard 
to be funny. 

Of course, some few persons are 
bound to laugh when a man loses his 
trousers, even if it is not exactly the 
newest of gags. Here, however, you 
have two men whose trousers suddenly 
come down. What of it? You feel 
that you could emulate an Indian while 
sitting through this film, and, what’s 
more, you might be proud of it. The 
characters in this farce have neither 
eyes nor ears when they are asked to 
be blind or deaf. Majors and Captains 
of United States Marines appear very 
dense when Eddie Cline, the director, 
has called for this state of mind. 

One of the high lights im this com- 
edy (and you can imagine how funny 
the rest is) is where the Major falls 
down on the pavement in a pool of 
water, There is an attempt to rob a 
train, which gives Mr. Cline the oppor- 
tunity to have a race through tunnels 
and along tracks. It is the sort of 
thing’ that fades from one’s mind 
shortly before you have _ reached 
Broadway. 

There is a marine known as “Let It 
Rain Riley’? and a bluejacket named 
Muldoon. After having engaged in 
several puerile stunts, which include 
the sailor being butted off his ship by 
the marine goat, Riley and Muldoon 
manifest admiration for a telephone 
girl, who, to be sure, is attractive. 
She is impersonated by Shirley Mason. 
She leans toward the Devil Dogs, and 
at the close of this yarn, after the 
train robbers have been caught, one 
meets Lieutenant and Mrs. Riley, and 
that gob Muldoon has been promoted 
to the rank of ensign 

Mr. MacLean does his best to wring 
laughter out. of -the audience, and 
sometimes his efforts were rewarded, 
as an operation might be, yesterday 
afternoon. Wade Botelier officiates as 
the irrepressible Muldoon, who evi- 
dently did not believe that it ever took 
“ten thousand gobs to lick one sick 
marine.”’

RUBBER TIRES, with Bessie Love, Erwin

Alan Hale, the villain of ‘‘The Cov- 
ered Wagon,’’ who has turned his at- 
tention to directing pictures, is respon- 
sible for ‘“‘Rubber Tires,’’ a somewhat 
diverting affair that is at the Hippo- 
drome.

The idea of this story might have} 


been put forth in a far more genuine 


fashion, for it is quite a little different 
from the average run of pictorial ve- 
hicles. It is based on a story by 
Frank Condon, and even as it is ‘‘Rub- 
ber Tires has an element of suspense. 
Its comedy, however, is permitted to 
sink to a pretty low level every now 
and again, and there are one or two 
lapses, which are bound to be picked 
up by every cinema patron. It is a 
pity: that such a story did not receive 
the same careful attention as the film 
version of ‘“‘The Potters.”’ 

One can grant that queer things hap- 
pen in this world and that high-strung 

eroes occasionally may be hasty in 
their actions; but even a village idiot 
would insist on having an engine in 
an automobile before he was willing 
to buy it. The majestic male in this 
yarn, in a feverish desire to show his 
cunning, invests in a car that has no 
motor, banking on being able to run 
down hill and on being towed up in- 
clines. This might be all very well on 
a journey of fifteen miles, but Bill 
James is bound from Pennsylvania to 
California ! 

Pat Stack, an idler, who tries occa- 
sionally to look tearful over his blun- 
ders, at the opening of this story has 
invested the family fortune in Cali- 
fornia. The only wage-earner among 
the Stacks is Mary Ellen, and she, be- 
ing a decided little person, one day 
declares that the Stack belongings are 
to be sold and that the four of them 
are going to California. She invests in 
a ramshackle automobile and off 
they go. 

Just about that time the directors of 
a big automobile concern offer $10,000 
for the first car they manufactured. 
They wish to show it as a contrast to 
the vast improvements made in their 
vehicles. The man who had sold Mary 
Ellen the old-time automobile gives 
chase, for he and he alone knows that 
it is her car for which the reward is 
offered. Just when he thinks that he 
has bought the automobile back for 
$1,000 he discovers that the blundering 
Pat has exchanged it for a closed car. 
But that’s not all. 

Mr. Hale makes a mistake in ever- 
lastingly exaggerating his incidents. It 
spoils the trend of the tale and causes 
one to wonder why a film story can’t 
be told more often in a_ sensible 
fashion, 

Bessie Love’s acting is more like Miss 
Love than Mary Ellen. Erwin Con- 
nelly, as Pat, succeeds in looking lazy. 
but when he is melancholy he is a 

athetic object. May Robson is cap-

ernment Bonds Go to New 
High Figures. 





The notable movement on yesterday’s 
financial markets was in United States 


Government bonds. In response to the 


Treasury's announcement, late in the 


preceding afternoon, that a 3% per 


cent. five-year bond would be ex- 
changed for the Liberty 444s subject to 
call next November, practically all 
Government bonds with a long ma- 
turity and a higher rate went above 
the previous high point of their his- 
tory. This happened with the Fourth 


Liberty 444s and with the Treasury 3\%s, 


4s and 4%s, which are redeemable only 
between 1944 and 1947. The Treasury 
4% per cents, issued in October, 1922, 
to refund a portion of the Victory 4% 
per cents then approaching maturity, 
sold yesterday at 1123-16, which is ac- 
tually the highest price commanded by 
any United States bond since the old 
4 per cents of 1925, with the “circula- 
tion privilege,” touched 112% in March 
of 1916 and 1914. 

In the stock market the day’s trend 
of prices continued as uncertain as the 
day before, though with something 
more of steadiness. Declines of a point 
or two were rwumerous and the frac- 
tional changes, which predominated, 


were mostly downward. There were a 
few conspicuous exceptions; United 
States Steel, for instance, advancing at 


one time more than one full point, and 


other industrials recovered at the close. 
Sterling went no higher, but held firm 
around the previous best price. The 
Agricultural Department’s report on 
wheat left in farmers’ hands from the 
crop of 1926 gave considerably higher 
figures than the grain trade had ex- 
pected, and wheat prices yielded. 


Next to interest and curiosity over 


the question, how many holders of the 
Second Liberty 414 per cents will sur- 
render their bonds in exchange for the 
new 3s, the question most canvassed 
yesterday was the purpose of the short 
three to five year maturity of the con- 
version loan.

In this five-year 
breathing-space the public surplus, 
which will probably continue excep- 
tionally large, can have full Play on 
next year’s Autumn maturity. Such 
huge amounts of Treasury cash have 
already been applied to advance re- 
demption of this Third Liberty loan, 
along with refunding operations, that 
the principal has been reduced by al- 
most exactly one-half since 1918. With 
no other large maturity in the way, it 
is not impossible that half of the re- 
maining $2,000,000,000 may be similarly 
disposed of before the due date. 

In some respects the report on the 
country’s steel production in February, 
published yesterday, is a somewhat 
more accurate ,icture of basic trade 
conditions than the earlier-published 
returns of iron output. The average 
daily steel production was the largest 
of any month since October. It was ac- 
tually greater by more than 8 per cent. 
than the out-turn of last November; it 
was exceeded in only five months of 
1926 and four of 1925 and, except for 
those two years, was the highest 
February achievement since the war. 

There are particular explanations for 
the substantial increase over such 
earlier post-war years as 1923 and 
1920; the period’s great increase in 
normal consumption is one of them. 
But the essential fact is that, in face 
of all the recent tal.- a: sut trade reac- 
tion, this basic industry gave an ex- 
cellent account of itself. Precisely the 
same thing haj pened even more em- 
phatically a year ago, when March, it 
will be remembered, was a month of 
the deepest Wall Street gloom con- 
cerning the industrial outlook, yet 
when that very month was subse- 
quently proved to have produced and 
sold the largest amount of steel of any 
month in our histor--.

No com- 
ment could be obtained at the Stock 
Exchange as to any change in the in- 
stitytion’s policy on the subject. It is 
understood, however, that the Ex- 
change, taking into consideration that 
the preferred stock sought to be listed 
carries full voting power, and that the 
common’s limited voting arrangement 
has been in effect many years, to- 
gether with the strong financial posi- 
tion of the company and the high 
standing of its securities, may have 
reconsidered its action of last year.

REPORTED UNDER WAY 


Atterbary, Loree and Crowley Said 


to Have Met to Discuss 
Future of the Road. 
‘That important ‘negotiations are 


pending in connection with the fate of 
the Buffalo, Rochester & Pittsburgh 
Railway was indicated yesterday by 
the persistence of a rumor that Gen- 
eral W. W. Atterbury, President of 
the Pennsylvania; Leonor F. Loree, 
President of the Delaware & Hudson, 
and Patrick E. Crowley, head of the 


New York Central, had been in con- 
ference. Efforts to confirm the rumor 
were unavailing, as representatives of 
the three railroad heads either denied 
that the conference took place or dis- 
claimed any knowledge of it. — 

The conference was reported to be on 
Eastern railroad consolidation in gen- 
eral and the Buffalo, Rochester & 
Pittsburgh situation in particular. The 
latter road, having freed itself from 
an option held until recently by the 
Delaware & Hudson, whose application 
to lease it still pends before the Inter- 
state.Commerce Commission, is consid- 
ered a “‘bone of contention’’ over 
which the trunk lines in the East are 
fighting. 

In view of the refusal of the Buf- 
falo, Rochester & Pittsburgh to extend 
the Delaware & Hudson option, and 
because the commission’s failure thus 
far to hold further hearings in the 
lease case, as it ordered, it is as- 
sumed generally that the Pennsylva- 
nia, Delaware & Hudson and New 
York Central are planning to proceed 
in effecting an independent solution to 
the problem. 

The standing given the New York 
Central by railroad men in connection 
with the Buffalo, Rochester & Pitts- 
burgh is not so much that of a bidder 
for the latter properties as of a deeply 
interested observer looking after the 
interests of associated parties. This 
is taken to mean the Baltimore & Ohio, 
which is regarded as the logical con- 
tender for the Buffalo, Rochester & 
Pittsburgh, because it has been. fairly 
well established that the commission 
would be inimical to lease of the latter 
road to the Central. But this opinion 
is held to be partly at fault if Gen- 
eral Atterbury, Mr. Loree and Mr. 
Crowley really did confer yesterday. 
Mention was made of the Lehigh 
Valley in connection with the reported 
conference, on the possibility that this 
road is being considered in connection 
with an alignment which will work to 
the satisfaction of all the large East- 
ern systems. Further, it was sug- 
gested, a conference between the heads 
of possibly the three roads most con- 
cerned in the present matter was:called 
as a forerunner to another of larger 
scope both as to attendance and 
objects.

BIG LABOR SAVING IS SEEN 





Questionnaire Vote Now Being Taken 
—New Department Is Alm. of 
Association of Firms. 





‘" A plan for clearing commission bills of 


member firms of the New York Stock 
Exchange through the Clearing House 
of that institution has been drafted by 
the Association of Stock Exchange 
Firms and a questionnaire vote is being 
taken to determine the sentiment of 
the’ membership. The association be- 
lieves that the change, which would 
simplify the settlement process, can be 
accomplished if a sufficient number of 
the messenger of the broker to whom 
firms indicate approval. 

“Such a plan,” according to a letter 
sent to member firms, ‘‘would assure 
uniformity of practice, eliminate much 
of the detail, lessen the accounting 
labor involved in the present method 
of individual payment, reduce to a 
minimum the issuance of checks, with 
subsequent saving of handling of bank 
vouchers, &c.’’ The association in- 
tends, in effect, to ask the Clearing 
House to establish a Comatiqnion bill 
department. 

It is proposed that “‘on a designated 
date—say the third day of the month 
immediately succeedins that in which 
commissions have been earned— 
brokers would render their bills there- 
for in a sealed cover directed, in care 


of the Clearing House, to the broker 
from whom payment is demanded. On 
the following day the envelopes would 
be delivered by the Clearing House to 
the messenge rof the broker to whom 
addressed. Differences, if any, would 
be reconciled by direct communica- 
tion between the brokers concerned 
during the period intervening between 
receipt of the bills and the tenth of 
the month, on which latter date credit 
memoranda covering the amount of 
payment agreed upon in respect of 
each bill would be enclosed in 
envelopes addressed to the various 
creditor brokers and delivered to the 
Clearing House for distribution on the 
next succeeding day, that is, the 
eleventh, to the messengers who would 
call for ‘them. 

“Upon receipt these memoranda 
would be listed on a sheet to be sub- 
mitted to the Clearing House on the 
twelfth of the month, together with a 
draft covering the net amount due 
after itemized deduction of commis- 
sions payable to other brokers. Similar- 
ly. debtor brokers would submit a 
sheet itemizing the credit memoranda 
issued and debits deducted, and make 
peyment of the net amount. due by de- 
livery of a single check drawn to the 
order of the Clearing House. Complete 
settlements would be effected by the 
thirteenth of the month by collection 
of the countersigned drafts by the mes- 
sengers of the brokers in whose favor 
they were drawn and subsequent de- 
posit in their respective banks. 

“It is estimated that 99 per cent. of 
monthly commission bills may be col- 
lected by the foregoing clearance 
method, while its self-evident conve- 
nience and economy, it is believed, 
would induce brokers not now mem- 
bers of the Clearing House to join the

WASHINGTON, March 8.—Revenue 
freight loaded during the week ended 
Feb. 26 totaled 923,849 cars, according 
to reports filed today by the carriers 
with the Car Service Division of the 
American Railway Association. Com- 
pared with the corresponding week 
last year, this was an increase of 10,- 
914 cars, and 59,753 cars over the 
corresponding week in 1925. It was a 
decrease of 37,024 cars below the pre- 
ceding week this year, due to the 
observance of Washington’s Birthday. 

Coal loading for the week of Feb. 26 
totaled 201,959 cars, an increase of 
21,489 cars over the same week last 


year and 50,380 cars above the corre- 
sponding week in 1925. 
Grain and grain products totaled 44,- 


096 cars, an increase of 4,303 cars over 
the corresponding week last year and 
5,775 cars above the same week in 
1925. In the Western districts, grain 
and grain products totaled 26,980, an 
increase of 3,132 cars above the same 
week last year. 

Miscellaneous freight totaled 323,271 
cars, a decrease of 4,188 cars below 
the same week last year, but 12,180 
cars over the corresponding week last 
two years ago. 

Live stock amounted to 27,494 cars, 
an increase of 852 cars above the same 
week last year, but 1,398 cars below 
1925. In the Western districts alone 
live stock loading totaled 20,583 cars, 
an increase of 629 cars above the same 
week last year. 

Loading of merchandise and less 
than carload lot freight for the week 
totaled 237,199 cars, an increase of 55 
cars ove the corresponding week last 
year and 6,738 cars above the same 
week two years ago. Forest products 
totaled 67,913 cars, 6,089 cars below the 
same week last year and 11,583 cars 
under 1925. 

Ore loading for the week amounted 
to 9,621 cars, 1,197 cars below 1926 and 
1,852 cars below 1925. 

Coke totaled 12,296 cars, a decrease 
of 4,311 cars under the same week last 
year and 497 cars below two years 
ago. 

All districts except the Eastern, Al- 
leghany and Southern reported in- 
creases in the total loading of all 
commodities compared with the corre- 
sponding week in 1926, while all dis- 
tricts showed increases over the same 
week in 1925. 


Copper Easier in Price. 
Copper buying was quiet yesterday 
both here and abroad, and the price 
was slightly easier, as a fair tonnage 
seemed to be available at 138% cents a 
pound delivered. Fabricators appeared 


to be awaiting the February statistics 
before making new commitments. 
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CONDITION OF EQUIPMENT. 


Class 1 Railroads Make Reports of 
Locomotives and Cars. 


Class 1 railroads on Feb: 15 had 9,866 
locomotives in need of repairs, or 15.9 
per cent. of the number on line, ac- 
cording to the American Railway As- 
sociation. This compares with 9,255 on 
Feb. 1. Of the Feb. 15 total, locomo- 
tives. in need of classified repairs 
totaled 5,146, while those in need of 
running repairs were 4,720. Serviceable 
locomotives in storage on Feb. 15 
totaled 4,817, against 4,666 on Feb. 1. 

The same railroads on Feb. 23 had 
273,153 surplus freight cars in good re- 
pair and immediately available for 
service, as against 259,556 on Feb. 15. 
Of the Feb. 23 total, coal cars were 
78,069; box cars, 143,948; stock cars, 
27,447, and refrigerator cars, 12,876. 

The association also reports that the 
Class 1 railroads in 1926 utilized for 
road locomotive fuel 101,007,549 tons of 
coal and 2,067,272,099 gallons of fuel 
oil. An average of 137 pounds of fuel 
was required in 1926 to haul 1,000 tons 
of freight and equipment, including 
locomotive and tender, a distance of 
one mile. This was the lowest average 
ever attained since the compilation of 
these reports was begun in 1918, the 
association states. 


Hardware Market Developing. 
Various hardware market centres re- 
port an improving development in 
seasonal lines in the last week, The 
Hardware Age announces, with staple 


items moving slowly in some sections 
and Spring goods meeting a sizeable 
Increase in demand. Indications are 
that Spring sales will compare favor- 
ably with the season’s demand a year 
ago, the magazine says. Collections 
and credits are reported in fair con- 
dition. Rope and cord prices rose.

Commission Minority Dissents, 
Holding That Farmers Are 


Entitled to Relief. 





WASHINGTON, March 8 (4).—A re- 
vision of rates on grain and grain 
products from North and South Da- 
kota to principal marketing terminals 
was postponed today by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission until its gen- 
eral investigation into Western grain 
rate levels is completed. 


A minority of the commission dis- 
sented vigorously from the majority 
ruling and advocated immediate action 
on the rates. 

Changes in the Northwestern grain 
rates were proposed to the commission 
from two different standpoints, rail- 
roads serving the territory having filed 
a series of rates based on a mileage 
scale which would have increased the 
charges on grain moving to markets 
from North Dakota and Western Min- 
nesota, though they would have placed 
the two territories on an equal basis. 

South Dakota farm organizations, 
shippers and représéntatives of the 
State Government sought a reduction 
and opposed the railroad proposal. 

The commission set aside the views 
of all the contesting parties and de- 
clared that under a Congressional 
resolution it already had undertaken 
a general investigation into Western 
grain rates. At the conclusion of that 
proceeding a decision setting a basis 
for all of the rates in question will be 
handed down. 

The proposed railroad schedules were 
suspended when proposed in 1925, and 
have never gone into effect. 





| Commissioner Aitchison, in the dis- 
| senting opinion, declared : 

“The majority report leaves the 
| 


farmer in South Dakota and portions 
|of North Dakota with longer hauls to 
|market, paying rates on a relatively | 
higher basis than his Minnesota neigh- | 
bors. We should proceed to move the 
unlawful rate situation that is here 
reserved for treatment in the general 
investigation, should put all these sec- 
tions upon a comparable basis, and 
then when we come to solve the 
broader problem the Minnesota and 
North Dakota rates can rececive the 
samie general treatment as other grain 
rates in the West.’’

More than 52,000 accounts for the

CLEVELAND BANK FINDS 
TRADE BELOW 1926 


Bat Movement Varies Irregularly 
in Different Industries— 
Motor Trade Better. 


The Cleveland Reserve Bank reports 
that in its district ‘ta seasonal in- 
crease in business activity has been 
going on during February, but opera- 
tions in many lines are still running 
behind last year. Recent improvement 
is reported by the iron and steel trade, 
aided by the recovery in automobile 
production from December’s low point. 
The position of the tire industry is 
distinctly better than a year ago, in 
contrast to most other industries. 
“The coal situation is confused by 
the possibility of a strike in April. 
Business in clothing and various other 
lines has been fair to good, even if be- 
hind the exceptionally active levels of 
1926. Retail trade in this district was 
a little disappointing in January, fall- 
ing slightly behind last year. Credit 
conditions remain sound, with the sup- 
ply ample to cover requirements. 
“Although February statistics are 
not yet available, a comparison of 
January figures of three highly impor- 
tant industries—iron and steel, auto- 
mobile and building—throws consider- 
able light upon the decline in general 
business from 1926. Automobile output 
in that month ran over 20 per cent. 
behind a year ago; pig iron output 
was 6.5 per cent. less, steel ingots 8.3 
per cent. less, and building contracts 
awarded 16 per cent. less.”’

BIG DECLINE IN OKLAHOMA

There was a change in tide in crude 
oil production in the week ended March 
5, the daily average output declining 
22,300 barrels from the record high of 
the previous week. The daily average 
output in the week of March 5 amount- 
ed to 2,464,050 barrels, as compared 
with 2,486,350 barrels for the preceding 
week. 

The principal decrease was in Okla- 
homa, where daily average production 
was 701,400 barrels, as compared with 
717,950 barrels for the week ended Feb. 
26, while the daily average production 
east of California was 1,818,450 barrels, 
as compared with 1,843,250 barrels, a 
decrease of 24,800 barrels. 

California production continued to 
grow, and at a daily average of 645,600 
barrels, was 2,500 barrels higher than 
in the previous week. There were also 


important increases in coastal Texas 
and costal Louisiana, while Wyoming, 
Panhandle Texas, the rest of Texas, 
Arkansas and Eastern fields showed 
lower outputs.

GORDON LEIGH TO JOIN 
KUHN, LOEB & COMPANY 


Wall Street Hears British Banker 
Will Be a Partner in the 
International Firm. 





Gordon Leigh, widely known British 
banker, is to become a partner in the 
international banking firm of Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., according to a report in 
Wall Street yesterday, says The Asso- 
ciated Press. Officials of Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co. declined to comment. Otto 


Kahn, the usual spokesman for the 
firm, is in Europe. 

A partnership in Kuhn, Loeb & Co., 
which ranks next to-the house of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., is regarded as one of 
Wall Street’s choicest plums. From a 
financial standpoint it probably is even 
more valuable than a Morgan partner- 
ship, as there are only four Kuhn-Loeb 
partners, whereas the Morgan firm has 
fourteen. 

It is understood that Mr. Leigh is to 
represent the Kuhn-Loeb firm in Lon- 
don, where it has extensive financial 
interests. Mr. Leigh, who was born 
March 19, 1879, was educated at Har- 
row and at Trinity College, Cambridge 
University. He entered the firm of 
Speyer Bros. in London in 1900, hold- 
ing a partnership in the firm from 
1911 to 1919, when he retired. He is 
now the head of the banking firm of 
Gordon Leigh & Co. 

Kuhn, Loeb & Co. was organized in 
1867 by Abraham Kuhn and Solomon 
Loeb, two Cincinnati commission mer- 
chants, who decided to use their re- 
sources in the development of the 
country’s railroads and industries, in 
which they foresaw tremendous ex- 
pansion. Later Jacob H. Schiff, a na- 
tive of Frankfort, Germany, was taken 
into the firm and became its directing 
head until his death in 1920. Abraham 
Wolff, father-in-law of Otto Kahn, be- 
came a partner in 1875 and was active 
until his death twenty-five years later. 

Mr. Kahn and Felix M. Warburg 
were admitted to the firm in 1897 and 
Mortimer L. Schiff, son of the tate 
Jacob Schiff, in 1900. These men, with 
Jerome J. Hanauer, who was admitted 
in 1912, constitute the present firm. 
Paul M. Warburg resigned in 1914 to 
accept membership on the Federal Re- 
serve Board. Mr. Leigh, therefore, will 
be the first addition to the firm in fif- 
teen years.

CANADIAN MINISTER 
DENIES GOLD EMBARGO 


Break in Shipments Due to Higher 
Costs From Ottawa, Now the 
Chief Source of Supply. 





Despite the cessation of gold ship- 
ments from Canada'to the United 
States in the face of a discount of 
13-64 of 1 per cent. on Canadian funds, 
which ordinarily would call for heavy 
transfers, there is no embargo on the 
export of gold from the Dominion. 
Finance Minister Robb announced of- 
ficially yesterday that a free gold 
market was being maintained. 

From other sources it was learned 
that the break in Canadian gold ship- 
ments was due to the fact that Ottawa 
is now the central source of supply of 


the metal in the Dominion, and it costs 
$250 more per $1,000,000 to ship it here 
from Ottawa than from Montreal. 
Also, the gold available in Ottawa 
sometimes is in the form of British 
sovereigns, which involves an addi- 
tional charge for assay in New York. 

Most ‘of the heavy shipments made 
to this country from Canada since the 
start of this year have come from 
Montreal. These shipments have 
amounted to about $45,000,000, and 
banks desiring additional transfers 
have been told recently that the sup- 
ply would have to come from Ottawa. 
There is no ban against shipments, 
however, and it is considered possible 
that further shipments will be made. 

The New York office of the Bank of 
Montreal received yesterday the fol- 
lowing statement from the Department 
of Finance at Ottawa: 

“‘With reference to rumors that have 
been published in certain New York 
papers that Canada has placed an em- 
bargo on gold shipments, J. A. Robb. 
Minister of Finance, stated that the 
rumors were absolutely without foun- 
dation. He said that the question of 
an embargo had not even been con- 
sidered and that the situation is nor- 
mal, namely, that if the banks wish 
gold for any purpose whatever they 
may secure it as usual on the presen- 
tation of Dominion notes. The depart- 
ment is at a loss to understand how 
the rumor can have originated.”’ 


TO INCREASE SHARE CAPITAL 


Hamburg-American Line Will Ask 
for 30,000,000-Mark Issue. 

HAMBURG, March 8 (#).—The Ex- 
ecutive Board of the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can Line today resolved to ask the gen- 
eral meeting on March 28 for authori- 
zation to issue 30,000,000 marks in new 
share capital, 26,000,000 of which will 


be placed at the option of the share- 
holders in the proportion of five to one. 

The new share capital will be util- 
ized for the construction of fourteen 
passenger and freight ships, mostly of 
the oil-burning type.

Shipments for Season Lead Those 
of a Year Ago by 1,750,000 
Bales—Big Indian Demand. 





Cotton lost part of the previous day’s 
recovery and closed at a decline of 8 
to 12 points yesterday. Less activity in 
spot quarters compared with the large 
business of the past few weeks was re- 
flected in a diminished volume of trad- 
ing in contract markets. At one time 
prices were off 15 points to low levels 
of Saturday, but trade price fixing be- 
low 1414 cents for the May position of- 
fered resistance and arrested the de- 
cline. General rains continued in West- 
ern and Mississippi Valley regions, and 
were particularly heavy in parts of 
Texas. Spot sales at Southern markets 
fell off to 25,000 bales. 

The feature of the cotton situation 
continues to be the heavy export move- 
ment. For the first three days of the 
week shipments exceeded 100,000 bales, 
compared with 76,000 for the entire six 
days last year, and for the season are 
now about 1,750,000 bales ahead of a 
year ago. The demand for American 
cotton has been increased owing to the 
shortage in the outturn in India of 
900,000 bales, compared with the pre- 
vious year’s production. Prices of low 
grades in the South have been rel- 
atively cheaper than Indian cotton and 
in addition to the European demand to 
take the place of Indian over 140,000 
bales have been shipped direct from 
Southern ports to Bombay. Estimates 
place the ‘sales to India as high as a 
quarter of a million bales.

LEBAUDY ESTATE TO KIN. 


French Court Refuses to Recognize 
His Wife and Daughter.

PARIS, March 8.—A French court to- 

day refused to recognize the precedent 


of a judgment by an American court 
declaring Mme. Delliere the legitimate 
wife and Mlle. Jacqueline Lebaudy the 
legitimate daughter of the late Jacques 
Lebaudy, self-styled ‘‘Emperor of the 
Sahara.” 

The French millionaire was shot dead 
at his home on Long Island in Janu- 
ary, 1919, by Mme. Delliere, who had 
gone through a form of marriage with 
him and was living with him as his 
wife. She was acquitted and the Nas- 
sau court recognized the union as 
legal, a judgment which made the 
daughter, Jacqueline, Lebaudy’s legal 
heir to his estate in America. Later 
Mme. Delliere was married to the 
French detective, Henri Sudreau, Jac- 
queline marrying his son. 

The claim to the French estate by

Mr. Hotchner asked for two weeks’ 
time in which to prepare a motion to 
dismiss the application, but Commis- 
sioner Godley held that, since the pro- 
cedure was not that of court practice, 
but rather of hearings, no such mo- 
tion could be entertained.

Poor Encouragement for Mills.

FEBRUARY BUILDING 
INCREASED IN VALUE 


First Gain in Eleven Months Is 
Reported—Great Part Is 
in New York. 








FIGURES FROM 162 CITIES 








Total of the Permits Issued Is 
$244,119,521, as Against 
$229,080,097 a Year Ago. 
After ten successive declines in 


monthly totals of building permits 
Bradstreet’s report for construction in 
February shows a gain when com- 
pared with the figures of February, 
1926. 

Two explanations of the increase are 
offered. One is that February of 1926 
showed a rather marked decrease after 
a long period of gains and that, in 
comparison with February, 1925, two 
years ago, a decrease is still shown. 
The other explanation is that the bulk 
of the gain shown is due to expan- 
sion in New York, some of this ex- 
pansion being not unconnected with 
large supplies of building materials 
offered and some to the continued 
large supply of money available for 
investment. 

With New York City excluded, an 
actual decrease for February is shown, 
large gains in Chicago, Detroit and a 
few more cities being offset by de- 
creases in other cities. 

The total value of building permitted 
for at 162 cities of the United States 
in February, as shown by reports to 
Bradstreet’s, was $244,119,521, as 
against $207,640,377 at like cities in 
January of this year and $229,080,097 
in February a year ago, when, it is 
recalled, a decrease of 8 per cent. was 
shown from February, 1925. 

New York City contributed $81,304,947 
to last month’s total, a gain of 35 per 
cent. by comparison with February, 
1926, but the aggregate at 161 other 
cities was $162,764,574, against $168,- 
892,067 in February, 1926, and $135,082,- 


per cent. from February, 1926, and a 
gain of 20.5 per cent. over January 
this year. Eighty-one cities show in- 
creases over February, 1926, and eighty 
one show decreases.
